If 
there is anyone who wants to see the 
truth and isn’t in his dotage, let him 
consult the city’s records. Last year 
the city was taxed $125,000 for the 
Metropolitan Park Commission. Quin- 
cy has only 30,000 inhabitants. The 
money was paid and the tax rate re- 
duced. 

“IT have thought the Higb School 
should be attended to first, and there- 
fore vetoed several appropriations for 
streets, inasmuch as the sehool will re- 
quire a large outlay. Mr. Pratt owns 
some land on Independence road on the 
way to Braintree. He is going to put 
up @ building there. The road hasa 
hollow in it and whatever improvements 
are made in it will be persanent. The 
commissioner on highways did not 
think the money for this improvement 
ought to come out of the regular ap- 
propriation, and accordingly the Coun- 
cil passed the measure and I signed it. 

The Council had adjourned for a 
month and the street needed to be filled 
in and widened at once. The fact is 
that the money for this improvement 
should have been tacked on to some 
other appropriation bill. As it was it 
had tocome up separately.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


For the Government and use of the 


BLUE HILLS RESERVATION. 


Rots 1. No person shall enter or leave the 
Reservation except at the regular designated 
entrances. 


Rouiz 2. No person shall dig up, cut, break, 
remove, deface, defile or illuse any building, 
structure, fence, sign, bush, plant, turf, rock, or 
other thing herein, belonging to the Common- 
wealth, or have possession of any part thereof; 
but this rule shall not prohibit the picking of 
wili flowers and edible berries in reasonable 
quantities for personal use. 


Rots 3. No person shall throw any stone 
or other missile; or have possessiun of or dis- 
oe any destructive weapon, firearm, fire- 
cracker, torpedo or firework; or make a fire; 
or throw or place upon the ground a lighted 
match, cigar or other burning substance; or 
post, paint, affix or dis lay any sign, notice, 
placard or advertising device; or, except with 
written authority from said Metropolitan Park 
Commission engage in business, sell, or expose 
for sale, or give away any goods, wares, or 
circulars; or set a trap or snare; or injure or 
have possession of any wild animal or bird; or 
injure or digturb any bird’s nest or eggs. 

Rue 4. No person shall solicit the acquaint- 
ance of or annoy another person; or utter any 
paSes threatening, abusive or indecent 
apguage or loud outcry; or solicit any sub- 
scription or contribution; or have possession of

There is no question that large num- 
bers of insurgents have recently 
crossed the frontier. An extensive out- 
break in northern Macedonia is pos- 
sible any day. The Autcnomye prints 
a telegram from Constantinople de- 
claring that the sultan, influenced by 
the counsels of Germany, now favors 
a war with Bulgaria. The Turks here, 
Lowever, take an optimistic view, as 
serting that there is no danger of a 
war, as Turkey does not desire one and 
Prince Ferdinand and the present Bul- 
garian goverun@nt are not in a position 
to force hostihties. 

The Bulgarian agent at Uskub reports 
that the detachments of Turkish troops 
sent to garrison the smal! towns in tbat 
vilayet have spread destriction along 
their route. The villagers have been 
robbed and beaten, the women vio- 
lated and the Christian population sub 
jected to every coaceivable outrage, 
while the local authorities appear to be 
helpless to stop the atrocities. 

At the village of Drachevo, six miles 
from Uskub, the soldiers attacked all 
tbe peasants without the gendarmes 
interfering on behalf of the latter. The 
Bulgarian agevt specifies similar ex- 
resses in many other villages, and the 
position of the Bulgarian residents is 
reported to be terrible, as the cruelties 
committed by the Turkish authorities 
exceed all limits. 

Prince Ferdinand has not arrived in 
Sotia, and the court officials declare that 
they are without information as to his 
movements. 

The non-arrival here of Prince 
Ferdinand and the mystery surrounding 
his movements, although characteristic, 
he having always maintained similar 
reticence and independence regarding 
his movements, causes anxiety here. 
One report} says the prince has gone 
through Roumania to the palace of 
Duxinograd, near Varna, while accord- 
ing to another report he is at Philip- 
polis. In Mav donian circles it is be- 
lieved that he fears to return to Sofia 
owing to the receipt of threatening 
letters. : 

The Turks have occupied Klissura, 
Albaula, without resistance. A num- 
ber of Bulgarian villages in its vicinity 
were burned. 

The reyolt has become general at 
Caza and Yenidije, 25 miles from Sa- 
lonica, and is spreading to Gherghli 
and Tikhvesh, 65 miles from Salonica. 

Sarafoff, the revolutionary leader, 
bas arrived in the neighborhood of Sa- 
lonica for the purpose of directing the 
movements in this district. 

Some Turkish officers, on Aug. 29, 
sold 15 cases of Martini rifles anda 
quantity of ainmunition to Bulgarians, 


General Rising Scheduled 

London, Sept. 1.—The Times corre- 
spondent at Sofia hears that he rising 
in. northern Macedonia was to be 
proclaimed last night. Prince Ferdin- 
and, he says, had a long interview at 
Constanza with the Rouimania pre- 
mier yesterday before embarking on 
the Bulgarian gunboat at Kustendji 
for Burgas. 


Belgian Officers For Macedonia 

Brussels, Sept. 1.—It is stated that 
Belgium, under pressure from Austria 
and Russfn, has consented to appoint 
four officers for the Macedonian 
gendarmerie. 


General Hasselteno Dead 

Denver, Sept. 1.—General Don Carlos 
Hasselteno, a distinguished scholar and 
linguist, died at his home in this city. 
He was born in New Orleans:in 1825 
of Spanish parentage. The gencral's 
great-great-grandfather was sent by 
the Spanish king te America to be gov- 
ernor of the entire possessions in the 
new world. General Husselteno was a 
graduate of Miami, Yale and Heidel- 
burg universities and served in the 
Confederate army. 


Did Well After Long Journey 

St. Paul, Sept. 1.—Sixty thousand 
people saw Dan Patch unsuccessfully 
attempt to lower his world’s pacing 
record of 1:59 at the state fair grounds 
here. Despite the fact that the great 
pacer had gone against time last Fri- 
day at Readville, Mass., and had been 
almost continuously on the cars until 
yesterday, he went a mile in two 
minutes flat. 


85,000,000 In Philippine Certificates 
San Fraucisco, Sept. 1—The trans- 
port Thomas, which sailed today for 
the Philippiaes, touching at Honolulu 
and Guam, carried $5,000.000 in Philip- 
pine silver certificates, accompanied 
by a guard of 25 enlisted cayalrymen.,

Lima, Sept. 1—A motion has been 
submitted in the chamber of deputies 
to prohibit the immigration into Pern 
of the members of those religious or 
‘#8 which were expelled from France.

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 1—The 
tracks at the Highland road terminal 
of the Old Colony Street Railway com- 
pany became charged with electricity 
and before the current was broken a 
funeral procession had been de- 
moralized, the team of a pleasure party 
knocked down and a pair of oxen 
shocked into uncontrollable antics. Led 
by the hearse the funeral procession was 
about to cross the tracks on the way 
to St. Patrick’s cemetery. As the 
shoes of the horses attached to the 
hearse came in contact with the rail 
both animals were knoeked oui and 
before they could be gotten off the 
track they had wrecked the front end 
of the hearse. The driver of the car- 
riage containing the mourners also got 
his team in contact with the live rail 
and narrowly escaped a runaway. The 
procession finally reached the ceme- 
tery by going around the end of the 
track. 

Later a pleasure party attempted to 
drive across the track and both horses 
were knocked senseless. 

A solemn ox team was next to feel 
the invigorating effect of electricity and 
became mad with fright. It was some 
time before the animals could be safely 
approached und removed from the 
tracks where they had fallen.

Springfield, Mass., Sept. 1.—The 
irosvenor Woolen company, which op- 
erates mills in Monson and Holyoke, 
Mass., has made an assignment.

QUINCY DAILY LEDGE 


PROVIDENCE TRIP. 


Trolley Excursion Through South- 
eastern Massachusetts. 


There is no. prettier month in the 
year in which to take a trolley trip 
than in the month of September. The 
Ledger, from time to time, has out- 
lined trips that furnish much to enjoy 
und which are inexpensive. 

Atrether such trip is that from Quin- 
cy to Fall River, New Bedford, New- 
port or Providence. In order to take 
this trip one should take a car for 
Brockton, the shoe city of southern 
Massachusetts. From Quincy the line 
passes through Braintree, Holbrook, 
Montello, the residential section of 
Brockton, to City Square, Brockton. 

There a change is made for Taunton 
and the passenger has his choice of two 
routes. One through what is known as 
‘“*The Lake Region,”’ or ‘King Philip 
Coypty,’’ which is via Campello, to 
Bridgewater. At Bridgewater, a line 
can be taken for Plymouth. 

Continuing on toward Taunton the 
line passes through, Scotland, a pretty 


farming village, thence past Lake 
Nippennicket and Pilgrim Park, 
through Raynbam ‘to Taunton. The 


run to Taunton from Brockton by this 
line is one hour and thirty miuutes, 
and the fare twenty cents. 

The other or short line which, on ac- 
count of its white cars is known as the 
“Ghost line,’’ follows the old Brockton 
and Taunton turnpike through South 
Eastern, a part of West Bridgewater, 
and the village of Cochesset. It crosses 
the Great Cedar swamp on a trestle 
bridge more than a mile long, thence 
through North Raynham, the seat of 
hostilities in the King Philip war, to 
Taunton, where the first flag bearing 
the device ‘‘Union and Liberty’? was 
unfurled. 

The running time by this line is one 
hour and five minutes. 

If the passenger desires’to go direct 


to Providence he will continue on 


through the village of Westville, 
through Annawan Park, Rehoboth, 
Seekank and East Providence to 
Providence. 


The running time from Quincy to 
Providence is four hours and thirty 
minutes if the long routefrom Brock- 
ton is taken, or four hours by the 
‘*Ghost line.’’ The fare is sixty cents. 

If, when arriving at Taunton, how- 
ever, the passenger shouid desire to 
prolong his trip he may change for a 
car running direct to Fall River and 
Newport. This line passes through 
Dighton, once the port of entry for 
Fall River, and a view is had of the 
great strawberry farms from where 
those delicious Dighton berries are 
grown. From Digiton the liae passes 
through Rock Park to Fall River, the 
running time from Taunton being one 
hour and forty minutes, and the fare 
twenty-five cents. 

From Fall River a line can be taken 
for a two hours’ run to Newport, the 
famous summer resort of the million- 
aires, with a fare of twenty-five cents, 
or a car for an hour’s run to New Bed- 
ford with a fare of twenty cents. 

The prettiest ride however is from 
Fall River to Providence by way of 
Swansea. This is the most beautifal 
trip affording a great variety of scenery, 
going across rivers, ocean inlets, head- 
lands and islands of upper Nariaganset 
bay, and giving an extended view of 
Bristol. 

The run from Fall River to Provi- 
dence is one hour and twenty minutes, 
and the fare twenty-five cents. 

It will be noticed that the fare from 
Quincy by the direct route to Provi- 
dence is 60 cents and by the Fall River 
route 85 cents. 

The running time to Providence from 
Quincy is four hours if direct line is 
taken, or a little over five hours if the 
Fall River route is taken.

ASSAULT ON A CHILD

Arouses the People of Cum- 
berland County, Me 


POLICE HAVE WIDE NETOUT 


Every Roadway Within Fifty Miles 
of Scene of Crime Closely Watched 
For Appearance of Young Fellow 
Gullty of Outrageous Crime

Gorham, Me., Sept. 1.—Thoroughly 
nroused by the report from the bedside 
of Nina Hamblen that the condition 
of the 29-year-old child is critical as a 
result of the dastardly assault com- 
mitted upon her by an unknown man, 
Cumberland county officers, reinforced 


by police from nearby towns, have re- 
doubled their efforts to capture the 
criminal. he police of Portland, 
Biddeford and Saco have taken a hand 
in the hunt, and every roadway within 
a radius of 50 miles of the scene of 
the assault is being watched at many 
points. 

The authorities believe that they 
have the man surrounded and are de- 
termined that he shall not escape alive. 
Deputy Sheriff Smith is directing the 
mar hunt and he is satisfied that every 
avenue of escape has been cut off. The 
police say that the man is without 
funds and they expect that hunger will 
bring hin to some backdoor soon. The 
alarm had been made so general that 
he is likely to be recognized wherever 
he appears. 

As r&rther details become known the 
particulars of the assault, and a fair 
assault proves to have been one of the 
inost atrocious in the annals of Cumpber- 
land county. Albert Hamblen, the vic- 
tim’s father, is a well-to-do farmer liy- 
ing on the Gray road, 1% miles from 
this village. 

The girl has been able to give some 
description of her assailant. She says 
she was about half way home from an 
errand at the village, when she met a 
fairly well dressed young man of about 
24 years of age. He was about 5 feet 
8 inches tall, and weighed perhaps 130 
pounds. He wore a blue serge suitanda 
black stiff hat. He was fair, smooth 
shaven and she noticed that the back 
of his hands were covered with 
freckles. He stopped her and at- 
tempted to engage her in conversation. 
She became frightened and tried to pass 
him. The man then grabbed her by the 
throat and a struggle ensued. Nerved 
by fear and indignation the little girl 
fought desperately. When she fell 
helpless the man grabbed her, by the 
shoulders and dragged her a distance 
of 100 feet into the woods that skirt the 
highway, Here the little girl was out- 
rageously'treated. Later she was found 
in a semi-conscious state and taken 
home, where Dr. Ridlon attended her. 

A farmer's wife living on the road 
between this village and Portland re- 
ported to the poilce that a man answer- 
ing the description of the assailant came 
to her house yesterday and inquired 
where he would strike the car line to 
Portland. She woman told him that 
it was about two miles distant. The 
man’s appeared greatly excited and 
promise? hes a rich reward if she 
would drive him to the car line as 
quickly as possibie. The woman hitched 
up a team and drove at breakneck 
speed to the nearest point where a car 
could be taken and received a fare of 
10 cents. A car conductor recalls pick- 
ing up a passenger ut that point and 
identifies him as the man described by 
the woman. The man left the cara 
few miles out of Portland. Another 
conductor gays that the same man rode 
with him Jater towards Portland, but 
he does not remember where the fel- 
low got off. 

The selectmen of the town have in- 
terested themselves in the matter and 
the citizens of the entire county are 
stirred with indignation. There is no 
talk, however, of anything but legal 
action in the matter.

WIND FELL TO A ZEPHYR 


Prevented Defender Finishing Within 
Time Limit, but She Gave Challen- 
ger the Worst Beating Yet Re¢eived 
—Cup Conceded to Be Safe 


New York, Sept 1.—Again the beauti- 
ful cup defender Reliance failed to 
register her third victory over Lipton’s 
challenger because the wind died to 
nothing and the time Hmit of 5% hours 
expired before reach the 
finish line. Her margin was approx- 
imately the same as Thursday last. 
She was less than half a mile from the 
finish when the gun sounded. Sham- 
rock was a faint blur on the horizon, 
fully 2% miles astern. 

Reliance’s failure to score the race 
was the more exasperating because her 
ultimate triumph is now conceded, even 
by Lipton himself, to be simply a 
formality. The superiority of the Her- 
reshoff boat In any kind of weather is 
acknewledged by the yachting critics 
of both sides of the Atlantic and yes- 
terday’s fluke only prolongs the agony 
of the contest that has already been 
decided. 

The waning interest in the cup races 
was strikingly illustrated by the size 
of the observation fieet, if the ships 
which went down to the ocean race 
course could be dignified by such a 
title. Outside of the revente cutters 
which patrolled the course it consisted 
of half a dozen sidewheelers with al- 
most empty decks, a few seagoing 
tugs and a score of steam yachts. 

The easterly wind and rain Sunday 
night had served to knock down the sea 
somewhat, although it was rough 
enough during the first two hours of 
the race to make the excursion oats 
tumble about a good deal and the yachts 
to plunge and stagger on their way to 
the outer mark. But as the day wore 
on the wind hauled to the north and 
fell to a mere zephyr, hardly strong 
enough to round out the enormous 
canvasses of the sloops, and the sea 
subsided to a smooth surface. 

The race was spiritless from the be- 
ginning. It was laid 1% miles to wind- 
ward up the Long Island shore and re- 
turn. Its saving feature was the start, 
in which Captain Wrinoge, by a pretty 
piece of maneuvering. neatly turned the 
tables on the Yankee skipper and cap- 
tured the windward berth. Even so, 
the yachts crossed the line abreast. 

But within 15 minutes the defender 
was showing her heels to the challenger 
and when the float at the outer mark 
was reached she rounded the mark 20m. 
28s. ahead of herrival. In the tive times 
the boats have met this was by far the 
worst beating Shamrock has had in 
windward work.

BLUR ON THE HORIZON|- VALUATION. 


Comments of an Exchange on 
Assessors’ Values. 


The recent court decision in the Mel- 
rose valuation case presents a problem 
to assessors in other cities, as well as 
in that municipality. It raises the 
question as’ to how far the assessors in 
any city are justified in proceeding 
along the line of increasing valuations 
in order to keep the tax-rate down. 

In a general way, says Practical Poli- 
tics, the basis for the valuation of real 
estate is the amount which it will fetch 
when offered for sale under favorable 
conditions in the open market. 

Into the calculation, of course, should 
be reckoned the records of other sales 
of similar property, in the vicinity or 
in equivalent sections. 

Auction sales, foreclosures and similar 
more or less forced dispositions of 
property are, naturally, not to be re- 
garded as a just basis for valuations. 
They are just as apt to be too low as 
some of the assessed values are to run 
to the other extreme. A reasonable 
medium should be observed, and any 
citizen has a right to object if the 
assessors are not conservative and re- 
gardful of property interests in their 
figures, 

One of the serious evils of the assess- 
ing that is encountered in most cities 
is inequality in the estimates of property 
values. Cases are rare in which values 
are lowered when property ages and 
depreciates, and all too frequent, on 
the other hand, are the cases wherein, 
through negligence or worse, values 
have been permitted to remain station- 
ary when they should have undergone 
an advance. For gross inequalities the 
best remedy is an overturning of the 
assessing board and the installation of 
hew men to conduct their offices on 
business principles.

THE TURKISH VERSION 


Of the Reported Attempt on the Life 
of Vice Consul Magelssen 

Washington, Sept. 2—Chekib Bey, 
the Turkish minister, has received 
from the minister of foreign affairs at 
Constantinople a dispatch declaring that 
the report of the assassination of United 
States Consul Magelssen at Beirut was 
absolutely false. ‘The dispatchdgives a 
version of the affuir practically the 
same as has been told before in the 
dispatches from ‘Turkey. It says that 
the pistol was fired by a man returning 
from a marriage fete; that the shot was 
fired in the air and that it happened, 
just as Magelssen was passing in his 
carriage. This, the dispatch says, led 
the vice consul to believe that an at- 
tempt had been made against his life. 
The man who did the shooting has been 
delivered to the judicial authorities. 
Chekib Bey’s dispatch siso asserts that 
order and tranquility prevail at Beirut. 

The information contained in the 
cablegram has been furnished to United 
States Minister Leishman at Con- 
stantinople by the Turkish minister of 
foreign affairs and to Secretary Hay by 
the Turkish minister here. 


No Unsettled Demands For Money 

Washington, Sept. 2—There is a 
popular impression that the United 
States has a number of unsettled claims 
against Turkey for indemnity on ac- 
count of outrages on American citizens 
or property. At the state department, 
however, it is said that not a single 
claim involving a money indemnity is 
held against the ‘Turkish government. 
‘There are on file in the department a 
number of complaints from teachers 
and missionaries, but none of these com- 
plaints have reached the stage of a 
claim against Turkey for any sum of 
money, nor do they constitute any 
basis for making a demand upon Turkey 
to be backed up by warships.

A New Plague Said to Have 
Appeared In Cuba 


=A 


SURPRISE AT WASHINGTON 


Records of Marine Hospital Service 
Make No Allusion to Mysterious and 
Deadly Disease Which Is Said to 
Have Laffl d isest Medical Skill 


Washington, Sept. 2.—The report that 
a Lew plague menaces Cuba, unknown 
to science and more deadly than yellow 
fever, as set forth in one of the morning 
newspapers, comes as a complete sur- 
prise to the 
whose headquarters are in this city. Dr. 
Wyman at once telegr:phed to the chief 
health officer of the island of Cuba for 


information regarding the report and 
also ordered a search made of the rec- 
ords of his office to see if there had been 
an allusion made to such an outbreak. 

Nothing was found, although the ma- 
rine hospital service has agents  sta- 
tioned at different Cuban ports, includ- 
jug Santiago, which is not far from Dalt- 
quiri, where the plague is said to have 
first appeared. Dr. Wyman hesitates 
to express any opinion as to the prob- 
able nature of the malady until some 
particulars are obtained from Cuba. 

The story to which the foregoing re- 
fers is substantially as follows: 

Memiced by a disease which has 
baftled the best medical skill of the isl- 
and, the health department officials of 
Cuba have appealed to’ tlie authorities 
of Columbia university and Jefferson 
medical college of Philadelphia for aid 
in determining the nature of the dis- 
ease, The most eminent pathologists 
and becteriologists of those institutions 
are working, says the report, in con- 
junction with the medical authorities of 
the marine hospital and public health 
department of the United States gov- 
ernment in an effort to determine the 
nature of the disease. 

All the details of the investigation 
are refused. ‘The disease in many of its 
symptoms resembles bubonic plague, 
but it is said to be more swift in its prog- 
ress and more deadly in its effects. It 
first appeared some months ago in the 
isolated town of Daiquiri, province of 
Santlago. Men employed in the fron 
mines in that locality were affected. 
The disease €$i not yiel/l to treatment, 
and the mortality was greater than in 
yellow fever or any kindred disease. 
The inhabitants became panic stricken, 
and an American steel company with 
large interests there took up the matter. 
Reference to the New York and Phila- 
delphia experts followed. 

Their description of the disease fur- 
nished by the Cuban physicians shows 
that it presents the worst symptoms of 
yellow fever, black fever and spotted 
fever. The patient is usually dead in 
a few hours after the first complaining 
of illness, and turns a bright yellow 
efter death. It is in the death that the 
disease presents its most horrible phase.

less search for the assailant of Nina 
Hamblen, the 9-year-old child who was 
brutally beaten and outraged within a 
half mile of her father’s house, has been 
successful so far as establishing within 


a limited area the whereabouts of the 
assailant. 

The police are satiafied that the man 
Wanted is skulking along the line of 
the Bostou and Maine railroad between 
West Kennebunk aid North Berwick, 
watching for an opportunity to jumpa 
Boston freight train, but frequently 
driven to cover by the proximity of his 
determined pursuers. To this locality 
the man was followed and at one time 
the officers were less than an hour be- 
hind him. From the numerons reports, 
nany unreliable and misleading, the 
oilicers followed the most plausible clew 
and at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Lit upon the trail exactly. 

At 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon a 
stranger, identified to almost a cer- 
tainty as the huated man, stopped at 
the live Points station of the Biddeford 
und} Saco electric raiiway. Harry 
Clark, the station agent, who conducts 
a small store in connection with his 
railroad duties, told the officers an hour 
later that a stranger answering to the 
mminutest detail the description shown 
him by the officers, called at his place, 
und purchased a glass of ginger ale. 
The man was fairly well dressed but 
his clothes suggested that he had been 
sleeping in the weods. His customer 
appeared much exhausted, excited and 
in a hurry. He drank the soda hastily, 
proferred a nickel in payment and hur- 
ried down the road toward the town of 
Alfred. 

The officers at once started down the 
Alfred road. A half mile from Five 
Points they learned from Mrs. Ross, the 
wife of a farmer, that more than an 
hour before the man had passed through 
the coyered bridge at the Boston and 
Maine crossing near her home. The 
family had been watching the passing 
of the Fort Ethan Alen artillery, 
bound home from Portland, and said 
that the man was perhaps an eighth of 
a mile in the rear of the artillery. - 

Half a mile further on the officers 
stopped at the home of Peter Sewers, 
ut the junction of Mountain and Alfred 
roads. The family had noticed tha 
same man passing not more than 40 
minutes before. A short distance be- 
yond the Sewers’ home men were work- 
ing near the road and they were sure 
the stranger had pot passed them. Be- 
tween the Sewers’ home and where tha 
imen were at work a path leads from 
the road in a short cut route to the 
tracks of the Boston and Maine railroad 
and it was evident that the pursued 
man, Wishing to avoid the men in the 


field, took the path leading from the 
road and made for the tracks. Station 
agents along the route have been noti- 
fied and are keeping a sharp lookout. 

The Portland police have sent a de- 
scription of the assailant to the anthori- 
ties throughout the state and Sheriff 
Pennell advertised a reward of $100 for 
his capture. The incentive of a reward, 
however, can add little to the determina- 
tion of the citizens of this section to 
have the man dead or alive, 

The victia of the assault is im- 
proved and the physicians hold out 
hopes of hez ultimate recovery.

New Courses to Be Studied at 
Columbia University. 


FOUR WOMEN ARE ON THE STAFF. 


Hygiene of School and Outdoor Liv- 
ing to Be Taught—“Hygiene A” a 
Sample Plan of the Study—Bodily 
Failings to Be Corrected. 


The increasing prominence of school 
hygiene as a field of instruction is in- 
dicated by the announcement that Co- 
lumbia university has formed a de- 
partment for the study of physical ed- 
ucation in the Columbia gymnasium, 
the new gymnasium in the James 
Speyer experimental school and the 
projected Frederick Ferris Thompson 
memorial building, says the New York 
Post. At the head of the work will be 
Dr. Thomas Denison Wood of Teach- 
ers’ college, who will be assisted by 
an adjunct professor, two instructors 
and six assistants. Dr. George L. Mey- 
lan, the adjunct professor, has been 
connected with Harvard university. 
Four of the staff are women, who will 
Snstruct students of Barnard and 
Teachers’ colleges and the women grad- 
uate students of Columbia university 
proper. 

The scope of the work can best be 
shown by the outline of a single course, 
“Hygiene A.” Dr. Meylan makes the 
following announcement: 

The aim of the course is to give the stu- 
dent instruction in the principles govern- 
ing the care of the body, to the end that 
the highest degree of mental and physical 
efficiency may be obtained. The body will 
be studied as an organism and as a ma- 
chine. The study will not be from the 
standpoint of anatomy or physiology. 
Only a broad outline of the structure and 
functions of the body will be given, and 
that only as a basis for the application 
of hygiene. The course will include a 
full discussion of the following topics: 
Muscular activity, its uses, its alms, its 
methods and the relative value of the 
various forms of exercise, general and 
special; feeding, nutritive value of vari- 
ous foods, relative value of various bev- 
erages, the effects of alcohol on the or- 
ganism, dietaries and the abuse of stimu- 
lants and narcotics; sleep and rest, the 
expenditure and recuperation of energy, 
the general regulation of nervous activ- 
ity; bathing, fresh and salt water bath- 
ing, sponge, tub, shower,” douche and 
plunge baths, thermal baths, the value 
and danger of the morning cold bath; 
clothing, heat radiation, conservation of 
energy in the body, uses of clothing for 
protection and adornment; sanitary con- 
ditions of the home, the site, construction, 
plumbing, heating and ventilation; the 
adaptation of man to the changed condi- 
tions of his environment in the cities 
during the last hundred years, the change 
from outdoor to indoor life, the great- 
ly increased demand for nervous en- 
ergy, with a corresponding decreased de- 
mand for muscular energy; the influence 
of heredity, extent to which mental, 
moral and physical characteristics are in- 
herited; the influence of climate on the 
organism, acclimation, organs most af- 
fected by different climates; tropical, cold, 
temperate, dry, moist climates, fertile and 
sterile soila, sea air and mountain alr, 
healthful and unhealthful climates; pro- 
tective measures against infectious dis- 
eases, the germ theory of disease, com- 
municable and contagious diseases, im- 
munity, serums, vaccination, boards of 
health, duties of citizens concerning quar- 
antine regulations, water and gas supply, 
inspection of milk and foods. 

A course by Professor Wood will 
treat of the physical organization of 
the child—laws of heredity, growth and 
development, home conditions neces- 
sary to the child’s health, school en- 
yironment, functions of the school 
physician, prevention of disease and 
deformity by hygienic surroundings, 
healthful postures and activities, adap- 
tation of gymnastic exercises to the 
different grades and the regulation of 
athletics. 

Particular attention will be paid to 
the correction of bodily failings of ab- 
normal and deficient children. A spe- 
cial course in anthropometry has been 
arranged for this purpose. It will in- 
clude the recording of personal and 
family history, measuring and testing 
the body, observation of organic con- 
ditions and physical signs, tabulation 
of statistics, use of graphic methods 
for representing bodily conditions and 
changes, individual prescription of ex- 
ercise and hygienic regimen, corrective 
exercises for common deformities, such 
as round shoulders and spinal curva: 
ture; adaptation of movements for 
functional disorders and special nervy- 
ous conditions. Students will have 
practical experience in all of the dif- 
ferent methods and procedures studied. 

Twelve hours of instruction will be 
offered each week to underclassmen in 
the classical and scientific schools of 
Columbia university proper. Besides 
class work in the university gymna- 
sium, these students are given an op- 
portunity to learn, free of charge, the 
elements of boxing, fencing, wrestling 
and swimming. The medical director, 
in addition, will hold office hours daily, 
acting as a consultant and adviser to 
any student seeking his services. Each 
student will be entitled to a physical 


examination, on the basis of which} 


the general hygienic regimen and phys- 
ical exercise best suited to his peculiar 
needs will be prescribed.

How Irish Baronet Assisted South- 
ern Girl In Getting a Home. 
Among the arrivals at New York on 
the steamer Philadelphia the other day 
was Miss Reata Winfield, an attractive 
southern girl of considerable talent as 
a Violinist, says the New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser. She went to London 
last February expecting to meet with 
success. The engagements failed, and 
she became penniless. She told the fol- 
lowing story of her experineces in Lon- 
don:

When I recovered I secured work at 
£1 a week in a restaurant. A gentle- 
man who heard my story called the at- 
tention of Sir Thomas Lipton to my 
plight, and he came to my assistance. 
It is through his kindness that I am 
once more in my native land. He is 
the first person I shall look up, and I 
shall depend on his advice how and 
where to resume my musical career.” 


A Plant Disliked by Mosquitoes. 

A consular report to the state depart- 
ment at Washington says. that the 
Deutsche Kolonial Zeitung reports the 
finding in north Nigeria of a plant 
(ocimumviride) two or three of which 
when placed in a room or on a veranda 
will remove mosquitoes. The effect is 
produced by the odor exhaled. This 
resembles thymian and eucalyptus. 
The natives extract an essence from 
the plant that is an excellent substitute 
for quinine. It is not only equal in its 
effects, but it lacks many of quinine’s 
disagreeable attributes. The Deutsche 
Ostafrika Zeitung reports that a great 
many natives are familiar with a mos- 
quito plant, called by them “rumbasi,” 
which has similar properties to the one 
above described.

Weilbreuner is five feet eight inches 
liigh, 28 years old, hag a medium-sized 
dark moustache, black eyes and eyi- 
dently is of German descent.

He was well dressed ina 
suit of dark materia} and wore an old- 
fashioned derby hat. 

Weilbrenner was taken to Mineola, 
L. 1., last evening and placed in the cus- 
tody of the county nuthorities. 

It appears that President Roosevelt 
was aware of the trouble the secret 
service officer had with Weilbrenner. 
After the ».an had been turned back the 
second time, despite his insistence that 
he had an engagement with the presi- 
dent. the officer, to make assurance 
doubly sure, inquired of the president 
about him. Mr. Roosevelt was in his 
library, only a short distance from the 
spot where the officer had stopped Weil- 
brenner’s horse and buggy. Le told the 
officer Be had uo engagement with any- 
body. 

When Weilbrenner returned a third 
time with a demand that he be permit- 
ted to see the president, the officer 
seized him and drew him out of the 
vehicle over the front wheel. The 
hoise of the scufile attracted the presi- 
dent’s attention. He appeared at the 
door overlooking the driveway from 
the veranda as Weilbrenner was belag 
taken to the stables, but returned to 
the library almost immediately. 

Weilbrenner has been practicing 
with bis revolver recently, but he would 
give no reason for his interest in marks- 
manship and sald he could not shoot 
very well. A revolver was found in 
his buggy.

The Hyde Park Advertiser relates the 
following particulars of a rescue from 
drowning in thattown in which a form- 
er resident of Quincy was the hero: 

Owing to the modesty of the principal 
actor in the scene, the details of an 
heroic rescue of a drowning boy, which 
occurred some three weeks ago, have 
been withheld from publicity. Wit 
nesses of the brave act however, feeling 
that credit should be given where due, 
have disregarded the requests of the 
rescuer, that nothing be said about the 
matter, and a detailed statement of the 
facts in the case have been forwarded 
by them to the Humane Society, with 
a request that the medal of the society 
be awarded to Mr. Otis A. Edgerton, of 
this town. 

Mr. Edgerton is employed in the wool 
sorting room of Robert Bleakin Co., near 
the railroad bridge over Mother brook. 
On the day in question, while engaged 
in his usual work, Mr. Edgerton beard 
cries of alarm from a group of small 
boys who were bathing near the bridge. 
He immediately jumped through an 
open window, and seeing one of the 
boys, Grover W. McCormick, who had 
been seized by the swift and treacherous 
current at that point, about to sink for 
the third time, sprang into the water. 

Landing in several feet of water and 
sticky mud, he at once struck out to 
swim to the the assistance of the 
drowning boy, and notwithstanding be- 
ing hampered by his working clothes 
and the clinging mud, he quickly 
reached the point at which the little 
fellow sank. He located young Mc- 
Cormick and dived for him, bringing 
the limp form to the surface, thence to 
the shore. The water at this point is 
deep and the current swift and strong, 
and it was no light task to swim ashore 
with his burden fully clad as he was. 

Mr. Edgerton was inclined to make 
light of the incident, and asked that nu 
publicity be given to ths suatter, but 
the witnesses, as before stated, felt that 
his bravery and presence of mind 
should be publicly recognized in some 
way.

FAMINE IS THREATENED 


In Addition to Turkish Perse- 
cution In Monastir

MORE VILLAGES BURNED 


a 


Reported Reverse For Insurgents at 
Smilove Now Appears to Have Been 
In Their Favor—Steamer Blown 
Up, Perhaps by Macedonians 


Sofia, Sept. 3.—The reports pub- 
lished by The Dnevynik of a general ris- 
ing in northern Macedonia is denied 
both in official and revolutionary circles. 
Well informed persons, however, as- 
sert that the report was correct, but 
that its premature publication disar- 
ranged the plans of the revolutionists 


and, therefore, it is denied. 

According to reliable reports from 
Monastir thousands of Bulgarians in 
that vilayet are confronted with famine 
in addition to Turkish persecution. 
Peasants who are continually arriving 
from Monastir complain of the attitude 
of Hilmi Pasha and the Turkish 
atrocities. 

The news is published here of an 
eight-hour fight which occurred at the 
village of Smilovo between 500 in- 
surgents and eight battalions of Turk- 
ish troops, supported by artillery. 
Thirty-five insurgents are reported to 
have been killed, while 60 Turks were 
killed or wounded. On the following 
day the Turks returned and burned 
the village. Seven other villages in the 
neighborhood are said to have also been 
burned by the Turks. 

According to a Salonica dispatch 
two days ago the Bulgarian insurgents 
sustained a serious reverse at Smilovo 
Aug. 28, when 1000 of them were said 
to have been killed, while the ‘Turkish 
losses were insignificant. 


The insurgents in the district of 
Adrianople appear to be less active. 
The Turks are pouring in an overwheln- 
ing foree and the revolutionists are tak- 
ing refuge in the mountains. The Bul- 


garian leader, Gergicoff, has been 
wounded and has fled to Burgas, Bul- 
garia.. 


The Russian government has declined 
to receive the visit of the deputation of 
Macedonian figitives in Bulgaria, who 
proposed to go to St. Petersburg and 
inform the czar of the pitiable condl- 
tion of Macedonia and beg his interven- 
tion. Thede, tation has been informed 
that the Russian government deems 
the visit quite unnecessary, as it qnite 
understands the purpose of the deputa- 
tion. 

The insurgents, it is reported, have 
captured the seaport of Ahtaboly, near 
Vasiliko, on the Black sea, and the 
Turkish population has fled to Con- 
stantinople. The insurgents have or- 
ganized a local government at the cap- 
tured seaport and are giving ships their 
clearing papers and sanitary certificates. 

The Dnevnik continues to report 
numbers of outrazes on the part of 
Turkish soldiery in a number of vil- 
lages. 


Perhaps a Revoiutionary Plot 

Constantinople, Sept. 3.—Three ex- 
plosions occurred on the Austrian steam- 
er Vaskapu soon after leaving the Bul- 
garian port of Burgas, en route for 
Constantinople, by which 29 persens per- 
ished. The Vaskapu sailed from Varna, 
Bulgaria, and after calling at Burgas 
was steaming through the Black sea to 
Constantinople when the explosions oc- 
curred. The deck of the vessel took fire

Porte’s Advice to Foreigners 

Constantinople, Sept. 3.—The porte 
has sent a note to the foreign embas- 
sies and legations informing them that, 
according to police information, the 
Bulgarian agitators are projecting out- 
rages against the embassies, legations 
and other public buildings in Constantt- 
nople. ‘The note says the Ottoman gov- 
ernment has taken precautions and re- 
quests the heads of the foreign missions 
to do likewise. 


Quieting Down at Monastir 

Saisonica, Sept. 3.—The revolutionary 
movement in Monastir gives indications 
of extinguishment. Boris Sarafoff, who 
is n@v head of the two sections of the 
Macedoaian general committee, has se- 
verely reproved the Monastir committee 
for its inactivity. Fifteen Bulgarian 
villages have been burned betwecn 
Klissura and Kastoria. 


Adrianople Said to Be Burning 

Vienna, Sept. 3.—The Pelgrade papers 
are again spreading sensational rumors 
that a portion of the town of Adrianople 
has been blown up and that the other 
part is burning. No confirmation of 
these reports is obtainable here. 


Waiting For Leishman’s Report 

Washington, Sept. 8.—The adminis- 
tration has come to no decision regard- 
ing the disposition to be made of the 
American warships which are now sail- 
ing to Beirut. Whether the Brooklyn 
and San Francisco remain in Turkish 
waters will depend entirely upon the 
report which Minister Leishman makes 
concerning the situation in 'Turkey and 
the necessity which exists for warships 
to protect American interests. 


Heavy Output of Coal 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sevt. %.—During 
the morth ox August last the Deiuwure; 
Lackawanna and Western Coal com- 
pany’s output of coal at the Woodward 
colliery was 64,000 tons, the largest 
tonnage ever mined by any single ¢9l- 
liery in the Wyoming region. All the 
mines in this valley will continue to 
work full time during this year. 


Baron’s Sentence For Scorching 

Paris, Sept. 3.—Baron Henri de 
Rothschild appeared in the police court 
here to answer the charge of automobile 
scorching. His defense was that he had 
a permit from the ministry of the inter- 
ior as a doctor allowing him to disre- 
gard the speed regulations. He was, 
nevertheless, sentenced to one day’s im- 
prisonment and a tine of 10 francs. 


Strangled In Straitjacket 

Buffalo, Sept.3.—John Kalf, 45 years 
old, a patient at the Buffalo state ho?- 
pital, became violent and wus placed in 
a stcaitjacket. Kalf’s struggles 
worked cne of the straps tightly about 
bis neck. With his hauds strapped to 
his sides he was unable to help himself 
and died of strangulation. 


Clarke Acceptable to Bryan 

Columbus, O., Sept. 3—W. J. Bryan 
issued a statement accepting John H. 
Clarke as the Democratic candidate for 
United States senator to succeed Sena- 
tor Hanna. He says Clarke differs froin 
the Kansas City platform on one phase 
of the money question only, viz:

Macedonians Think Dawn of 
Liberty Already In Sight 


Pe 


AN UPRISING PROCLAIMED 


Forces of Ottoman Tyranny Declared 
to Be Exhausted—Smoking Hearths 
Give Strength to a People Who Will 
Yield Only to Liberty or Death 


Sofia, Sept. 4—A special dispatch 
from Rila, near the Turkish frontier, 
says a courier has arrived there with 
a copy of the proclamation of a gen- 
eral insurrection, which has been 
awaited. The document is addressed 
“To our brethren in Macedonia and 
Adrianople,” and begins by congratulat- 
ing them upon the heroic fight they have 
already waged. ‘The proclamation pro- 
ceeds: 

“Armed only with your own strength 
against a mighty empire, against piti- 
less foes, with the power of your right 
hand and the might of your spirit, you 
have shaken the hateful Ottoman do- 
minion. A hundred thousand of the 
sultan’s soldiers and an jnunumerable in- 
fidel mob were uuable to resist your ad- 
vance. You have sacrificed every- 
thing before the altar of liberty. Your 
villages were burned, your homes pil- 
laged, your children massacred and 
your sisters, wives and mothers yio- 
lated. 

“If a succession of valicut cham- 
plons has persisted in the struggle and 
dyed the fatherlarid with tieir dear 
blood, but the greater zeal you have 
embraced the fight. Your smoking 
hearths have strengthened your manii- 
ness, the cries of clildren and moans of 
the women exasperated your souls. 
From the breasts of the fatherland 
came new champious, replacing those 
who have perished. 

The holy flag of liberty waves more 
proudly over the dear fatherland. 
Your enemies are rendered powerless 
before your heroism. The forces of 
tyranny are exhausted. New days have 
come. One more heroic stroke and the 
centuries of tyranny will fall to the 
ground in conyulsions of death. 

“The dawn of liberty peeps already 
above the Macedonian horizon and 
awaits this stroke to shine with its full 
brilliancy on the Macedonian Jnand. 
Prepare yourselves then, for this stroke. 
Be at your posts. The hour for the bat- 
tle strikes. The cry of ‘liberty or 
death’ will break the chains of slavery 
and bring the triumph of justice.” 

The proclamation is signed “From 
the supreme central government.” 

No definite news has been received 
regarding the operations of the in- 
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Surgents across the frontier. sands 
varying in strength are daily passing 
over the border. 

More fighting is reported from the 
district of Debre. The ‘Turks attacked 
the revolutionists at the village of 
Dambeni and both sides suffered heavy 
losses. 

A company of Albanian troops pass- 
ing through the valley of Kitschero was 
slaughtered by reyolutionists. 

The Turkish troops made an attempt 
to take a pass occupied by insursgpts 
through the valley of the Sateska river, 
but were defeated with great loss. 


Insurgents “Led Astray” 
London, Sept. 4.—The Turkish em- 
bassy here has sent out a notice pub- 
lished by the Ottoman government in 


the yilayets of Adrianople, Salonica, 
KXofsovo and Monastir, warning the 
population against joining the insur- 


gents. ! The notice says the majority 
of those who aliowed themselves to be 
led astray have finally. expressed their 
sorrow and tendered their submission, 


Turks Claim Victories 

Salonica, Sept. 4.—Hilmi Pasha, in- 
spector general of Macedonia, has tele- 
graphed from Monastir that a Rul- 
garian band was defeated Sept. 1 be 
tween Klissura and. Nastoria with 
heavy loss. The remainder of the 
band is being pursued by the Turks. 
Another band was defeated the same 
day near Venezianogratsko and 39 of 
the insurgents were killed. Another 
band of 1€ rebels was destroyed near 
Milnik. 


Greece Wants Bakhtiar Punished 

Athens, Sept. 4.—I'remier Ralli has 
requested the diplomatic representa-

Rv eE 13. No person shall refuse or neglect 
to obey any reasonable direction of a police 
officer. 


Any person violating any one of the above 
rules is liable to a fine of twenty dollars for 
each offence. : 

The reservations, parkways and roads under 
the control of the Metropolitan Park Commis 
sion are public property and it is the duty of 
every person to see that the above rules are 
observed, and to call the attention of the police 
to any violation thereof.

The Fall Term Will Open 
Next Tuesday. 


The Complete Corps of Teachers. 
Some Changes. 


Enrollment of 5,58! Pupils Expected by Supt. 
Parlin—increase of 250. 


It will be somewhat of a problem in 
several of the school bnildings of the 
city next week howto accommodate the 
large number of pupils. Supt. Parlin 
expects there will be a total enrullment 
of 5,581, an increase of 250 over last 
September. The accommodations have 
been increased by one room only, at the 
Willard. 

It will be necessary to send 150 of the 
High school pupils to the old High 
building. At the same time the Wood- 
ward Institute will be crowded, as there 
will be about 170 pupils. It has been 
necessary to purchase additional fur- 
niture. 

The Coddington will be one of the 
most crowded buildings in the city.

From what was probably his last visit 
to his native land Dr. Mackay, accom- 
panied by his Formosan wife and his 
three beautiful children, has gone back 
to finish his life in the field in which 
the greater part of it has already been 
spent. Every Formosan dignitary took 
part in an elaborate reception, which 


occasion a public celebration. 


DR. MACKAY’S FIRST QUARTERS. 
was practically a recognition of the 
fact that the island is now a Christian 
state the result of Dr. Mackay’s 
generation of faithful work. 

The adventures of this missionary 
have been more wouderful than those 
of Robinson Crusoe. When he first ar- 
rived in Formosa he was the only white 
man within hundreds of miles of his 
abiding place. He was ignorant of the 
language of the inhabitants, who hated 
all Christians. Plots to murder him 
were numerous than anarchist

and his success in bringing his plans | 
to fruition can scarcely be comprehend- | 
ed. The missionary has botany classes of | 
natives, and he has formed native Al- | 
pine clubs to explore the mountainous | 
country of the interior and other scien-' 
tific societies of native membership. 
He is even a colonel in what may be 
termed the Formosan militia and drills 
the natives in regimental tactics with 
the idea of subduing their taste for the | 
hideous form of native warfare and al- | 
lowing their surplus energy to find an 
outlet in the defense of their villages ' 
against the piratical hordes from the} 
mainiand. 
Among the Lamsiloan savages of the | 
trackless Killai plain the doctor has 
made himself highly esteemed. These | 
strange persons had rarely seen a white 
man before Dr. Mackay’s advent unless | 
perhaps he was roasted and on the din- | 
ner table. They had been subdued by | 
the Chinese, but bad retained their ab- 
original attributes. Dr. Mackay began 
by living among them in the most prim- | 
itive fashion, studying their language 


and never manifesting the slightest 
fear or distrust of them. He soon won 
their confidence, and many of them 


have become Christians through his in- 
fluence. Before he had come into per- 
sonal contact with them their head 
hunters had more than once laid in 
walt for “the black bearded doctor,” as 
he had come to be called in their dia- 
lect. Now he is venerated by them as 
little short of a saint. 

Dr. Mackay’s story of his first For- 
mosan convert, A Hoa, is typical of the 
dramatic life of the missionary. The 
hope of establishing a native clergy 
was one of the inspirations of the doc- 
tor’s mission even before he left Cana- 
da, and when A Hoa, a native of ex- 
ceptional talents, became his servant 
he at once set about to form him into 
an instrument through which to regen- 
erate the whole people. His patience 
Was rewarded by the conversion of A | 
Hoa. One day the missionary and his | 
convert stood on the stone steps of al 
large heathen temple surrounded by a 
mob of angry idolaters. Some of them 
were A Hoa’s old companions. He was 
reviled by them with scornful words, 
and when the missionary asked him to 
address the crowd he hung his head in| 
silence. Dr. Mackay began to sing the | 
first stanza of a good old Scottish! 
hymn, and when he had finished A Hoa

The collection which he} 
took home with him to Canada attract | 
ed the attention of scientists of world 
wide reputation, and he has written a! 
book, “From Far Formosa,” which is 
the recognized authority upon all mat 
ters pertaining to the island. 

Beginning later than its moral devel- 
opment under Dr. Mackay, the indus} 
trial development of Formosa under| 
the rule of Japan, to which country it} 
passed as one of the spoils of the great 
Japanese-Chinese war, is progressing 
rapidly. The climate of the island is 
decidedly unhealthy, and the natives 
were at first hostile to Japanese con- 
trol, but that hostility has been great- 
ly abated. Sanitary improvements have 
decreased the death rate by 75 per cent, 
been established, eleven} 


schools have 
hospitals have been built, a railroad 
across the island is being pushed te 
completion, and extensive harbor im- 
provements have been begun. 

The attempts made formerly to sup 
malcontents by of arms 
have been abandoned, ard the present 
governor general induced thou- 
sands of insurgents voluntarily to lay| 
down their arms and return to peaceful! | 
occupations. Baron Kodoma’s leniency | 
toward insurgents has been severely| 
criticised in Japan, but the infrequency | 
of revolts under his administration con- 
futes his detractors. 

The Japanese government scheme fot | 
improving the material well being of 
the colony has been methodically map- 
ped out to cover a period of twenty 
years. The fiscal programme is no less 
deliberate and sure of results. The col- 
ony is not yet self supporting, but ev- 
ery year the deficit is less, and it is ex- 
pected that it will entirely disappear 
by 1910. The revenue is largely de 
rived from the camphor, opium and 
salt monopolies.

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‘HUNT FOR GIANT BIRD 


German Expedition to Find the 
Roc In Madagascar. 


EVIDENCE OF LIVE SPECIMEN SEEN | 


One of Its Fresh Eggs, ea 
Twenty-seven Pounds, Said to Have 
Been Found by the Natives—Pro- | 
fessor Krause Will Try to Secure 
the Bird Alive. 


For a single bird—$100,000! 

That giant roe whiclr terrorized Sind- | 
bad the Sailor and all his men was no 
myth, says the New York World.

Professor Krause, foremost among | 

the savants of the University of Ber- | 
lin, is even now in Madagascar seek- | 
ing the great bird which boy readers | 
know as the roc and which sctfentists | 
eall the wpyornis.

' savant has been commissioned to en- 
' gage whatever men and transport he 
needs and to spend 500,000 marks if he | 
‘ean bring back just one of those giant 
birds, long since believed to be extinct. 
| “Have started on the hunt” is the 
| last cable message which the senate 
|of the university has received. Now, 
it is all that those grave and spec- | 
tacled German scientists can do to) 
wait for the great day when the in- 
trepid Krause shall return to civiliza- 
tion with perhaps another message: 

“I have the roc itself!” 

But how does Professor Krause | 
know that there is a live roe in the | 
heart of Madagascar? That question 
is most easy to answer because a fresh | 
egg has been found. It was floating 
down the quiet stream toward the 
southeast coast, borne upon the bosom 
of the current that had brought it from 

| the wild and almost unexplored in- 
terior of the great island off the east | 

African coast. 
| Natives found it. With loud cries of | 
joy they bore it to a little party of | 
, white men who happened to be near 

by. One chanced to be a naturalist. | 
| For a moment he was dumfounded; | 
then he spoke. “The egg of the wpy- | 
|ornis,” he said, “the roe of Arabian | 
!fable. The egg fresh. It would | 
| have turned within a week. The bird | 
that laid this egg is still alive!’ The | 
great egg was twelve inches in diam- | 
eter and twenty inches long. § It| 
weighed twenty-seven pounds. Think | 
of a chick of such tremendous weight! | 
The white men were Germans. They | 
cabled at once to Berlin, and back the | 
next day came the order for Professor | 
Krause to take command and to work | 
his way up the river at any price to | 
| find the live bird that laid the egg. 
| That the egg was still fresh proved 
that the bird could not be faraway. | 
The expedition is equipped with ev- 
erything that science can suggest. Its 
orders are to bring the great bird back | 
alive and to study its native haunts, 
| its life and its present condition. If | 
| the expedition is successful, it will be 
/one of the notable achievements for 

natural history of the present century. | 

For a long period the marshes of 
Madagascar have yielded the fossil | 
eggs of these enormous extinct birds, 
j the rocs of days long since bygone. | 
| The natives have known of them for 
assis many years and have been ac- | 
customed to hunt them for naturalists | 
| by probing the bottoms of the swamps 
| with long iron rods. All the better 
museums of the world have one or 
more of the giunt fossil eggs. 

For the monster birds the name of 
| wpyornis was proposed when the 

first fossil eggs were found. Gradually 
it became accepted as the scientific 
'name of the giant bird that had laid 
| those great eggs. In the course of 
, time naturalists were rewarded by the 
| discovery of fossil bones of the bird. 
' Some of these disinterred within re- 
cent years indicate that they belonged 
| to birds bigger than any others known 
‘to students of natural history. The 
; bones of the toes seemed almost 
| large as those of mastodons. Some of 
|the birds had four toes; others had 
'three. The toes can be told by the ex- | 
| perts because of the absence of the, 
| bony bridge at the lower end of the 
{shin bones, which are as thick and as! 
long as those of the average elephant 
| of today. 

Many of the fossil eggs are far larger 
than the fresh one just discovered. 
Some of them have a circumference of 
thirty inches and a longer girth of 
thirty-six inches. The birds they have 
hatched in prehistoric times have been | 
like the ordinary ostrich, yet, possessed 
ef wings which gave them tremendous 
powers of flight. They were endowed 
with strengph sufficient to give battle 
to lions and tigers. 

Should one of these great feathered 
creatures be brought back to the coast 
and successfully shipped to some men- 
agerie or avairy it could easily be re- 
garded as the most valuable natural 
history specimen in the whole world. 
An ordinary specimen, which {is all H 
that Professor Krause hopes for, would 
be about fifteen feet high and would 
weigh 2,000 pounds. 

The egg that was found floating 
down the stream has been carefully 
preserved. Its contents would equal 
twenty dozen eggs @f the ordinary hen 
and would easily make an omelet for 
the crew of a United States cruiser or 
provide a meal for a battalion of regu- 
lar army soldiers, with hard tack and | 
coffee to piece it out. |

THE BERLINER AIR SHIP. 


inventor Preparing to Test Enlarg- 
ed Model of His Aeroplane. 


Emile Berliner of Washington will 
test in a few weeks an enlarged model 
of his flying machine, which is now 
being built in his laboratory in Colum- 
bia road, says the New York Herald. 
The tail of the machine will be larger 
in proportion to the body than in the 
machine which was tested on Aug. 19, 
and the three cylinders will be placed 
some distance apart rather than near 


together, as in the old machine. 


“The two most original ideas em- 
bodied in our models are the incline 
at the end of the cylinders and the ap- 
plication of the large tail,” said Edgar 
Berliner, son of the inventor. “The 
pressure of compressed air against this 
incline and against the tail is what 
raises the machine so successfully. By 
means of the tail it will also be possi- 
ble to guide the machine. The tail will 
consist of plates which close over each 
way and can be adjusted so as to reg- 
ulate the movements of the machine. 
An adjustment of the tail will also 


| make it possible for the machine to 


descend, something like a parachute, 
to the ground. At present we are ex- 


| perimenting with propellers of various 


sorts to take the place of the sky- 
rockets which have been used in pro- 
pelling our models.” 

The Berliner model tried on Aug. 19 
is seven feet long. It consists of three 
aluminium troughs arranged side by 
side and inverted. There are five and 


/ a half feet long and open at the front 


to admit air freely. One foot from the 
rear end they begin to incline and 
slope down to the tail, which is made 
of pieces of tin one and a half feet 


long. The horizontal area of the ma- 
chine is thirty square feet, and it 
weighs, together with the ballast 


which it carries to represent the cage 
and person of a completed machine, 
about thirty-four pounds. Oak rods 
and metal tubing are used in fastening 
the main parts of the machine to- 
gether. 

The two skyrockets which sent the 
machine through the air for fifty feet 
at a uniform distance of three and a 
half feet from the ground weighed 
two pounds each. They were fastened 
just above the tail. Ballast was sus- 


pended from the aluminium portion 
near the tail. Here the propelling ma- 
chinery will probably be suspended 


when a machine is constructed of sutli- 
cient size to carry an operator. 

There are no wings of any sort to 
the machine. 


THE BEIRUT AFFAIR. 


Missionary Tells of a Previous As- 
sault on Vice Consul Magelssen. 
Miss Alice Barber of Joliet, Ill., who 

was a missionary for eighteen years at 

Beirut, in Turkey, and is well acquaint 

ed with Vice Consul Magelssen, at- 

tributes the present difficulty in Beirut 
to the lower classes, the outlaws and 
footpads who infest the city and make 
it exceedingly dangerous for foreign- 
ers at all times, says the New York 

Post. 

“About two years ago,” said Miss 
Barber, “an attack was made upon 
Mr. Magelssen while he was on his 
way from the cape, where the Amer- 
fean college is located, to the main 
part of the city. Three men sprang 


' from a thicket, knocked him down and 


took his watch and chain. He is a 
young man of powerful build and was 
formerly a football player. As soon as 
he recovered from his surprise he at 
tacked his assailants, recovered his 
watch and gave all three of the robbers 
a severe beating. 

“Quite a commotion was raised at the 
time, and the college instructors ap’ 
pealed to the local authorities for bet: 
ter protection. As a result a police sta- 
tion was established near there, and a 
detail of soldiers was stationed in that 
locality. In spite of this it became 
more dangerous for the instructors, 
and none of them ventured out at night 
unless they were armed with stout 
walking sticks.”

These three celebrated liter 
ary shrines are in picturesque Bucking 
hamshire, and quite near at hand, too 
are the Burnham beeches, the quain' 
remains of the ancient forest whict 
once covered this part of England ané 
which are included in the newly ar 
ranged day trip. 

First, Americans who take it will be 
carried to Stoke Poges, the quiet vil 
lage near Windsor, in whose church 
yard Gray wrote his “Elegy” and ir

and has his memorial. Milton’s cot 
tage at Chalfont St. Giles is that which 
the author of “Paradise Lost” got his 
Quaker friend, Ellwood, who lived near 
by, to rent for him so that he might be 
able to leave London, where the great 
plague was raging just then. Wher 
the poet came to St. Giles he broughi 
with him the manuscript of his famous 
epic, which he asked Ellwood to take 
home, read and pass judgment upon 
Of course the Quaker went into ecsta- 
sies over the work, but he remarked 
“Thou hast said much here of ‘Paradise 
Lost,’ but what) hast thou to say ot 
‘Paradise Found?” That little obser. 
vation led to the composition of Mil 
ton’s greatest work but one, for right 
there in the rustic cottage the poet sat 
him down and began work on “Para- 
dise Regained,” which he finished about 
a year afterward, though not at St 
Giles. 


Uncle Sam, though a prolific publish- 
er, is not a painstaking one. He is care. 
less about the indexing and arrange- 
ment of his volumes. Some idea of the 
work necessary to be done in compiling 
a history from any of his inchoate gov: 
ernmental reports may be gained from 
a statement made by Mr. Gilbert Hol- 
land Montague in connection with his 
“The Rise and Progress of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company.” 

In order to gather data from one offi- 
cial report alone—the Hepburn report, 
made in 1879 by a committee of the 
New York legislature — Mr. Montague 
was obliged to read over 8,000 pages of 
closely priated questions and answers 
which make up the evidence taken by 
this committee. In several instances 
Mr. Montague was obliged to index 
hundreds of pages of a report before 
he could digest the evidence, counter 
evidence and_ refutation scattered 
throughout the examinations of wit- 
nesses before a committee. The first 
investigating eommittee which has care- 
fulky indexed, summarized and digested 
its. findings was the industrial commis- 
sion appointed in 1898 by the ‘president, 
which investigated and reported on the 
Standard Oil company in 1900.

MERCHANT SHIPS. 


Quincy Should be Interested in the 
New York Appeal. 


Those extraordinary terms of the Cu- 
nard and Morgan agreements, binding 
the Atlantic fleet more tightly than ever 
to the British government, have intens- 
ified the alarm already felt in America 
at the desperate condition of our own 
deep sea shipping says the Boston Jour- 
nal editorially, which comments as fol- 
lows: 

Not for two years now has one new 
keel been laid in this country for over- 
seas trade, and all but eight or nine 
per cent. of our ocean-carrying is mo- 
nopolized by foreigners. We are creat- 
ing a great war navy, but except on the 
coast, rivers and lakes we are losing 
our merchant navy, which forty-five 
years ago was the largest and most 
prosperous in the world. 

Our shipowners and sbipbuilders 
have long realized the peril of this 
situation, but the matter is now being 
taken up in earnest by men who have 
no interest in the shipping trade save 
as patriotic citizens of the republic. 
The New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, a great commercial 
body, composed of merchants, not of 
shipbuilders or owners, has appointed 
a special committee to urge upon the 
country ‘‘the imperative need of the 
revival of American shipping io the 
foreign trade."’ 

‘“‘The American people,’’ declare 
these significant New York resolutions, 
‘*must have prosperous shipyards and a 
great merchant fleet asa bulwark of 
their trade and the indispensable re- 
serve of their fighting navy. Ship- 
building and navigation, bringing a 
fair gain to capital and labor, are as 
vital to the nation’s defence as armor- 
clads and guns.’’ 

The New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation does not presume to say 
just what method ought to be adopted 
as ‘‘the best means by which our ship- 
ping may be built up.’’ Its purpose is 
to arouse a public opinion which shall 
demand that something be done and 
done at once to save this great, historic 
interest from destruction. , 

The exact policy to be adopted is left 
to be settled by frank and thorough dis- 
cussion. The board fs not a political 
body; it is genuinely non-partisan. 
Many of its members doubtless are Re- 
publicans, but its president, one of the 
most eminent of New York merchants, 
Hon. Oscar S. Straus, was President 
Oleveland’s minister to Turkey in his 
second administration. 

Mr. Aaron Vanderbilt, chairman of 
this special committee on the merchant 
marine, has sent outa circular state- 
ment to thousands of the newspapers of 
the country, presenting the staxtli ng 
facts and figures of our maritime waeak- 
ness, aud inviting the press ofall 
parties to joih in the discussion and to 
help to ascertain the best and surest 
Later the assistance of all 
the commercial and labor organizations 
will be invoked. ‘‘The committee,’’ 
Mr. Vanslerbilt says, will not turn its 
back on or ignore any suggestion that 
may be made in good faith orsincerity.’* 

This appeal of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation ought to 
meet withan especially prompt response 
from our States of Northern New 
England, which, now for the first time 
in their history, are not building so 
much as one ship for overseas trade. 
This movement, begun in theright way 
and with the right spirit, is unques- 
tionably the most important and the 
most promising effort ever launched for 
the winning back of our old maritime 
strength and glory.

Shooting at sight is permitted the of- 
ficers, who have to deal with dangerous 
characters from ail quarters of Europe. 
Nowhere is there such a corps, jac- 
cording to the London Chronicle. “Itg 
ranks are recruited from outcastsrof 
all social ranks. Disgraced officers of 
the Russian service, deserters from ,the 
German army, broken scions of 'the 
Austrian nobility, fraudulent debtors 
forgers from Spain, 
homicides from America, ruined gam- 
blers from Italy, are found in plenty 
in the ranks. No excuse is taken for @ 
fault, and the slightest symptom of in- 
subordination carries with it a swift 
passage to another world. It is under- 
stood that recruits are simply seeking 
refuge from the arm of the civil law. 
The foreign legion is the only volun- 
tarily enlisted corps in the French 
army. It has done excellent service 
against the Arabs and is always placed 
in the forefront of the fight.

Topic For the Week Beginning Sept. 
6—Comment by Rev. 5S. H. Doyle. 

Topic.—The allied forces of righteous- 
ness.—John xvii, 20-23; I Cor. 1, 10-13. 

The unity of the Christian church, 
for all practical purposes at least, such 
as the extension of Christ’s kingdom 
and the overthrow of evil, is indeed 
“a consummation devoutly to be 
wished.” Organic unity, as men are 
so differently constituted, is a dream 
impossible of realization, but unity in 
spirit, in sympathy and in service for 
Christ and against evil is a possibility, 
and should speedily become a reality. 

In spite of all our differences the 
Christian church is essentially one 
church. The tendency in the past has 
been to emphasize the differences and 
to minimize the things upon which we 
agree, and the time has come to reverse 
the order. The church should empha- 
size to the world that it is essentially 
one church. (1) It believes in one God 
as manifested in Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost. (2) It has one faith—not one 
creed, though all denominations could 
accept the Apostles’ Creed, but one 
faith — Christian faith, as distinctive 
from other religious faiths. (3) It has 
essentially the same ordinances-—bap- 
tism and the Lord’s supper. The forms 
of administration are not always the 
same, but the ordinances are. (4) It 
has one Bible. (5) It has the same 
forms of worship. These are praise, 
prayer, Sertpture reading and preach- 
ing. Whether rendered in elaborate 
settings or in the simplest the forms 
are essentially the same. Our hym- 
nology beautifully illustrates our essen- 
tial oneness. Wesley, a Methadist, 
wrote “Jesus, Lover of My Soul;” Top- 
lady, an Episcopalian, “Rock of Ages, 
Cleft For Me;”’ Fawcett, a Baptist, 
“Blest Be the Tie That Binds;” Bow- 
ring, a Unitarian, “In the Cross of Christ 
I Glory,” and Cardinal Newman, who 
afterward became a Catholic, “Lead, 
Kindly Light.” Yet these hymns are 
sung in all our churches. (6) The 
church has one fellowship. The com- 
mon tie that binds us to Christ binds 
us to one another, and we should not 
only sing, but practice 

Blest be the tie that binds 
Our hearts in Christian love, 

The Scripture constantly emphasizes 
the fact that the church is and should 
be a united church. Christ in His in- 
tercessary prayer prayed for the unity 
of the church, “that they may all be 
one, as Thou, Father, art in Me and I 
in Thee; that they may also be one in 
us; that the world may believe that 
Thou hast sent Me.” And what Christ 
prayed for Paul argued for. To the 
divided Christians at Corinth he wrote: 
“Now, I beseech you, brethren, by the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ, that 
ye speak the same thing, that there be 
no divisions among you. * * * Every 
one of you saith, I am of Paul, and I 
of Apollos, and I of Cephas, and I of 
Christ. Is Christ divided, was Paul 
crucified for you, or even ye baptized 
in the name of Paul?’ And what 
Christ prayed for and Paul argued for 
we should earnestly labor for. The 
Christian church as one army, though 
divided into regiments and companies, 
should present a united front to the 
world that the world may know that 
Christ was sent of God and that the 
forces of evil may be overcome and the 
forces of righteousness may prevail.

AN ABSENCE OF NEWS 


Indicates Much Worse Situa- 
tion In Macedonia 


A FUND.RAISING CAMPAIGN 


Conducted by Revolutionists, Who 
Make Threats Agalnost Wealthy 
People Who Fail to Contribute— 
Reports of Several Severe Battles 


Sofia, Sept. 8.—In official quarters 
there is a suspicious absence of news 
from the interior of Macedonia and also 
from Adrianople, and it is feared that 
the conditions there are steadily be- 
coming worse. The Macedonian or- 
ganizations are straining every nerve 
to force Bulgaria into a war. Large 
and small bands are crossing the 
frontier of northern Macedonia, where 
General Zontcheff and Colonel Jankoff 
are organizing the  insurrectionary 
movement, which is expected to break 
out in the valley of the Struma hefore 
the end of the week. 

The Macedonian committees are 
prosecuting an active campaign to raise 
funds in Bulgaria. They are addressing 
letters to everybody in a position to 
contribute to the cause. The applica- 
tions usually do not refer to the revo- 
lutionary movement, but ask aid forthe 
starving and homeless fugitives from 
Macedonia. Where wealthy citizens 
decline to subscribe the organizations 
do not hesitate to make strong repre- 
sentations. A rich merchant of Phil- 
ippopolis was recently told that unless 
be contributed $5000 his house would 
be blown up. 

Several lights are reported from the 
district of Losengrad. At the Bashi- 
Bazouk village of Sasara the Turks 
lost20 men. At Tersidere a band fought 
300 soldiers all day, with the result that 
the Turks had 37 men killed, while the 
insurgents lost five. At Prespan, in the 
Okrida district, fighting has long been 
proceeding between insurgent bands 
and an army of 20,000 Turks. ‘The lat- 
ter are reported to have lost over 2U0 
killed or wounded. Another engage- 
ment Jasting aN day has been fought at 
Pribilisti, Monastir vilayet, in which the 
Turkish loss was given as 40 and the 
insurgent loss as five. A band has de- 
stroyed the village of Gorino Radieve, 
a notorious haunt of Turkish brigands. 

The newspaper Poshta asserts that all 
the villages in the district of Leren are 
burning. According to revolutionary 
estimates Turkey has now in Mace- 
donia an army of 175,000 men, with 
3700 horses and 440 guns. 

In an engagement at Simen the vil- 
lagers joined the ‘Turks, who were de- 
feated. fhe insurgents afterward 
burned the villages as a punishment to 
the inhabitants for aiding the Turks. 

The revolutionists have destroyed the 
lighthouse near Limanpulevyo. ‘The 
Sofia Velomosti states that Roumania 
is strengthening her military position 
on the Bulgarian frontier. 


MAY BE TOO LATE 


When Powers Finally Make Up Their 
Minds to Interfere 

London, Sept. 8.—Special dispatches 
from the near east published here this 
morning add little fresh news regarding 
the situation in the Balkans. All the 
correspondents at Constantinople em- 
phasize the apparent danger of war 
with Bulgaria, while the Sofia corre- 
spondents are equaily insistent as to the 
prudent and correct attitude of Prince 
Ferdinand and his government. 

Accounts from both Turkish and in- 
surgent sources of the operations in 
Macedonia show that the work of ex- 
termination ig proceeding unchecked 
and although, apparently realizing the 
danger of a conflagration, the powers 
sre making some attempt to interfere, 
it is believed that nothing of a serious 
nature will be done til) after the meet- 
ing of the czar and Emperor Francis 
Joseph at Vienna, when it may be too 
late. = 

The insurgents are now said to num- 
ber 26,000 well armed and efficiently 
commanded men. Their leaders seem- 
ingly will stop at nothing to secure re 
sources for their equipment.

NO P. 0. BUILDING. 


That Is, Not for the Present—No 
Appropriation. 


Postmaster Hammond «ascertained 
some weeks ago that there was a slip 
in the appropriation of $70,000 for 
Quincy’s government building, and 
pending an investigation so that an in- 
telligent statement could be made, he 
requested the Ledger to refrain from 
cummenting on the same, but now it 
has become public. 

Ex-Congressman Naphen, the secre- 
tary of Senator Lodge and others ex- 
press surprise at the situation, and can 
hardly believe it possible, yet it is said 
to be a fact, and this is why no steps 
have been taken toward the erection of 
a building on the lot purchased on 
Washington street. 

Probably the omission was an acci- 
dent on the part of some one, but no 
one seems to know who. Some are 
inclined to criticise Mr. Naphen for 
not being a little more careful. 


 NBARLY 6,000. 


Those Are the Figures of Quincy’s 
School Army Now. 


Over 600 pupils were enrolled this 
morning at the Quincy High school, 
and the problem is what to do with 
them. The building was originally in- 
tended to accommodate but 350. The 
new class that entered today numbered 
253 against 197 for the entering day last 
year, and there are more to come. 

About 100 bave been sent to. the old 
building on High School avenue. 
Every room is in use there and two 
corridors besides, At the building on 
Hancock street every room is in use. 
Seats have been placed in the corridors 
and the laboratories are being used for 
recitation rooms. 

It will certainly be quite a problem 
how to take care of the pupils until the 
proposed addition is built. 


AT THE WOODWARD. 


The entering class at the Woodward 
Institute this morning was 42, and 
while it is impossible at present to tell 
just what the enrollment will be, it is 
certain that the school will be much 
larger than last year. 

The building is large enough 
accommodate them. This year

school will have bat four classes instead. 


of six as heretofore. This has been 
accomplished by abolishing the pre- 
paratory class and by consolidation. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


The total-enrollment of the Quincy 
schools is now nearly 6000, and will 
probably go over those figures with the 
Woodward.

Will Prevent Explorer’s Wife 
Accompanying Him 


WAS WITH LASTEXPEDITION 


When She Proved a Valuable Member 
of the Party—Scion of Italian No- 
bility Peary’s Only Serious Rival 
In Efforts to Reach the Pole 


Wastington, Sept. 8.--Commander 
Peary, who will muke another attempt 
to reach the north pole next summer, 
states that the ship in which his ex- 
pedition will sail northward probably 
will be called the Charles H. Darling, 
in recognition of the assistant secretary 
of navy and his activity in the proposed 
venture. 

Not a whit less brave than when she 
accompanied her husband on his last 
trip in search of the north pole, Mrs. 
Peary will remain at her home in Wash- 
ington anxiously awaiting word from 
the next expedition which her husband 
will lead. ‘The decision was one of 
necessity. An heir has just arrived in 
the Peary home which needs the atten- 
tion of the mother. 

Even the arrival of this infant son, 
their first, in the Peary household has 
not shaken Mrs. Peary’s interest in the 
subject of Arctic explorations, and she 
continues to share the belief of her hus- 
band that the discovery of the north 
pole must be made by an American. 

Mr. Peary has said that le found his 
wife one of the most valuable members 
of his party when he !ast attempted to 
reach the north pole. Instead of being 
in the way, as many woinen would have 
been, she was ready for any undertak- 
ing, doing her full share of the work 
and showIng that she was endowed with 
as much fortitude and capable of with- 
standing as many privations as any 
member of his party. 

Robert EB. Peary’s various attempts to 
reach the north pole are matters of his- 
tory. Lieutenant Peary has only one 
serious rival in this peculiar field of 
work, the Duc d’Abruzzi, a scion of the 
relgning family of Ituly. Like 
q@’Abruzzi, Peary holds a “farthest 
torth” record, he having penetrated 
farther into the frozen zones of the 
western Arctic than any other man— 
latitude §3.50 north, longitude 25 west. 
D’Abruzzi went some miles farther 
north in the eastern Arctic. Whea 
Peary made his record, he also defined 
for the first time the northern limit of 
the Greenland archipelago, probably the 
most northerly land. 

On one of his expeditions Mrs. Peary 
accompanied her husband, and while 
fast in the ice floes, with the thermeme- 
ter 70 degrees below zero, their daugh- 
ter was born. The HMeutenant has had 
but one accident in kis many trips 
north, that at Fort Conger in 1899, when 
he lost three toes. 

In his previous expeditions Peary was 
backed by the Arctic club of Brooklyn, 
headed by Mr. Bridgman, an enthusiast 
in this cause.

In speaking on Labor day at the an- 
nual fair of the New York State Agri- 
cultural association, it is natural to 
keep especially in mind the two bodies 
who compose the inajority of our peo- 
ple and upon whose welfare depends the 
welfare of the entire state. If circwn- 
stances are such that thrift, energy, in- 
dustry, and forethought enable the 
farmer, the tiller of the soil, on the 
one hand, and the wage-worker, on the 
other, to keep themselves, their wives, 
and their children in reasonable com- 
fort, then the state is well off, and we 
can be assured that the other classes in 
the community will likewlse prosper. 
On the other hund, if there is in the 
long run a lack of prosperity among 
the two classes named, then all other 
prosperity is sure to be more seeming 
than real. There are, of course, excep- 
tions, but as a whole the standard of 
living among the farmers of our coun- 
try has risen from generation to gen- 
eration, and the wealth represented on 
the farms has steadily increused, while 
the wages of labor have likewise risen, 
both as regards the actual money paid 
and as regards the purchasing power 

“which that mofiey represents. 

Side by side with this increase in the 
prosperity of the wage-worker-and the 
tiller of the soil has gone on a great 
increase in the prosperity among the 
business men and among certain classes 
of professional men; and the prosperity 
of these men has beeu partly the cause 
and partly the consequence of the 
prosperity of farmer and wage-worker. 
It can not be too often repeated that in 
this country in the long run, we all of 
us tend to go up or go down together. 
If the average of well-being is high, 
it means that the average wage- 
worker, the average farmer, and the 
average business men are all alike 
well off. If the average shrinks, there 
is not one of these classes which will 
not feel the shrinkage. 

It is all-essential to the continuance of 
our healthy national life that we should 
recognize the community of interest 
among our people. The welfare of each 
of us is dependent fundamentally up- 
on the welfare of all of us, and there- 
fore in public life that man is the best 
representative of each of us who seeks 
to do good to each by doing good to 
all; in other words, whose endeavor it 
is, not to represent any special class 
and promote merely that class’ selfish 
interests, but to represent all true and 
honest men of all sections and all classes 
and to work for their interests by work- 
ing for our common country. 

It is an infamous thing in our Amer- 
ican life, and fundamentally treacher- 
,ous to our institutions, to apply to any 
“man any test save that of his personal 
worth, or to draw between two sets of 
men any distinction save the distine- 
tion of conduct, the distinction +*hat 
marks off those who do well and wisely 
from those who do ill and foolishly. 

The failure in public aud in private 
life thus to treat each man on his own 
merits, the recognition of this govern- 
ment as being either for the poor as} 
such or for the fich as such, would 
prove fatal to our republic, as such fail- 


ure a such recognition have always 
proved fatal in the past to other re- 
publics. A healthy republican govern- 


ment must rest upon individuals, not} 
upon classes or sections. As soon as it! 
becomes government by a class or by a 
section it departs from the old Amer- 
ican ideal. 

In the history of mankind many re- 
publics have risen, have flourished for 
a less or greater time, and then have 
fallen becanse their citizens lost the} 
power of governing themselves and | 
thereby of governing their stat+; and in; 
no way has this loss of power been so 
often and so clearly shown as in the 
tendency to turn the government into 
a government primarily for the bene-; 
fit of one class instead of a government| 
tor the benefit of the people as a whole. 

The reason why our future is assured} 
Vies in the fact that our people are, 
genuinely ekilled in and fitted for self-' 
government and therefore will spurr! 
the leadership of those who seek to ex-} 
cite this ferocious and foolish class, 
antagonism. The average American | 
knows not only that he hiniself intends’ 
to do about what is right, but that his: 
average fellow-countryman has the. 
same intention and the same power to’ 
make ae sieueien poroaptdee He. 


knows, whether he be business oy 
professional man, farmer, mechanic, 

employer, or w.ige-worker, that the wel- | 
fare of each of these men is hound up 
with the welfare of all the others; that 
each is neighbor te the other, is actu- 
ated by the sdne hopes and fears, has | 
fundamentally the same ideals, and that | 
all alike have much the same _ yirtues 
and the same faults. 

The line of cleavage between good | 
citizenship and bad citizenship sepa- 
tates the rich man who does well from 
the rich man who does fll, the poor nian 
of good conduct from the poor man of 
bad conduct. This lire of cleavage lics 
at right angles to any such arbitrary 
line of division as that separating one 
class from another, one locality from 
another, or men with a certain degree 
of property from those of a less degree 
of property. 
the future of the republic. 

Let the watchwords of al! our people 
be the old familiar watchword; of 
honesty, decency, fair-dealing and com- 
mon sense. The qualities denoted by 
these words are essential to ail of us, 
as we deal with the complex industrial | 
problems of today. 

There is no worse enemy of the wage- 
worker than the man who condones 
mob violence in any shape or who 
preaches class hatred; and surely the 
slightest acquaintance with our indus- 
trial history should teach even the most 
short-sighted that the times of most 
suffering for our people as a Whole, the 
times when business is stagnant, and 
capital suffers from shrinkage and gets 
no return from its investments, are ex- 
actly the times of hardship and want, 
and grim disaster among the poor. If 
all the existing instrumentalities of 
wealth could be abolished, the tirst and 
severest suffering would come among 
those of us wio are least well off at 
present. The wage-worker is well off 
only when the rest of the country is well 
eff; and he can best contribute to this 
general weil-being by showing sanity 
und a firm purpose todo justice to 
others. 

In his turn the capitalist who is really 
a conservative, the mun who has fore- 
thought as well as patriotism, should 
heartily welcome every effort, legisla- 
tive or otherwise, which has for its 
object to secure fair dealing by cap- 
ital, corporate or individual, toward 
the publie and toward tne employe. 

In other words, legislation to be per- 
manently good for any class must also 
be good for the nation as a whole, and 
legislation which does injustice to any 
class is certain to work harm to the na- 
tion. 

Among ourselves we differ in many 
qualities, of body, head and heart; we 
are unequally developed, mentally as 
well as physically. But each of us has 
the right to ask that he shall be pro- 
tected from wrongdoing as he does bis 
work and carries his burden through 
life. No man needs sympathy because 
he has to work. because he hag a 
burden to carry. Far and away the 
best prize that life offers is the chance 
to work hard at work worth doing; and 
this is a prize open to every man, for 
there can be no work better worth do- 
ing than that done to keep in health and 
ecmfort and with reasonable ad zant- 
age those immediately dependent vron 
the husband, the father or the son. 

There is no room in our healthy 
American life for the mere idler, for the 
man or the woman whose object it is 
throughout life to shirk the duties 
which life ought to bring. 

The men whom we most delight to 
honor in all this land are those who, in 
the iron years from ’61 to ’65, bore on 
their shoulders the burden of saving 
the union. They did not choose the easy 
task.. ‘They did not shirk the difficult 
duty. Deliberately and of their own 
free will they strove for an ideal, up- 
ward and onward across the stony 
elopes of greatness. They did the hard- 
est work that was then to be done. 

As it Is with the soldier, so it is with 
the civilian. To win success in the 
business world, to beceme a first-class 
mechanic, a successful farmer, am able 
lawyer or doctor, means that the man 
has devoted his best energy and power 
through long years to the achievement 
of his ends. So it is in the life of the 
family, upon which in the last analysis 
the whole welfare of the nation rests. 
The man or woman who as bread win- 
ner and home maker, or as wife and 
mother, has done all that he or she 
can do, patiently and uncomplalningly, 
is to be honored; and is to be envied by 
all those who have never had the good 
fortune to feel the need and duty of 
doing such work. The woman who has 
borne, and who has reared as they 
should be reared, a family of children, 
has in the most emphatic manner do- 
served well of the republic. 

It is not enough to he well-mean- 
ing and kindly, but weak; neither is it} 
enough to be strong, unless morality | 
and decency go band in hand with 
strength. We must possess the qualities 
which make us do our duty in our homes | 
and among our neifhbors, and in addi-! 
tion we must possess the qualities 
which are indispensable to the make-up 
of every great and mastertul nation-- 
the qualities of courage and hardihood, 
of individual initiative and yet of power 
to combine for a common end, and 
above all, the resolute determination 
to permit no man and no set of men to 
sunder us one fron the other by lines 
of caste or creed or section. We must 
act upon tbe motto of all for each and | 
each for all. | 

We must treat each man on his, 
weet2 and merits as a man. We must 
see that each is given a square deal, 
because he is entitled to no more and 
should receive no less. Finally we must } 
keep ever in mind that a republic such } 
as ours can exist only in virtue of the} 
orderly liberty which comes through 
the equal Gomination of the law over } 
all men alike, and through its adminis- 
tration in such resolute and fearless; 
fashion as shall teach all that no manj

THOUSANDS THERE. 


Grand Picnic of the Scottish Clans 
on Labor Day. 


Clansmen from Quincy to the number 
of three or four hundred, accompanied 
by their wives and lady friends, joined 
clansmen from other parts of Massachu- 
setts in Boston on Monday morning, 
and after a street parade with bands 
and bagpipes playing alternately, took 
trains and cars for Caledonian Grove in 
West Roxbury, where.the annual picnic 
and, games of the Order of Scottish 
Clans was held. 

Several thousand were present; old 
men and women from the land of the 
heather who make a yearly pilgrimage 
to these grounds to renew recollections 
of auld lang syne; braw ladsand bonnie 
lassies, who, though less sentimental 
than the old folk, are yet loyal to 
memories of Scotland; men and women 
from the lower Canadian provinces, 
who are none the less Scottish for 
having been born and reared far from 
the hills and valleys of old Scotia. It 
was a happy gathering, Highlander and 
Lowlander having put heads and hands 
together to make the occasion one of 
mutual pleasure. 

The features were numerous and 
varied, There were tossing the caber, 
putting the shot, tug of war, throwing 
the hammer, pole vaulting, and other 
snch strenuous exhibitions. In the 
pavilion an orchestra discoursed music 
for those who cared=to “trip the light 
fantastic toe.’’ Ona platform in the 
field, pipers vied with each other for 
supremacy in manipulating the nation- 
al instrument. Highland fling and the 
sword dance were illustrated by adults 
and children. 

To see little tots of six, seven and 
eight years execute those peculiarly 
difficult dances to the rapid “music ac- 
companimert of bagpipes was a treat 
for the eye. Nothing in dancing is so 
difficult as the sword dance, both for 
the dancer and the piper. Every move 
is made in unison with the music and 
one false note from the pipes is enough 
to confuse the dancer and cause him to 
trip on the swords.

DYNAMITE RESTRICTED. 


The Committee on Licenses reported 
an amendment to the Ordinance relative 
to Licenses, striking out the clause: 
‘Provided, that this section (No. 16) 
shall not apply to magazines for the 
storage of powder at quarries,’’ and 
substituting the following: 


‘‘No person shall keep, store or de- 
posit at any magazine within the city 
more than three tons of powder and one- 
half a ton of dynamite, said magazines 
to be not less than 1000 feet from any 
dwelling house, and to be built of stone 
or of wood covered with sheet iron. 

‘*No powder or dyanamite shall be 
kept or stored at quarries within a dis- 
tance of less than 1000 feet from any 
dwelling house in quantities greater 
that 250 pounds of powder and 50 
pounds of dynamite, the building for 
the storage of the same to be built of 
stone, or wood covered with sheetiron, 
to be isolated as far as possible and to 
be used exclusively for this purpose. 

‘*Eyery person carting powder or dyn- 
amite, or other explosive compound, 
through the streets of the city, shall 
display on tbe vehicle in which said 
articles are carried the word ‘Danger- 
ous’ in letters not less than 12 inches 
long and 4 inches wide, and also the 
nature of the article so carried.’’ 

Councilman Hardwick moved to lay 
on table, saying that time should be 
given to consider. 

Councilman Whiton opposed delay, 
regarding present arrangements danger- 
ous. 

Councilman Hardwick did not think 
the Councilmen qualified to_pass on 
dynamite, 

Councilman Reardon opposed delay. 
The supply should be limited and 
guarded. We have had an example at 
Lowell. 

Councilman Hardwick said the 
ordinance would touch a leading in- 
dustry of the city, granite quarrying. 
Thought there might be houses within 
1000 feet of quarries. Considered a 
granite building would be more danger- 
ous than wooden, because in case of an 
explosion stone would be thrown 
further. 

Councilman Nickerson desired to 
know bow much the Committee on 


Licenses had investigated.

BATTLE IN ALGERIA 


fm Which a Few French Soldiers 
Routed Over Three Thousand Moors 

Berlin, Sept. 9—Dispatches from 
Oran, Algeria, show that the recent de- 
feat of the insurgents by a French force 
near Almoungar, in which the French 


lost 87 kiJled and 47 wounded, was one 
of the most brilliant of the recent feats 
of the French army in Algeria. 

It appears that the insurgents inter- 
cepted a convo7, the escort of which, 
consistiag of 120 men, resisted the at- 
teck of between 3000 and 4000 Moors 
for eight hours. The little French force 
suffered greatly from thirst, but after 
inflicting heavy losses on their assail- 
ants succeeded in repulsing them. ‘The 
Frenck relieving force found the Moors’ 
line of retreat scattered for a mile with 
dead and wouaded. 

Genera! O'Connor, at the head of a 
battalion of the foreign legation, has 
started on a punitive expedition and the 
entire foreign legation has been ordered 
to hold itself in readiness for active ser- 
vice. 


Fire Fighters In Session 

Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 9.—The 31st 
annual convention of the International 
Association of Fire Engineers opened 
here, The directors refused per- 
mission to Chiefs Harris of Tampa, Fla., 
and Thompson of Toronto to read their 
pepers eutitled “Should Firemen be 
Members of Labor Unions,” for the rea- 
son that the association was non-sec- 
tional and should not meddle with the 
question of unionism.

Short Strike a World’s Fair Grounds 

St. Louis, Sept. 9.—For an hour a 
general strike among union artisans at 
work at the world’s fair grounds was 
threatened as a 1esuit of differences }.e- 
tween carpenters and the ‘company 
which is building the intramural rail- 
way. Two thousand carpenters quit 
work because of the employment by the 
contractors of several men at lower 
rates than the union scale. <A_ truce 
was reached when the contractors sus- 
pended the men who were objected to. 
The carpenters say a general strike will 
be called if the contractors do not finally 
grant the demands, 


Australian Labor Legislation 
Melbourne, Sept. 9.—The government 
was defeated in the house of representa- 
tives by the adoption of a labor amend- 
ment making the conciliation bill apply 
to railway servants. The ministers are 
considering their positions. 


There was a serious railroad strike in 
Victoria in May which resulted in the 
surrender of the strikers after the 
adoption of a government bill providing 
for severe coercive measures. 


Train Robbers Frustrated 

Stevensville, Mont., Sept. 9.—A bold 
attempt was made to hold up an ex- 
press train just east of here. A pile of 
ties had been placed on the track. ‘The 
engineer slowed up and backed away 
as soon as he could. Three men con- 
cealed in the bushes jumped out and 
ran after the train, but soon fell be- 
hind. The crew secured arms and re- 
turned and threw the ties to one side, 
after which the express went through 
unmolested. 


May Hunt Abraham’s Tomb 

Chicago, Sept. 9.—President Harper 
of Chicago university has secured the 
consent of the sultan of Turkey to an 
exploration of the country in the vicinity 
of ancient Babylon. In this vicinity 
are supposed to be the ruins of the 
temple in which Nebuchadnezzar of- 
fered sacrifices, and the explorers hope 
to find the tomb of Abraham. 


Coal Operators Sent to Jail 

Topeka, Sept. 9.—Judge Hazen sen- 
tenced John Jack and John Bell, 1aine 
operators, to jail until such a period as 
they might conclude to answer the 
questions of the attorneys in the coal 
trust inquiry.

took place. He gave $5000 hail for his 
appearance on Sept. 15. 

The postal officials have been search- 
ing for Stern ever since he disap- 
peared. They expressed considerable 
vexation at the premature publicity of 
bis whereabouts, on account of the 
problem of extradition that now con- 
fronts the government and the pos- 
sibility of his making good his escape, 
now that the information has become 
public In advance of the readiness of 
the authorities to effect his arrest. 

Stern is charged with paying large 
sums to W. C. Long of this city and A. 
W. Machen, the deposed head of the free 
Gelivery service. The question of ex- 
tradition has been taken up with the 
state department. The case has fea- 
tures similar te that inthe Greene- 
Gaynor case. It wasthen contended 
that conspiracy was not extraditable, 
Lut the state department took the view 
that the acts themselves involved al- 
leged embezzlement, and constituted 
extraditable offenses. This involves the 
drafting of a new coniplaint to present 
to the Canadian authorities as a condi- 
tion precedent to demanding the arrest 
and surrender of Stern. 

Beavers’ arrest created no surprise, 
for the government all along has kept 
advised of his whereabouts, despite re- 
ports to the contrary. 

It was said last night by an official 
that he understood the last indictrients 
returned by the grand jury were mostly 
those of persons who already had been 
indicted for alleged improper acts 
which has developed as a result of the 
investigation conducted by the postmas- 
ter general, There may be, however, 
he added, one or two additional cases. 


Will Fight Extradition 

Toronto, Sept. 9.—Leopold Stern de- 
clined to be seen when a reporter called 
at his home here. He referred all 
callers to his attorney. Stern's lawyer 
said that his client was ready to appear 
before an extradition judge and prove 
his innocence, which is interpreted as 
a declaration that extradition procced- 
ings will be fought tothe end. He vill 
not leave the city, the attorney said. 

“Stern maintains that no arrangement 
existed between him and Machen in 
regard to the leather straps for mail 
cariers’ bags,” said Mr. Robinett, 
Stern’s counsel.

A CARNIVAL OF BLOOD 


Insurgents Intend to Resort to 
Reprisals 


THE SLAUGHTER OF 65,000 


Charged Against Turks, Who Have 


Instituted General Slaughter of 


Christians Instead of Fighting In- 
surgents—American Marines Sleep- 


Ing on Their Arms at Beirut 


Sofia, Sept. 106.—The Macedonian or- 
ganizations are préparing a memoran- 
dum, which they will present to the rep- 
resentatives of the powers, in whieh 
they declare that the insurgents intend 
to resort to reprisals for the Turkish 
atrocities. The memorandum gives de- 
tailed information of villages destroyed 
and the massacre of their inhabituuts. 
It declares that 65,000 women 
and children have been slaughtered and 
120 villages burned. In the list of yil- 
lages given only two are in the vilayet 

of Adrianople. The others are prin- 
cipally in the Monastir vilayet. 

The memorandum repeats the state- 
ments recently issued by the insurgent 
genera! staff at Monastir that the ‘lurks, 
instead of fighting the insurgents, bave 
instituted a general massacre of the 
Christians. The organizations declare 
they are issuing the present memo- 
rendun because they are no longer able 
to restrain the bands from retaliation 
end henceforward the responsibility 
will rest with the great powers which, 
instead of attempting to moderate the 
Turkish barbarities, are calling on the 
‘Turks to specdily end the revolution. 


Anarchy Prevails at Beirut 

Beirut, Syria, Sept. 10, via Port 
Said.—Vice Consul Magelssen, when he 
was fired at recently, was near a po 
jice booth. His assailant is not yet 
known. The authorities are indifferent 
aud thus far have given no satisfaction. 

The Moslem section of the city, since 
Friday, has been in a state of anarchy, 
and 30 persons were killed, ainong 
whom, however, were no foreigners. 
The shops are closed, the streets de- 
serted and the government is seemling- 
ly unable or unwilling to assure the 
safety of the residents. 

The arrival of the American cruisers 
Brooklyn and San Francisco was most 
opportune. Admiral Cotton is on the 
alert and signalmen and a guard slept 
at the United States constilate. ‘The 
men on board the warships are under 
arms ready to disembark on a signal 
from the consulate. The boats of the 
Brooklyn and San Francisco have 
reconnoitered the coast below the prop- 
erty of the American mission in order 
to select landing places in case of need. 

The American tiission authorities 
have damanded guards from the goy- 
ernor for the protection of the mission 
printing office and the mission property. 
An attempt to enter an American resi- 
dence on Saturday was frustrated. 

The Americans here think the United 
States government should insist on the 
dismissal of the vali of Beirut, a no- 
torious bribe-taker, and to whom all 
disorders are attributed. The opinion 
Lere is that the powers should take ac- 
tion with a view to bringing Beirut un- 
cer the jurisdiction of an autonomous 
Christian government for the Lebanou 
district. 


Bulgaria May Mobilize Troops 

London, Sept. 10.—Except that the 
consuls in Salonica are again asking for 
the protection of warships, there is lit- 
tle direct} news this morning from the 
seat of the Macedonian troubles, but 
there is a plentiful crop of sensational 
statements impossible either to contirm 
or deny. Among the latter is the asser- 
tion made in a Sofia dispatch to the ef- 
fect that it has been decided to mobilize 
the Bulgarian army. This is contrary 
to the avowed policy of the Bulgarian 
government, but cannot be regarded as 
unlikely with Turkish troops con- 
centrated five miles from the Bulgarian 
frontier.

London, Sept. 10.—Lbe Monastir cor- 
respondent of ‘The Daily Mail sends a 
graphic account of the sickening sights 
he witnessed ig the hospitals there. 
The yictims of Turkish brutality were 
mostly Greeks and Wallachians. Many 
women and children had wounds from 
Mauser bullets, proving that they had 
been inflicted by regular troops, inas- 
much as the Bashi-Bazouke-mre armed 
with Martinis. The stories told by the 
victims tended to prove the worst ac- 
cusations against the ‘lurkish troops of 
brutalities and massacres.

More Than One New Schoolhouse 
Is Wanted in Quincy. 
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MURDER FROM AMBUSH 


Peter Vorren Shot Down Near 
His Home In Vermont 


HIS YOUNG SON A WITNESS 


———_— 


Neighbor Who Has Long Nursed What 
Are Supposed to Have Been Imag- 
inary Grievances Suspected of Hav- 
ing Committed the Crime 


Montpelier, Vt., Sept. 10.—Trudging 
along behind a load of wood which he 
was hauling to his home on the outskirts 
of East Montpelier Feter Vorren, a 
quarryman, was fired upon from am- 
bush and mortally wounded. He fell 
upon his knees, but immediately re- 
gained his feet and ran after hia fright- 
ened horses, a distance of 30 yards, and 
fell dead beside the load. His 12-year- 
old son witnessed the tragedy. 

Bartholomew Croteau, the murdered 
man’s nearest neighbor, was arrested, 
charged with the murder, lodged in the 
Washington county jail here, and two 
hours later the case bad been pre- 
sented to the grand jury now in 3ession 
in this city. A feud of long standing 
between the families of Vorren and 
Croteau directed suspicion towards the 
prisoner. 

Vorren was of French nationality, 46 
years of age, and leaves a widow aud 
eight children, the youngest of whom is 
but 4 days old. When the son brought 
home the news of his father’s violent, 
death the mother rose from her sick 
bed and before she could be restrained 
left the house, intent upon going to the 
spot where her husband's body lay. 
She ga!ned the yard, where sie fell un- 
conscious. Her condition is critical. 

Vorren was employed at the stone 
shop of Bartley Bros, at Barreand bore 
a2 good reputation. 

Croteau, also of French descent, isa 
man of 50 years of age and lives nex 
door to the Vorren home in East 
Montpelier. He is employed at Barre 
as a collector of garbage. He hasa 
wife, but no children. Heia called 
eccentric, and has long nursed what 
cthers say are imaginary grievances 
against his neiglibor. He is said to 
have complained repeatedly that Vorcen 
poisoned his garden and his fowls and 
to have declared that unless the anthorl- 
ties acted against his enemy ha would 
take the law into his own hands, 


Vorren recently purchased several 
cords of wood in the country four miles 
from his home and had for several 
days devoted his evenings to the re- 
moval of the wood to his home. He 
was making a trip about 10:30 at night 
and had reached a slight incline in the 

road about a quyrter of a mile from 
his house. He and his son were riding 
on the load. At the foot of the grade 
he got down and, with the reins thrown 
across his shoulders, followed the team, 


The boy remained on the load. ‘The 
night was clear and cold and Mprren 
had thrust his hands into his pockets. 
Suddenly, as the top of the ascent was 
reache®, ther2 was a inovement among 
the berry bushes which skirt the road at 
this point, a flash, a shot rang out, 
and the driver fell to his knees. 

The reins slipped from Vorren’s 
shoulders and the horses, startled by 
the report, sprang forward. Appur- 
ently conscious only of the danger to the 
Loy unless the team was stopped, the 


wounded man staggered to his feet, 
ran for a distance of 30 yerds, over- 
teok the team and fell dead as he 
reached for the dangling reins. Mean- 
time a man of rather small build 


emerge’ from the bushes and disap: 
peared into the woods near by. 

The boy succeeded in stopping the 
horses, and then examined the body in 
the road, which was senseless, with 
blood streaming from a wound in the 
left breast. Convinced that his father 
was dead he burried home and alarmed 
the neighbors. Constable Little went 
to the scene and then notified District 
Attorney Bailey and the selectmen. 
The law of the state requires an order 
from the Selectmen before the body of 
the victim of a violent death can be 
removed. The body of the murdered 
man remained where he had fallen for 
four hours until an order from Select- 
man Kelton ordered its removal to 
Barre. 

District Attorney Bailey began in- 
vestigation at once. He ordered an ex- 
amination of the body by two doctors, 
who found that death had _ resulted 
from hemorrhages following wounds in 
the left breast made by buckshot. 'The 
district attorney ordered the subse- 
quent arrest of Corteau.

Toronto, Sept. 10.—Leopold J. Stern, 
the Bultimore ntnufacturer indicted in 
Washington for alleged posta! frauds, 
has surrendered to the authorities here. 
Before Judge Winchester counsel for 
Stern informei the judge that his 
client was prepared to proceed with an 
investigatioa intoany charge the United 
States govern'uent might prefer. At- 
tourney Dewuart, acting for the United 
States government, stated that a war- 
rant for Stern's arrest was en route to 
Toronto and asked that the accused be 
held pending its arrival. Despite the 
protest of his counsei, Stern was re- 
manded to ja!l without bail until Fri 
day.

A Tobaccu »muggling Case 

New York, Sept. 10—The examina- 
tion of Joseph Wabrman, a dealer in leaf 
tobacco, before Commissioner Ridge- 
way on a charge of buying smuggled to- 
baceo, brought out the fact, if the con- 
fessions of two sailors arrested ure to 
be believed, that a number of tobacco 
merchants in New York are engaged in 
buying contraband tobacco. The com- 
missioner held Wabrman for trial in 
$1500 bail, which was _ furnished. 
Wabrman denied the charge and said 
he was a victim of circumstances. The 
sailors were paroled. 


Banks Prefer to Sell Bonds 

Washington, Sept. 10.—Applications 
from natienal bunks for the retirement 
of circulation are reaching the treas- 
ury department in unexpected numbers 
and amounts. For the seven business 
days of the present month the applica- 
tions aggregate $2,762,500. Under the 
law only $3,000,090 in circulation can be 
retired in any oLe month. The present 
movement is accounted for by the high 
price of bonds, the banks evidently see- 
ing a greater profit in selling their 
bonds than in keeping them in circula- 
tion. 


Hostile D+«monstration Planned 

Rome, Sept. 10.—The czar will arrive 
in Rome on Oct. 24 and will remain 
here three days. Indignant protects 
have been aroused by the annouticed 
intention of the Socialists to make a 
hostile demoustration against the czar. 
Signor Morgari, the Socialist leader, 
says the Socialists will not abstain 
from hostile demonstrations as in the 
case of visits from other sovereigns, as 
the latter were constitutional monarchs, 
while the czar had not yet granted a 
constitution to the people of Russia. 


Counterfeiters Caught at Work 

Newark, N. J. Sept. 10.—Three men 
were arrested last night in a bouse in 
Mulberry street {n the act of making 
counterfeit silver coins. In th> place 
were found silver in bars, melting pots, 
a milling machine, machines for trimn- 
ming and finishing the coins and a 
quantity of coins in all stages of manu- 
facture. On one of the men was found 
a photograph, apparently of himself, in 
uniform and a policeman’s shield, 


Coal Trust Case Waits 

Topeka, Sept. 10.—The coal trust 
case will be argued in the supreme 
court Oct. 5. John Bell, a mine opera- 
tor, who was sent to jail by Judge 
Hazen for contempt of court, has filed 
an application for a writ of babeas 
corpus and is released on $500 bond. 
No further action against the alleged 
coal trust will be taken until after the 
decision of the supreme court, which 
can not be before Oct. 10. 


King Peter Between Two Fires 

Vienna, Sept. 10.—According to pri- 
vate advices from Belgrade King 
Peter has sent a messenger to the czar 
to beg him to reconsider his attitude 
towards the Servian officers, which the 
king regards as partly the cause of the 
new revolt ir the army. There isan un- 
sonfirmed rumor that in the event of 
'® czar refusing to accede to King 
Pefer’s request, the latter will abdicate.

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BUCKEYE CAMPAIGN ON 


Clarke and Johnson Pitch Into 
Repub‘icaas 


SHARP CRITICISM OF HANNA 


By His Rival For Senatorship, Who 
Declares That Business Is on the 
Verge of Collapse—Talks of Trusts 
and Suggests Remedies Therefor 


Akron, O., Sept. 10.—The Democratic 
state cumpaign opening meeting was 
held in this city last night, addresses 
being delivered by Tom L,. Johnson, 
candidate for governor of Obio, John H. 
Clarke, candidate for United States 
senator und Henry George, Jr., of New 
York. Three thoysand people were in 
attendance. : 

Mr. Clazke began his speech by pay- 
ing his compliments to Senator Hanna 


in the following words: 

“*Let well enough alone,’ ‘stand pat,’ 
‘continue to stand pat,’ ‘hands off, ‘for 
God’s sake, keep letting well enough 
elone.’”’ This, in his own language, is 
the sum of the political wisdom and 
Statesmanship in which Senator Hanna 
bas given counsel to the peopls of this 
state and natien for several years as if, 
forsooth, he thought the national life 
of this great people and the business of 
it would stand still, not move, at his 
command. 

“The business of the country has re- 
fused to stand still at Mr. Hanna's cou- 
mand, but, on the contrary, has rnn riot 
in speculation such as was never seen 
before, and now stands upon what all 
men fear is the verge of collapse, and 
capital anc labor halt in daily expecta- 
tion of a panic—a fear in which the 
president aud the secretary of the treus- 
ury by their public speech show that 
they dist&ictly share. This condition 
has been largely brought about by the 
disturbance of business caused by the 
high tariff taxes, through which wil- 
jions of dollars have been unneces- 
sarily taken from the people and the 
channels of business and locked up in 
the United States treasury or loaned 
out by it to favored banks. 

“While Senator Hanna has thus 
been urging this do nothing policy, there 
has been worked out unrestrained in 
our country ‘the greatest industrial 
revolution of modern times, which has 
placed every branch or business and 
manufacture in the control of a form of 
monopoly, which all the world except 
Mr. Hanna agrees to ¢all a ‘trust’ ” 

As to the reniedies in the way of con- 
trolling trusts, Mr. Clarke said th» first 
is the taking of the tariff from all 
articles, the manufacture or sale of 
which is controHed by a monopoly, and 
the second the limiting of the capitali- 
zation of all corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce strictly ¢o the value 
of the property invested. 

Referring to the Philippine policy of 
the Republicans, which he denounced, 
Mr. Clarke said he was in favor of 
granting the Filipinos immediate  in- 
dependence, reserving the coaling sta- 
ions which they havé always been 
ready to grant to the United States, and 
of saying to all the rest of the world 
“Hands off this attempt to form a goy- 
ernment of the free.” 

Mr. Johnson, in his address, said that 
we have in this campaign three great 
questions to present to the people of 
Ohio. These are the questions of home 
rule, equal taxation and the destroy- 
ing of the unholy, if not corrupt, alli- 
ance between certain managers of the 
Republican pamy and the owners of 
valuable special»privileges. No one de- 
nies that every locality should have the 
right to control its own local affaits. 
The justice of local self-government is 
universally conceded. This is alse true 
of equitable taxation. And no one 
claims that we have either local self- 
government or a sysiem of just taxa- 
tion. 

“Some men,” he said, “will deny that 
there is a corrupt alliance between sor e 
Republican leaders and the owners of 
valuable special privileges in the state, 
But our hope of success not only for the 
Democratic party; not only for the gov- 
ernment for the state of Obio, but our 
hope in Kepublican institutions rests on 
this fact: That when the people realize 
the existence of this conspiracy they 
will not only resent it, but by their 
votes destroy it. Such bargains and 
intrigues cannot stand exposure.”

NewYork, Sept. 10.—The Journey- 
men Stone Setters’ association of New 
York and vicinity, one of the unions af- 
fected by the building tie-up in this 
city which have not signed the amended 
plan of arbitration with the bosses, 
unanimously voted last night to sign 
the arbitration plan. Thig action leaves 
Sam Parks and his union practically 
alone in the field against the bosses in 
the big building tie-up.

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BAD AUTO ACCICENT 


Barney Oldfield Has Close Cail and 
Spectator Is Killed 

Detroit, Sept. 10.—While Barney Old- 
field’s racing automobile was running 
nearly 60 miles an hour at the Grosse 
Pointe track in the 10-mile open event, 
one of the front tires on the machine 
exploded, throwing the car into the 
fence and injuring Frank Shearar, a 
spectator, so badly that he died in a 
few minutes. The car went 50 feet 
through the air and Oldfield received 
several cuts about the body and had 
one rib broken. 

Two other high power machines, 
those driven by Harry Cunningham 
and Henri Page, came to grief because 
of the tires. Fortunately no one was 
burt in either of these accidents. 

Oldfield’s sparker gave out a few feet 
from the tape in the race during which 
the accident occurred and Oldfield lost 
nearly two miles before he repaired the 
damage and started after Harry Cun- 
ningham, the only other entry. As he 
was turning into the stretch on his 
seventh mile the friction on the upper 
front tire burned it through and it ex- 
ploded. The track is banked high at 
the turn and the car shot for the outer 
edge of the track, which is six feet 
above the ground beyond. Oldfield had 


just time to twist his brake and head for | 


a spot between two trees. Shearar was 
standing against the fence at this poiut 
and the car struck him squarely, break- 
ing both legs in several places and 
fracturing his skull. He was thrown 
75 feet and never recovered conscious- 
ness. Oldfield had presence of mind 
enough to throw himself backward on 
the flat deck of the car, which went 
crashing through a low tree and landed, 
a wreck, 50 feet beyond.

THE FIERY DRAGON. 


Ancient and Medieval Descriptions 
of the Monster. 

Dragons were important animals in 
ancient and mediwval natural history. 
Until comparatively recent time no 
scientist ever thought of questioning 
the existence of this most formidable 
of beasts. The annals of Winchester 
for 1177 gravely state that “in this year 
dragons were seen of many in Eng- 
land.” Gesner, professor of natural 
history at Zurich, gives a detailed de- 
scription of the dragon, while Aldro- 
vandus, in his “History of Serpents 
and Dragons,” published in 1640, de- 
votes fifty pages to the monster. A 
good specimen of a dragon would seem 
to have been a beast about the size of 
a sheep, incased in a coat of scales 
which shone like silver. Its back was 
serrated like a saw. It possessed a 
long tail, a pair of batlike wings, four 
heavily clawed feet and a wolvine head, 
the jaws of which were armed with 
very formidable teeth. The tongue 
was barbed with fire, and fury issued 
from the monster’s mouth, and the head 
bore a crest. Dragons were the most 
wicked and vindictive of creatures. 
They seem always to have been in a 
towering rage and spent the greater 
portion of their time in rushing up and 
down the earth destroying everything 
that came in their path. The origin of 
dragons was a disputed point among 
medimval naturalists. Some maintain- 
ed that these animals were generated 
by the heat of India; others were of 
opinion that the volcanoes of Bthiopia 
used to belch forth the monsters. One 
scientist, John Leo by name, declared 
the dragon to be a hybrid, a cross be- 
tween an eagle and a wolf.

Temperature and Atmosphere. 

That a body can acquire during the 
night a different temperature from 
that of the surrounding atmosphere 
has been demonstrated by an English 
physicist. If a thermometer is taken 
from the window, wrapped in cotton 
and placed on the ground its mercury 
will descend seven or eight degrees. 
Vegetables similarly situated, and be- 
ing bad conductors, may freeze at a 
time when the thermometer does not 
mark the freezing point—proof that 
the cold experienced by the plant may 
be entirely different from the tempera- 
ture of the surrounding air. This low 
temperature of plants, however, only 
occurs when the night is clear, since 
at this time the plant sheds its heat 
throughout space and becomes chilled, 
whereas if the night is cloudy the 
phenomenon does not occur. This 
gives rise to the popular superstition 
that plants and buds are frozen by 
moonlight.

BURDEN IS FAST SHRINKING 


Thinks It Will 
Cease to Be Noticed In Ten Years— 


Commissioner Ware 


He Furnishes Some Interesting Sta- 


tistics and Makes Recommendations 


Washington, Sept. 11.—ihe annual 


report of Commissioner of Pensions 
Ware places the total number of pen- 
sioners now on the rolls at 906,545, of 
Which 729,356 are soldiers and 267,189 


are widows and dependents. Mr. Ware 
announces that it is not probable that 
the peasion roll will again cross tbe 
inillion line, the bigh water mark hay- 
ing been reached a yearago. Fivyeotthe 
pensioners are on the roll on account of 
the war of the revolution, 1116 on ac- 


count of the war of 1812, 4754 on ac- 
count of the Indian wars aud 13,874 on 
account of the Mexican war. ‘The great 
bulk of the roll is as follows: 

Civil war—Invalids, 703,456; widows, 
248,390; Spanish war—Inyalids, 9200; 
widows, 3662; Regular establishment— 
invalids, 9170; widows, 2958. The roll 
shows a ‘net loss of 2901 pensioners dur- 
ing the year. Out of a total of 304,800 
applications on hand during the year 
130,109 were admitted and 113,794 re- 
jected. ‘The average annual value of 
each pension is now $133. The annual 
value of the Spanish war pension roll 
has reached $1,765,310. 

Commissioner Ware makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations: Laws for- 
feiting pension or right to pension of 
any man convictec of an infamous 
crime; prohibiting the giving of pen- 
sions to those wou.en why marry sol- 
diers after the soldiers become old 
pensioners; and a different method of 
examining applicants for pension, 
stamping the present system as uncer- 


tain, expensive, unsatisfactory and 
generative of an enormous amount of 
political friction. Mr. Ware suggests 
boards constitute of experts under 


civil service rules which should zo from 


place to place on fixed days, giving ex- 
aiminations and receiving testimony re- 
garding the change of applicants and 


making reports thereon. He also recom- 
minends a law providing for superan- 
uated clerks, yigorotsly urging some 
law of retirement and provision.

cases during the last two yeafs. An in- 
teresting historical analysis of pension 
figures shows that the actual total of 
disbursements in pensions on account of 
the Revolutionary war, war of 1812, 
Indian wars, Mexican war, Civil war 
and the war with Spain was $3,- 
€38,623,590. 

It is estimated that $16,000,000 was 
paid in pensions for disabilities and 
deaths due to military and naval ser- 
vice in the wars of 1812 and with Mex- 
ico during the time of peace prior to the 
War of the Rebellion, making the pay- 
inents of pensions to soldiers and sailors 
of the War of the Rebellion and of the 
regular military and naval establish- 
ment since the close of that war, and 
their widows and dependent relatives, 
amount to $2,862,240,400. 

The cost of the pension system per 
capita of population for 1903 is given as 
$1.75. The system, according to Com- 
mtasioner Ware, was the greatest 
burden to the, people of the United 
States in 1893, since which time it has 
shrunk from $2.24 to $1.82 per $1000 of 
taxable wealth, and in 10 years, he says, 
the burden will cease to be noticed. 
Mr. Ware estimates that the unpen- 
sioned survivors of the Civil war, ex- 
clusive of deserters, isin round numbers 
200,000, and says that this unknown 
army is meeting with disease and mis- 
fortune to such an extent that it is 
applying for pensions at the rate of over 
14,000 per annum. In 10 years, Mr. 
Ware prédicts, the unknown army will 
have ceased to be a factor.

Silk Dresses From Wood Pulp. 

A report from the consul at Stettin 
seems to indicate that wooden dresses 
and stockings and other articles may 
soon become a feature of the feminine 
attire, for the consul writes that a 
British firm is now erecting at Sydow- 
sau, near Stettin, a factory for the pro- 
duction of artificial silk from wood 
pulp by a new process. The pulp is 
treated with chemicals and pressed by 
hydraulic power through minute tubes 
into a further chemical bath, after 
which the finished produce is spun. It 
can be woven into any desired fabric, 
and the result is said to be equal to 
fine silk. 


The World's Biggest Barracks. 

The new naval barracks at Ports- 
mouth, England, part of which have 
just been taken over by the admiralty, 
are to be the largest barracks in the 
world. Hammocks slung from the ceil- 
ing have been substituted for beds in 
the new institution.

Is a Canadian by 
Birth. 


A Graduate of the Princeton The- 
ological Seminary. 


The item in last Saturday's Ledger con- 
cerning the Water Street Presbyterian 
church was slightly inaccurate in that it 
omitted to mention the Rev. W. H. Stone 
as one of the candidates for pastor. A 
congregational meeting was held Thurs- 
day evening for the purpose of deciding 
which of the four candidates to call. 
The choice fell upon the Rev. N. J. 
Sproul, who received over seventy of 
the eighty-five votes cast on the first 
ballot. On motion; his election was 
then made unanimous. 

Mr. Sproul, to whom a call will soon 
be issued, is a Canadian by birth, a 
graduate of Queens University and of 
the Princeton theological seminary. 
He is 35 years of age, married, and has 
three children. As was observed in 
the Ledger at the time of his candidacy, 
he is a man of pleasing appearance and 
bas a facinating style of preaching.

PATIENCE EXHAUSTED 


Bulgaria May Soon Depart 
From Neutral Attitude 


THE MASSACRES CONTINUE 


Over a Hundred Villages In Mace- 
donia Already Burned—European 
Tells of Almost Inconcelvable Atro- 
cities Perpetrated by Turks 


Sofia, Sept. 11.—The continuous re- 
ports of wholesale massacres of the 
Bulgarian population and the destruc- 
tion of Bulgarian villages in Mace- 
donia are causing considerable excite- 
ment here. Premier Petroff is stated 
to have informed the representatives of 
the powers in Sofia that neither the 
government nor the Bulgarian people 


can witness with indifference the 
annhilation of the Bulgarian element in 
Macedonia and the devastation of the 
country, and unless the powers can find 
some means of restraining Turkey's 
terrible repressive measures Bulgaria 
will be forced to depart from hez pres- 
ent attitude of strict neutrality. 

While the premier’s intimation ¥ as 
conveyed in the course of informal! con- 
versation with the diplomats in Sofia, 
and in no sense intended as an official 
communication, it may be regarded as 
an indication that the patience of the 

sulgarian people is becoming ex- 
hausted. 

I-very day brings news of fresh mas- 
sacres and outrages in Macedonia. 'The 
revolutionary organizations vublish 
elabérate statistics giving the names of 
111 villages burned by the ‘Turkish 
soldiery, the number of houses in each, 
the date of the incendiarism and par- 
ticulars of the number of persons 
murdered in each case. 

Official reports arriving here are sus- 
piciously reticent, but no doubt exists 
regarding the terrible barbarities 
practiced by the Turkish regulars and 
Bashi-Bazcuks on helpless women and 
children in Macedonia. 

Many wounded Turks are arriving at 
Monastir, filling the hospitals. The 
population in the district of Veles are 
reported to be in a terrible condition. 
Nearly all their villages have been 
plundered and destroyed. The old men, 
women and chfdren are brutally flogged 
by the soldiers and many were killed, 
the Bashi-Bazouks leaving the bodies 
unburied. 

A European merchant who left Mona- 
stir Sept. 8 has arrived at Sofia and has 
given an account of the terrible condl- 
tions prevailing in the vilayet of Mona- 
stir. He says Hilmi Pasha’s adminis- 
tration has greatly disappointed the 
Christians, who expected that he would 
make an improvement in the situation. 
Hilmi Pasha, however, is following the 
lines of his predecessors, and the 
greatest excesses that have been com- 
mitted have happened since his -ar- 
rival. 

Throughout the vilayet of Monastir 
the Turkish soldiers are daily perpetrat- 
ing almost inconceivable atrocities, 
They dishonor the young girls in the 
presence of their parents and pillag2 and 
murder everywhere. Even funeral 
processions are halted and the corpses 
stripped of the new clothes in which 
they are dressed, according to the 
Macedonian burial custom. The priests’ 
yestments are seized and the soldiers 
sell all their plunder openly, the officers 
apparently consenting. 

The informant says the Christian in: 
habitants are terror-stricken, hourly 
fearing a general massacre by the 
Mussulmans, whose fanatical hatred of 
the Christians has reached the highest 
point. The shops are closed in Mona- 
stir, business is suspended and the 
streets are deserted. 

Even the consuls do not dare to ven- 
ture outside their homes. The country 
people are afraid to come to the city 
jest they should be robbed and mur- 
dered on the way. Europeans desiring 
to see the burned villages are prevented 
by the authorities on various excuses. 
The British cansul wanted to go to 
Smilevo, but Hilm! Pasha informed 
him that he could not guarantee his 
safety, as the revolutionists had plotted 
to kill him. 

The informant continues that it is 
estimated that there are over 70,000 peo- 
ple in the fields without shelter and 
starving. Hilmit.Pasha has promised 
that he will assist the destitute people, 
but he has done nothing, even refusing 
to allow them to enter the townand beg 
for food. 

Many cruelties perpetrated by Chris- 
tians are attributed to Greek spies, 
headed by a Greek bishop, who, with 
the Greek consuls, it is said, are paid 
by the porte for their services. The 
Greeks are accused of inventing reports 
for the purpose of fanning the Mussul- 
man’s hatred of the Bulgurians. 

The Turkish functionaries openly 
scoff at the idea of reforms or Euro- 
pean intervention, declaring that should 
armed European forces come the Turks 
would immediately burn, destroy and 
massacre, leaving only bare fields 
throughout Macedonia. 


Officers’ Heads Brought In 
Salouica, Sept. 11—In the recent 
fight at Gaadetz among the insurgent 
dead were eight Bulgarian officers 
whose heads have been brought to 
Demir-Kapou. 


Chekib Has No New Advices 
Washington, Sept. 11.—Chekib Bey, 
the-Turkish minister, called at the state 
department and spent some time in 
conference with Acting Secretary Adee. 
He brought no advices from Constanti- 
uople or Beirut. He was dip oma tically 
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sdvised of the efforts which Mr. Leish- 
inan is Making with tother foreigu en- 
voys to obtain the removal of the gov- 
ernor of Beirut, but was not requested 
to take up this matter with his zov- 
ernment. 


Beirut Recovering From Scare 

Washington, Sept. 11.—Minister 
Leishman has transmitted to the state 
department a communication from Con- 
sul Ravndal at Beirut, in which the 
latter said that the situation there wes 
quieter. Many shops, he said, were 
still closed, but the people were getting 
over the scare of Sunday. The text of 
the dispatch was not made public. 


German Jackies For Beirut 
Berlin, Sept. 11.—The Tageblatt says 
the German training ship Moltke, with 
400 men on board, has left Lisbon for 
Piraeus, Greece, and adds that she will 
go from there to Beirut. 


DAMAGE TO OLYMPIA 


Found to Be Much Greater Than Was 
Generally Supposed 

Washington, Sept. 1i.—This govern- 
ment has instituted proceedings for the 
extradition of Leopold J. Stern, the 
Baltimore contractor, who disappeared 
when indicted by the grand jury in this 
city for conspiracy in a postal contract 
and who was located recentiy at ‘Yo- 
ronto. Postoftice Inspector Mater of 
Chicago left here last night for Toronto, 
where he will confer immediately with 
the crown’s attorney and the American 
consul there. The state department 
also telegraphed the consul to request 
the authorities at Torouto to hold Stern 
under the provision in the extradition 
treaty between the United States and 
Great Britnin that a fugitive can be 
held by either country at the instance 
of the other for 40 days. 

Despite the expectations of the postal 
authorities, no arrests of the indicted 
parties were reported yesterday. Mr. 
Bristow says that all six of the persons 
named in the seven indictments will 
have to be arrested, regardless of any 
previous arrests on other indictments. 


An Oyster Bay Tangle 

New York, Sept. 11.—W. E. Roose- 
velt, a cousin and neighbor of President 
Roosevelt, is seeking a restraining or- 
der to prevent the highway commis- 
sloners of the town of Oyster Bay from 
interfering with his wharf at Oyster 
Bay, near Cove Neck, which, he claims, 
is also used by the president, his fam- 
ily and his guests. The applicant's 
property adjoins that of the president. 
The wharf, it is claimed by the com- 
missioners, interferes with the use of a 
highway along the shore. Justice Her- 
rick reserved decision. 


Slaughter of Game In Maine 

Augusta, Me., Sept. 11.—Wholesale 
illegal killing of game in that section is 
shown in a report just received by 
Chairman Carleton of the fish and game 
commission from Wardens Woodward 
and Bertlett, whom he sent up to patrol 
the Canadian border and St. Johns river 
waters. In one place, alone, these 
wardens fouml where at least 26 moose 
were killed. They also found a lot of 
beaver houses and dams, but the beaver 
had all been killed. 


Surveyor General Bounced 

Washington, Sept. 11-—-Hugh H. 
Price, surveyor general of Arizona, has 
been removed from office as a result of 
an investigation into charges pre- 
ferred against Price and his chief clerk, 
W. E. Murphey, of receiving illegal 
fees for expediting work in the office. 
Frank Singalls has been appointed sur- 
veyor general in Price’s place. Murphey 
bas been suspended. He has sent in 
his resignation, but it has not been ac- 
cepted. 


Commandant Won’t Give Up Soldier 

Pittsburg, Sept. 11.—William Crow- 
ley was shot‘and seriously injured by 
a soldier at the United States arsenal, 
while Crowley and several others were 
detected, it is said, stealing copper 
from the roof of the barracks. ‘Ihe 
others escaped. ‘The police authorities 
demanded the arrest of the soldier, brt 
the commandant barred the gates and 
refused to surrender the man. 


Important Medical Discovery 

Berlin, Sept. 11—Dr. Neufeld of 
Koch’s institute, writing to a’ medical 
weekly, reports that successful experi- 
ments haye been made to produce im- 
munity in animals against tuberculosis 
by injecting into the blood vessels of 
mules, goats and cattle living Laclili 
from human beings. Hte has been un- 
able, however, to produce the same ef- 
fects with dead cultures,

Eben D. Jordan Jost one of tlhe most 
yaluable members of his string when 
Western Star, the handsome bay geld- 
ing and the winner of many blue rib- 
bons, broke a leg at Plymouth, Mass., 
and was shot.

Tuxedo Park, N. Y., Sept. 11.—Dr. 
Edward C. Rushmore and Miss Cornelia 
Herrick, his niece, were going up a 
steep incline in an automobile when 
the power gave out and the brake would 
not work. The machine rushed back- 
wards down the hill, going down a 40- 
foot embankment on the mountain side. 
Miss Herrick was instantly killed. Dr. 
Rushmore is in a critical condition. 


Yellow Jack In Yucatan 

Merida, Yucatan, Sept. 11.—Accord- 
ing to official statements from the 
Yucatan government there were 128 
cases of yellow fever in this city during 
August, of which 50 proved fatal. In 
Progresso, during the same _ period, 
there were nine cases but no deaths.

A prominent planter hera, in discuss- 
ing the labor situation, said: “If this 
crop is 11,000,000 bales or over it will 
never be gathered. We are starting at 
least a month later than last year, «and 
this means that if the crop is large 
about half of it will have to be gathered 
during cold weather. Negroes are 
about the only help we can rely upon 
and a negro cannot stand much ecvld 
weather. He can stand the hottest day 
cat ever visited the south better than 
a light frost. Cold weather seems to 
strike through to the bone and paralyze 
every energy, and I feel confident that, 
with a large yield, a big portion of it 
will be left in the fields unguthered.”

New York, Sept. 11.—The first break 
in the strike of the machinists in the 
shipyards occurred when the Morgan 
Iron works, known as the Roach yards, 
announced that it will take back some 
of the men who have been on strike 
since June. The men will go back at 
the former wages and on the same con- 
ditions which prevailed prior to the 
strike.

SIR LIANG CHEN TUNG, NEW MIN-) 
ISTER AT WASHINGTON. 


A Baseball Enthusiast Who In His 
School Days Helped to Win More 
Than One Game For Phillips An- 
dover Academy.

Washington, Sept. i1.—Sir Liang 
Cheng Tung, the new Chinese minister 
to the United States, is even more of 
an American than his popular prede- | 
cessor, Wu Ting Fang, a fact which 
is chiefly due to his having received his 
education in this country. Men who 
knew Pi Yuk Liang, as he was then 
called at Phillips Andover academy, at 
Andover, Mass., twenty-five years ago, 
entirely forgot his nationality He was 
one of themselves, a rollicking, clean, 
well mannered, sport loving boy. 

He was one of the best students in his 
class, and in athletics, where a China- 
man would be least expected to shine, 
be was among the foremost.

THE BULGARIAN CAPITAL. 


Sofia a Bright and Bustling Town 
That Suggests Paris. 


| A wide, smiling valley, and, far be- 


, yond, the steep incline of an endless 
mountain range, the Vitosch chain, still 
snow capped when we saw it against 
a bright blue sky, while nearer the 
earth was clad with a cloak of the soft- 
est verdure, a lush green seeming te 
round the contours of outline here and 
there. Such, says the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, was the first impression of the 
panoramic setting within which we 
found enshrgned Sofia, the Bulgarian 
capital, from which source many of 
the reports of the recent massacres in 
Macedonia reach the public. It is 
as bright and modern looking a little 
town as,say, Baden-Baden, and indeed 
more reminiscent of some small Ger- 
man residenz stadt in style and struc- 
| ture than anything one generally asso- 
ciliates mentally with the near east. 
Two days are, of course, not much in 
which to judge of any place. It is 
merely the obvious then that strikes 
the visitor’s eye and is retained upon 
his mental retina, and therefore to our 
mind the name of Sofia is lastingly as- 
sociated with sundry broad and shady 
streets, boulevards beneath which we 
watched with untiring interest the con- 
stant flow of traffic, the coming and 
going of soldiers, mondaines, peasantry 
and curious semioriental figures. 

It was late spring, and the sun's 
heat had something of the coming sum- 
mer in it, yet these stolid, slowly mov- 
ing figures wore their fur caps and long 
skin coats, of which the sheep’s wool 
turned inward forms the lining. Most 
of them led their oxen, harnessed to 
cumbrous carts, while again near these 
| the smart electric trams whizzed by— 
a strange and incongruous mixture of 
the east and west. The most pictur- 
esque element in the street traffic was 
the peasant women, many of the girls 
being quite beautiful, their garments 
gay with red and blue embroideries and 
their persons loaded with barbaric 
looking silver ornaments, silver coins 
even glinting here and there amid their 
| long, thick raven plaits. Another touch 
of color was given to this scene by the 
| numerous different uniforms which dis- 
| tinguished le militaire, the general ap- 
| pearance of which reminds one of the 
| Russian military dress, although the 

men seemed of a better physique, gen- 
| erally speaking. Toward evening this 
picture became even more animated, 
| for the inhabitants of Sofia love the 
open air. The cafes and restaurants 
then assume the aspect of some lesser 
Paris, pretty faces, elegant toilets, mu- 
sic and laughter dominating the scene 
in the smartest town quarter.

COLLAR AND CRAVAT. 


Ways In Which They Affect the Ap- 
pearance of the Wearer. 

Men who do not want to look any 
fatter in the face than they can help! 
have an easy means of accomplishing | 
their purpose. Not all of them paid 
aware of the effect that may be created ! 
by the form of a collar or cravat. 

“The stout man who wants to look as 
thin as he can,” said a haberdasher’s 
lclerk, “ought to wear a tie of the kind 
known as a four-in-hand. Preferably 
4t should be dark in color and drawn 
tight. That carries down the line of 
the face and lengthens it to a degree 
that tends to make the face look thin- 
ner. 

“Another aid to making a man look 
thin is in the height of his collars.

| City Finances Against Destruction gbservations in Daily Walks of 


of Washington Schoolhouse. 


| Editors of the Daily Ledger: 
The present financial condition of the 
city and the ever increasing school en- 


roJlment demand that the old school 


building at Quiocy Point should be 
renovated and not sold. 

Aside from an aesthetic point of view, 
the wisdom of disposing of the old 
schoo! building at Quincy Point fora 
few dollars may be seriously questioned. 

It may be stated that the increase in 
the number of pupils just enrolled in 
our schools is at least six hundred more 
than last year. The new brick school 
building will accommodate reasonably 
four hundred and fifty pupils and has 
now opened with four hundred and 
twenty in attendance. 

These facts show that the old build- 
ing must soon be used again or addi- 
tional rooms rented which would prob- 
ably not be so well adapted for school 
purposes as the rooms in the old build- 
ing. The city should not sacrifice a 
business policy to architectural effect in 
view of its present financial condition. 

The old building should be properly 
renovated—not destroyed—as it is still 
suitable for use if its capacity is not 
overtaxed. If it detracts from the 
architectual effect of the new building 
in its present location let it be moved 
a short distance on to land abutting 
Washington court.

Wopic For the Week Beginning Sept. 
13—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 


Topic.—Feasting that maketh lean souls. 
13-15. 


-—Ex. xvi, Ps. cvi, (Temper- 


ance.) 

Feasting is not generally supposed 
to produce leanness, and yet it is 
known to all that there is a feasting—a 
feasting of the*body—that does pro- 
duce a leanness—a leanness of soul. In- 
deed, spiritual leanness {1s ysually an 
accompaniment of physical feasting. 
Feasting and drinking are not pro- 
ductive of spiritual growth. Excess in 
either produces the opposite result. As 
an illustration of this truth, the topica! 
reference gives us the instance of the 
Israelites in the wilderness. Between 
Elim and Sinai the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and Aaron 
and said, “Would to God we had 
;died by the hand of the Lord in 
| Egypt, when we sat by the flesh- 
;pots and when we did eat to the full, 
| for ye have brought us forth into this 
| wilderness to kill this whole assembly 
with hunger.” God gave them food. 
| The psalmist says, “He gave them their 
‘request, but sent leanness into their 
/souls.” Their bodies were fed, but 
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whom I had met in a club shortly after 
midnight. He had told me that the val- 
ue of the jewels was about $55,000 and 
had neglected to mention a diamond 
necklace which was the highest priced 
article in the published list.

The assailant of Mrs. Haayes was 
fleet of foot, however, and disappeared 
down Newland street. 

For nearly an hour the street was 
thoroughly searched, the police jcining 
in, but not the slightset trace could be 
found. ‘The description given by Mrs. 
Hayes ans*vers exactly to the man 
who committed the numerous lLoldups 
in the Back Bay and the methods are 
the same. 

She describes him as being colored, 
about 5 feet 8 inches in height, probably 
about 160 pounds in weight, was @ressed 
and wore a black hat.

| Features of Territory ae 
For Jewish Settlement. 


A HEALTHY AND FERTILE REGION 


Sir Harry Johnston Regards the 
Uganda Plateau as Unparalleled In 
Tropical Africa—Well Watered and 
Covered With Noble Forests—Cli- 
mate Favorable to White Men. 


When the British government recent- 
ly offered the Zionist conference at 
Basel so considerable a stretch of ter- 
ritory in east Africa for Jewish settle 
ment it volunteered to give away one 
of the most remarkable as well as one 
of the most interesting tracts of land 
in the world today, says a special cable 
dispatch from London to the Philadel- 
phia Press. The great plateau of the 
Uganda region is not only one of the 
very few in all Africa where white 
men may live and prosper, but it is a 
land as well which is both inviting in 
all those respects which should make 
life worth living, and abounding, too, 
in much of the mystery and glamour 
which have for so long hung over the 
central stretches of the dark continent. 

The Victoria Nyanza region, where 
the Nile takes its birth, lies 3,820 feet 
above sea level, a land remarkable for 
its forests and plains and unique in its 
Mau escarpment, a mighty stone wall 
thrown up by nature with a regularity 
almost as marked as though it were 
man made, which faces upon a sunken 
| valley, called “The Great Rift.” About 

! this rise mighty mountains, which are 
| almost beyond question those which 
| figured in the geographical stories of 
the ancients as “the Mountains of the 
Moon.” 

When, even in comparatively modern 
times, the coast lands of Africa had 
been opened up by discovery and no 
mountains of any unusual size had 
been found it was affirmed that these 
Mountains of the Moon could have ex- 
| isted only in the imaginations of those 
who first wrote of them. But the geog- 
| raphy of today hag found in such 
peaks as Mount Kenia and Mount Kili- 
| manjaro, which rise 18,000 and 19,000 
feet above the surrounding country, 
full warrant for all stories of the past. 

Sir Harry Johnston, who undoubted- 
ly knows more of the Uganda region 
than any other man living, in his re- 
| port on the country made as special 
commissioner for the Uganda protec- 
torate describes it as unparalleled in 
tropical Africa. He declares it to be 
admirably watered, fertile and cool, 
covered with noble forests and but 
sparsely inhabited. He adds that it is 
quite as healthy for Buropeans as

How the Insubordination of a Diple- 
mat Averted Hostilities, 

An example that can never be overs 
j Soaked when the right of an ambassa- 
dor to exercise his own discretion is in 
question {s that which occurred in the 
career of Lord Lyons when he was our 
ambassador to the United States. He 
Was a persona grata there. “All I cap 
say, Lord Lyons, is, ‘Go thou and do 
likewise,’” was Abraham Lincoln's 
genial method of receiving the British 
ambassador’s announcement of the 
Prince of Wales’ marriage. Lord Lyons 
did not take the advice, but he remain- 
ed a very effective ambassador in 
spite of his bachelorhood. When the 
grave difficulty over the Mason and 
Slidell case argse Lord Lyons was in- 
structed from home to present an ulti- 
matum, afford twelve hours for its ac- 
ceptance, and, the latter not being 
forthcoming, he was to break off rela- 
tions and leave the country. The 
twelfth hour expired, Slidell and Ma- 
son were not surrendered and there re 
mained apparently only the dire pros 
pect of war. “Give me another twelve 
hours,” sald Seward, the secretary of 
state. It was an entire contradiction 
of official orders, but, nevertheless, “I 
will,” said Lyons. From 6 o'clock that 
night until 6 the next morning Seward 
battled with the recalcitrants. Then 
Lyons received an intimation that the 
Confederate envoys would be given up. 
So by the insubordination of an am- 
bassador war was saved.—St. James 
Gazette.

ALMANACS ARE ANCIENT. 


They Were Made by the Greeks as 
Far Back as A. D. 100. 

According to Theon, the commentator 
on Ptolemy, almanacs, as we under- 
stand the word, were constructed from 
about the year 100 A. D. by the Greeks 
of Alexandria, but the dates of festi- 
vals and other events of national inter- 
est had been exposed on marble tab- 
lets in Rome 200 years B. C. Lalande, 
an authority on the subject, states that 
the earliest almanac of which the au- 
thor’s name is preserved was that of 
Solomon Jarchus, who lived in the mid- 
dle of the twelfth century. 

A primitive English calendar or al- 
manac was called the “prime-staff,” 
“rein-stock” or “clog almanac.” It was 
made of wood, bone or horn, about 
eight inches long, like a square ruler. 
On this the days were marked hy a 
series of notches, every seventh being 
of larger size. The festivals were indi- 
cated by symbols, as were the golden 
number and the cycle of the moon. 

Specimens of this “clog almanac” may 
be seen at the British museum and in 
museums or libraries at Oxford, Cam- 
bridge and Manchester. Some of larger 
size were hung “at one end of the man- 
tle-tree of their chimneys” for general 
use, and smaller ones were carried in 
the pocket or on the walking stick.—

WITHIN PRISON WALLS 


Counterfeit Dimes, Quarters 
and Half Dollars Were Made 


INSPECTORS HAVE PROOF 


In the Form of Some of the Coins, 
Together With Metals and Dies 
Used—Disclosure Follows Othe 
Irregularities Lately Discovered 


Philadelphia, Sept. 14.—Following 
closely upon the exposure of gross ir- 
regularities in the cigar department of 
the eastern penitentiary came the pub- 
‘ic announcement last night that the il- 
legal coinage of minor silver pieces has 
been carried on by convicts in the big 


institution. , No details of the counter- 
feiting scheme can be learned from any 
of the officials connected with the 
prison or from the government officials 
that have been assigned to the cuse. 
The fact that such a daring scheme 
had been carried on in the penitentiary 
was made public by George Vaux, Jr., 
one of the prison inSpectors, who sum- 
moned newspaper men to his home and 
yoluntarily made the disclosure. He 
gave out a brief statement, which is as 
follows: 

“Dr. W. D, Robinson and George 
Vaux, Jr., who are at present the yisit- 
ing inspectors on duty at the Eastern 
state penitentiary, made the statement 
that there has come to thelr official 
knowledge that within a short time an 
attempt has been made by certaln con- 
victs now confined in the penitentiary 
to manufacture counterfeit silyer 
coing. But a few pieces were made, 
and a number of these have come Into 
the possession of the inspectors, to- 
gether with metals and dies used, the 
attempt thus being nipped in the bud. 
The evidence in the case is not yet 
complete, but all that has been  se- 
cured has been submitted to the United 
States authorities.” 

Mr. Vaux refused to give any more 
details than contained in his statement. 
From other sources, however, it was 
learned that dimes, quarters and half 
dollars were the coins manufactured. 
The discovery was made several days 
ago and United States secret service of- 
ficials were immediately called in. 
Their investigation, it is learned, is still 
in progress, their principal object being 
to learn whether there was collusion be- 
tween the convicts and employes of the 
institution. 

It is believed the discovery of 
counterfeiters in the prison was the re- 
sult of the investigation now being car- 
ried on in the place as a result of the 
irregularities in the cigar department. 
These irregularities became public Liat- 
ter last week, and pending an investi- 
gation, Warden Daniel Bussinger and 
the overseer of the cigar department 
were temporarily relieved from duty 
ond the penitentiary placed in charge of 
Rey. Joseph Welch, the chaplain. 

It is alleged that thousands of cigars 
made by convicts are unaccounted for, 
that thousands of them did not contain 
internal reyenue stamps and that in 
many instances the law requiring prison 
made cigars to be stamped “convict 
made” was ignored. How long this has 
been carried on is yet to be learned. 

The government of the penitentiary 
is vested in a board of five inspectors 
appointed by the governor who serve 
without salary. This board is now 
making an inspection of each branch of 
the institution and has employed an ex- 
pert accountant to go over the books, 
In addition to this the internal revenue 
cfficers are carrying on a separate in- 
vestigation. Warden Bussinger has 
been permitted to engage an accountant 
to protect his interests in the matter of 
his accounts,

BUNCOED BANKERS 


Blick Individual Has Given Boston 
Police the Slip 

Boston, Sept. 14.—No trace has been 
found of the smooth-talking man eall- 
ing himself Norman H. Poor, who 
swindled E. H. Gay & Co. out of $15; 
000 worth of bonds last Thursday. His 
boldness and cleverness have amazed 
the police officials. 

Messenger Hooper, who delivered the 
goods, reports that when he called at 
Poor's office on Thursday Poor had 
the check ready and handed it to him. 
The check later proved to be worthless. 
The messenger did not see Poor make 
it out. 

This will cause the police no end of 
trouble. They will have to show that 
Poor forged the check. They hope to 
be able to prove that the writing is the 
same as that on the check given to 
Harris & Co. Ten thousand circulars 
were sent out yesterday by the police 
to all the large cities. 

The man is pronounced one of the 
slickest swindlers that the police have 
had to deal with in years. Twice with- 
in nine months he bas operated, and 
he has carried away $30,000. 

The first job was when this slick 
stranger went to the banking house of 
N. W. Harris & Co. and gave a forged 
check for $15,006 in return for railroad 
bonds, Only $5000 worth of these 
bonds wer2 ever traced, It is thought 
the balance were sold in Europe, 

Today at 3 o'clock, when the New 
York and Boston exchanges close, the 
police will be able to tell whether the 
bonds were sold in either city since 
Thursday. 


Wind Blew Ninety Miles an Hour 

Nassau, Bahamas, Sept. 14.—A severe 
hurricane here came without warning 
by cable, the wind blowing 90 miles an 
hour. Great damage has been done to 
vegetution and farm producs, while 
the fruit have been ruined.

EXPLOSION OF ALCOHOL 


On Deck of the O'ympia With throat! 


Fatal Resu'ts 


SAILORS HAD SMUGGLED IT 


——_— 


Was Being Emptied Into Tauk on 


Cruiser Wheu Fumes of Spirits Be 
came Ignited—Corporal Roasted to 


Death and an Apprentice Dies 


Norfolk, Sept. 14.—Lieutenant Con. 
mander Van Dozer, executive officer of 
the cruiser Olympia, has given out an 
official statement of the facts attending 


the explosion of a barrel of alcohol on 


the cruiser’s deck Saturday night, 
causing the death of Corporal Yerkes, 
U. S. M. C., the fatal injury of Ap- 


prentice Seifert and the serious injury 
of Classmaster-at-Arms Caster and Ap- 
prentice Spavey, in addition the 
burning of the cruiser’s forward awn- 
ings and awning supports, ‘The explo- 
sion resulted indirectly from the 
smuggling of alcohol into the navy yard 
by members of the cruiser’s crew, 
The statement of Lieutenant Com 
mander Van Dozer says: “The entire 
crew of the Olympia were returning 
aboard after 40 hours’ sbore liberty, 
when a fivye-gallon water breaker full of 
alcoho] was discovered in the forward 
turret. The executive oflicer at once 
ordered a thorough search of tle s 
and yard in her vicinity to find any 
other spirits that might have been 
smuggled. The cruiser is in dry dock 
and all her small boats are iined along 
the wharf near the dry dock. Between 
two of these boats two men were dis- 
covered. One fled and escaped in the 
darkness. The other was placed under 


lo 


arrest. Where the men were hiding 
was found a full barrel of alcohol. It 
was, by order, carried aboard the 


Olympia to be emptied into the alcohol 
tank on the aft deck. 
“This tank being full, the barrel was 


earried forward by Corporal Yerkes, 
Seifert, Spavey and Caster. In the 


meantime the crew was called to quar- 
ters and every man accounted for. 

“While the men were in line auswer- 
ing the roll the detachment with the 
barrel began pouring its contents into 
a tank on the port side of the forward 
turret. They had scarcely begun when, 
in a manner yet to be ascertained, the 
fumes of the spirits became ignited 
and exploded with terrific force. Both 
ends of the barrel were blown out, fol- 
lowed by a torrent of burning aleoshol 
that spread in a flood of flames over 
the forward maindeck. 

“Yerkes was struck in the head by a 
stave from the barrel and fell into the 
burning mass. He was roasted to 
death. The other men were struck by 
flying fragments of the barrel, but were 
knocked away from the centre of the 
fire and thus two of them escaped fatal 
injury, but Seifert was horribly burned 
and so injured that Le eannot recover. 

“It was first thought a tank of 
smokeless powder had exploded and the 
crew for a moment broke ranks, but in 
a second recovered from the siudden- 
ness of the shock and turned to witha 
will to save their injured shipmates and 
extinguish the fire, which already was 
gaining headway on the cruiser’s deck. 
This done, the injured men were hur- 
ried to the marine hospitul.” 

Seifert died last night.

BULGARIA’S LAST WORD 


Will Go to War Unless Powers 
Immediately Intervene 


TURKEY NOT UNPREPARED 


Has Profited by German Advice In 
Recent Years—Suspicion That Russia 
Is Aiding Revolutionists to Check 


austrian Influence In the Balkans 


London, Sept. 14.—Rumor from 
Vienna and elsewhere is very busy this 
morning regarding the Balkan crisis, 
and while it is impossible to confirm the 
more sensational statements, there is 
accumulation of evidence that some vyio- 
lept solution cannot long be delay ed. 

‘the Sofia correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph sends another long dispatch 
warmly defending Bulgaria’s patient 
and quixotic attitude of loyalty towards 
the porte and the powers, and denounc- 
ing Europe’s Indifference to the wiping 
out of a large Christian community. 
He says: 

“Bulgaria bas displayed unexampled 
moderation. Her last urgent request to 
the powers was that they should com- 
pel Turkey to suppress the rising by 
legitimate methods of warfare, but to 
spare women and children from indigni- 
ties and massacre. But even this 
Christian Europe has refused and now 
Prince Ferdinand’s government, having 
carefully considered the question and 
aware of the disastrous consequence 
which the powers threaten Bulgaria 
if she intervenes, has decided that it 
cannot longer neglect its sacred duty to 
prevent the Christian population being 
done to death. 

“In a couple of days more the die 
will be cast and Bulgaria will do her 
duty. An official communication will 
be made to the powers in the above in- 
dicated sense and forthwith the neces- 
sary measures will be taken and only 
countermanded if the powers inme- 
diately intervene. ‘This is Bulgaria‘’s 
last word. The moral responsibility will 
fall upon Christian Europe even if the 
material consequences have to be en- 
dured by Bulgaria.” 

A dispatch from Constantinople to 
The Standard says large forces are be- 
ing collected to the north and north- 
west of Constantinople, where, in the 
event of war, the first fighting is ex- 
pected to occur, and though allusions to 
any plan of campaign is strictly cen- 
sured it may be assumed that German 
udvice during recent years has not left 
Turkey unprepared this time. 

From Vienna comes the semi-oflicial 
statement that Austria has again pro- 
posed to the powers to admonish Bul- 
garia, but that so far nothing has come 
to the proposal. The Neues Pester 
Journal, often well informed, accuses 
Russia of openly assisting the Mace- 
donian revolutionists, even sending 
them arms, her object being to yrad- 
ually exclude Austria from influence 
in Balkan affairs. The paper even al- 
leges that the Austrian government 
has asked Count Lamsdorf, the Rus- 
sinn foreign minister, to expliin this 
ambiguous dealing. 

The Albanian and Turkish troops 
collected in the vilayet of Adrianople 
appear to be pursuing their usual tactics 
of burning and plundering the villages 
and killing the peasants instead of 
making an attempt to break up the in- 
surgent bands. 

Very little news fs filtering through 
from Monastir, but all reports agree 
that the position of the Christians is 
desperate, The Turks are making a 
clean sweep of the whole Bulgarian 
element. The Albanian soldiers in the 
vilayet of Adrianople are stated to be 
entirely beyond control. At Kostursco 
the influential beys complained to the 
officers of the excesses conimitted by 
the troops. The officers resented the 
criticism and told the soldiers that the 
beys were friends of the revolutionists, 
whereupon the soldiers burned the 
beys’ farms. 

The Turks have burned the villages 
of Almagik and Frikler, in the district 
of Losengrad. They beheaded 22 Bul- 
garians at Almagik in the presence of 
their families. 

Twelve thousand troops are assem- 
bled around Malkotonovo and are en- 
gaged in pillaging and burning the yil- 
lages. The population everywhere is 
fleeing to the forests and mountains. 
All the Turkish population in the dis- 
trict of Losengrad has received arms; 
even the boys have revolvers. 

The Albanian soldiers proveeding 
from Odrin to Losengrad plundered 
the villnages en route, robbed the 
churches and burned the yillage of 
Korakoj. Another body of Alvanians

A supply of fuel will have to be tak- 
en north in a tender and perhaps trans- 
ported to Grant Land by the most labo- 
rious methods, so as to enable the tug 
to return, if she gets that far north, 
with the least possible delay after the 
dash to the pole has been made.

THE BERLIN SUBWAY. 


Lessons Learned From the Disaster 
In Paris. 

The Berlin Tageblatt reports that; 
notwithstanding the assurance of the 
electrical underground railway author- 
ities in Berlin to the effect that the line 
is proof against accident similar to that 
which occurred recently in Paris, the 
official commission appointed to inves- 
tigate the conditions under which the 
line is worked has ordered the installa- 
tion of a number of additional safety 
appliances. 

These include the more adequate 
lighting of the tunnels by a system en- 
tirely impervious to external influences. 
It has also been decided that any em- 
ployee on the trains shall be enabled 
to shut off the currents at any point so 
as to prevegt the approach of other 
trains. 

Experiments are to be made with a 
special air shaft capable of dispelling 
the most blinding smoke. All the men 
employed on the line are to undergo a 
special drill to enable them to act 
promptly in cases of emergency. Print- 
ed instructions are also to be issued to 
the public. The company is especially 
asked to avoid overcrowding. 


Novel Streets For London. 
, Im his evidence before the London 
traffic commission the other day the 
chief engineer of the London county 
council described three new types ef 
street to meet the congested traffic diff_i- 
culty, says the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. One of these involved a scheme 
to divide the road into two parts—one 
reserved for motor and other quick 
traffic and the other for surface trains 
and slow traffic, with a subway for 
single decked trains.

APPEAL TO THE POWERS 


To Check Systematic Devas- 


tation of Macedonia 


BULGARIA’S PLAIN WORDS 


Indicate That Probabilities of Turco- 
Bulgar'an War Are Greater Than 
Ever—Turkey Said to Have Powers’ 
Endorsement to Crush Rebellion 
Without a Display of Mercy 


Sofia, Sept. 15.—The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment, through its foreign repre- 
sentatives, has addressed a note to the 
great powers declaring that the porte 
is systematically devastating Mace- 
Christian 
Further, it says, Turkey 


donia and massacreing the 
population. 
has ivbilized her whole army, which 
cauinot possibly be for the sole purpose 
of suppressing the revolution. ‘There- 
fore, the Bulgarian zovernment ap- 
peals to the humane sentiment of 
Europe to prevent the continuance of 
the massacres aud devastation and to 
stop the mobilization of the Turkish 
army. The memorandum concludes 
with the plain statement that unless 
the powers intervene Bulgaria will be 
forced to take such measures 1s she may 
deem necessary. 

While it is possible that a Turco- 
Bulgarian war may even yet be averted, 
the probabilities of such an encounter 
were never greater than at the present 
moment. The note to the powers, the 
most decided step yet taken by the 
principality, was dictated not only by 
the alarming report; of ~ wholesale 
massacres and devastation daily ar- 
riving, but even more by the indifference 
of the powers towards the severity of 
Turkey’s repressive measures, 

People here consider that the ansiety 
of the powers seems to be manifested 
chiefly in repeated admonitions to the 
porte to suppress the revolution with 
all speed and energy possible. Tele- 
grams from Gonstantinople assert that 
the ambassadors had urged the sultan’s 
government to suppress the insurrec- 
tion without any consideration of mercy 
and not to hesitate to burn and destroy 
the villages or take any other steps 
which might be deemed necessary. 

These dispatches, though of doubtful 
origin and possibly not worthy of se- 
rious acceptation, are not entirely out of 
harmony with the reports previously 
received here. The Bulgarian ministry, 
there appears to belittle doubt, in face 
of the strongest pressure from within 
and without, has endeavord to main- 
tain strict neutrality, but it uppears 
very possible that the goverument may 
now depart from this position. 

Warned by previous disastrous ex- 


periences, the revolutionary leaders 
have decided to adopt only guerilla 
tactics in eastern Macedonia. The 


policy of occupying towns and yillages 
has proved a mistake; as it has usually 
resulted in Turkey reoccupying the vil- 
lages, destroying everything and kill- 
ing the inhabitants, the insurgents be- 
ing hampered in their operations by the 
women and children, A guerilla war- 
fare is expected to exhaust the Turks 
much sooner, while the unhampered 
bands can move wore easily and more 
rapidly. It is hoped that the pew 
tactics will result in the women and 
children being spared unnecessary dan- 
gers. 

The insurgents now have nearly 2000 
men armed with rifies in eastern Muce- 
donia and thousands of peasants are 
ready to jojn their forces when a general 
rising has been preclaimed. This step 
is being delayed until the supply of 
rifes, cartridges and dynamite ig re-

New bands, aggregating 1600 
men, are reported to be on their way to 
the frontier. The ‘furkish forces now in 
eastern Macedonia are estimated at 
17,000. 

The peasants are welcoming the in- 
surgents everywhere with the greatest 
enthusiasm. The bands are experienc- 
ing greut difficulty in obtaining arms. 
it is believed that not a single rifle can 
be found in Sofia outside the garrison. 

The Bulgarian government jis re- 
ported to have protested against 
Austria’s action in intercepting the 10,- 
000,000 cartridges ordered in Hungary 
for which Bulgarian money hus been 
paid to the contractors. 

A panic prevails in the town of Veles. 
The soldiers permit no one to leave 
Veles and the peasants in the surround- 
ing villages have all been killed and 
their villages destroyed. Complaints 
made to the civil and military authori- 
ties have been without ayail. 

Severe fighting has occurred near the 
town of Okrida, in which the Turks 


lost heavily, but the bands were 
forced to retire. “An engagement be- 
tween the Turks and insurgents has 


taken place at Ribartzi, near Kitschevo, 
and there again the Turks had many 
killed and wounded, while the insurgent 
casualties amounted to three. ‘The vil- 
lages of Tzetina and Skotchivir, in the 
same district, have been destroyed and 
their inhabitants massacred. 


No Restriction on Working Hours

partment of commerce and labor pro- 
viding that boats working in harbors 
and ports should not be navigated more 
than 12 hours continuously out of 24, 
said that no such rule had been adopted 
er consid2red and that there was no 
restriction whatever upon the number 
of hours a steamer should be navigated 
provided she had sufficient crew to in- 
sure safety at all times.

k Wakes Up 


High School Enlargement Question, 


WAY FOUR WEEKS: 


J. Walter Bradlee of Milton 
Is Missing. 


A Summer Resident at 
Rock Island. 


Widely Known as Auctioneer and 
Office Holder. 


Selectman J. Walter Bradlee of Mil- 
ton, well known in real estate circles 
in Milton and Boston, and prominent 
in Norfolk county republican politics, 
has disappeared, says the Globe. 

His business and social friends began 
to note his absence from town late in 
August, but as that was during the 
hight of the vacation period, nothing 
in particular was thought of it, as it 
was surmised that Mr. Bradlee was 
away for that reason. 

A week or so ago his close personal | 
friends began to suspect that there was 
something wrong, as nothing had been 
heard of Mr. Bradlee. His wife told| 
those who inquired that she bad not 
seen or heard ofshim since the morning 
of Aug. 20, when he left his home at 
the usual hour to attend to business. 
She bas been looking for his return 
daily since Aug. 20, and has not yet 
given up hope that he will return. 

Mrs. Bradlee has consulted lawyer 
Fred H. Williams of Brookline, and the 
latter has bcen waiting patiently for 
two weeks, hoping that Mr. Bradlee 
would return. 

Mr, Williams is an old friend of the 
Bradlees and Mr. Bradlee has acted as 
agent for the former in managing prop- 
erty. Just before Mr. Bradlee’s dis- 
appearance he called on Mr. Williams 
at his Boston office and the two talked 
over the former’s affairs. Mr. Williams 
says that he has gone over Mr. Brad- 
lee’s affairs and has endeavored to 
straighten things out. 

‘*So far as I have been able to Jearn, 
Mr. Bradlee’s indebtedness can all be 
taken care of, if he will return and 
resume his business,’’ said Mr. Wil- 
liams to a Globe reporter . yesterday. 
‘‘T know nothing of his whereabouts, ’’ 
he added. ‘‘I hope he will return for 
his family’s sake. He seemed to be 
devoted to his children, and when his 
wife was sick last summer he was kind 
and attentive to her. I don’t think 
there is anything in the stories about 
family troubles leading to his dis- 
appearance. Mrs. Bradlee, I am sure 
is anxious for his return.’’ 

Some of Mr. Bradlee’s personal 
friends said last evening that they have 
noticed of late that he had kept late 
hours and had contracted bad habits, 
and they expressed the fear that his 
mind has been temporarily affected. 

Mr. Bradlee’s father, whose name he 
bears, was one of the shrewdest poli- 
ticians of Norfolk county and figured 
prominently in the famous Elijah Morse 
campaigns for councillor and congress. 
While suffering from an attack of the 
grip, a few years ago, theelder Bradlee 
hanged himself. The senior Bradlee 
was very popular in Milton and the son 
inherited much of his father’s popular 
ways. 

Mr. Bradlee is about37 yearsold. He 
has been prominent in town affairs and 
has always been regarded as one of the 
leading and most progressive business 
men of the town. In 1901 he was a 
member’ of the legislature. Heis a 
Mason and belongs to a number of po- 
litical clubs. 

The family of Mr. Bradlee have for a 
number of years been summer residents 
at Houghs Neck, his father being one 
of the earliest to discover the beauties 
of that resort.

mittees had laid themselves open to 
criticism by the delay on High school 
enlargement, and the school was over- 
crowded. 

Councilman Nickerson would have 
the criticism placed where it belongs, 
on the Council of 1902 and the School 
Committee. There had been no delay 
in the Finance Committee. There 
should be no undue haste now. 

Councilman Polk opposed laying on 
the table. The enlargement of the 
High schoo] bad been before the City 
Council long enough, and should be 
advanced. It was.taken from the 
Committee on Public Buildings and 
referred to the joint committee to hurry 
it along, but had caused delay. It was 
a scandal and a shame to crowd 600 
pupils into a building designed for but 
350. There had been but one set of 
complete plans before the committees. 

Councilman Nickerson asked how 
long the Committee on Public Build- 
ings had considered plans, 

Councilman Polk reiterated that the 
committee would baye reported before 
the summer vacation if it hud not been 
taken out of their hands. 

Councilman Langelier took issue with 
Councilman Nickerson who claimed 
that the Finance Committee had done 
all the work. Said committee had 
really done nothing on the Gould plans, 
but they had seéured a fourth set of 
plans, It was not the Committee on 
Public Buildings that had caused delay 
as that committee had two plans early 
inzthe year. I have never seen specifi- 
cations for the Wright plans, but the 
Gould plans had specifications. 

Councilman Nickerson, in answer, 
said that it was at his personal request 
that Mr. Gould appeared before the 
committee, He was anxious to put 
through the enlargement, but not with 
undue haste. 

Councilman Polk said that the gentle- 
man could hardly claim that it was at 
his personal request, as the committee 
passed a yote requesting the architects 
to appear, 

Continuing Councilman Polk asked if 
there were complete plans for the 
Wright building. He claims that 
there were not. It was not fair to 
Messrs Gould to juggle with their 
planus so long. I have attended every 
meeting and have not seen complete 
plans and specification for the Wright 
building. 

Councilman Thompson claimed there 
were complete plans by both architects 
before the joint committee.’ He favored 
laying on the table. 


At the request of Councilman Polk, 
the communication of the School Com- 
mittee in June, approving the plans 
with somé changes, was read. 

Councilman Polk claimed that the 
communication spoke for itself. That 
the committee immediately referred the 
communication to Messrs. Gould and 
that within a week the changes were 
ready to submit back to the Schonl 
Committee. 

The Washington school building at 
Quincy Point was started last Novem- 
ber and was still unfinished. The en- 
largement of the High should be 
started right away, so that it will be 
ready next September. He would like 
to have order come to a vote tonight. 
He had heard there was an effort to 
delay until next year. 

Councilman Nickerson had no doubt 
but an appropriation order would pass 
be_fore Noy. 1. He doubted if the en- 
largement could be made under the 
Gould plans for $45,000. 

Councilman Polk said the architects, 
stood ready to give bonds to do it.

Important Phase In British 
Pottical History 


BALFOUR IS UNFLINCHING 


Will Neither Resign Nor Dissolve 
Parliament—May Effect a Cemnines! 
mise In the Line of Fiscal “Inquiry” 
—Hoots For Chamberlain 


London, Sept. 15.—The ministers kept 
secret the discussions of yesterday's 
cabinet council so effectively that the 
Speculation as to the results is almost 
nhugatory and the government press 
organs today offer the most conflicting 
accounts of what took place at the 
meeting. 

The Daily Telegraph, which is prob- 
ably the best informed, asserts that the 
cabinet crisis Was postponed until this 
evening and the discussion of the fiscal 
question will be continued at the re- 
sumed meeting today, but that what- 
ever may be the upshot Premier Bal- 
four wil) neither resign, dissolve parlia- 
ment nor summon an autumn session. 
The Daily Telegraph also scouts the 
idea of 2 royal commission being ap- 
pointed to consider the whole fiscal 
question. 

The Standard, on the other hand, as- 
serts equally positively that the fiscal 
inquiry was finished and that the ad- 
journed meeting will deal with foreign 
policy. If understands that the ques- 
tion of imposing preferential tariffs or 
of any innovation in Great Britain's 
fiscal policy has been shelved until an 
appeal can be made to the country, and 
that during the existence of the pres- 
ent parliament the action of the minis- 
ters will be confined to discussion and 
inquiry. 

Amid these conflicting reports an 
agreement is found in the most au- 
thoritative quarters on one point, name- 
ly, that Premier Balfour has again suc- 
ceeded in inducing his colleagues to 
agree to some sort of compromise 
Which will keep the present ministry ia 
ottice, though it will probably be slight- 
ly reorganized, and that this compro- 
mise is most likely a continuance of the 
policy of “inquiry.” Any action on the 
fiscal question wili thus be shelved 
and for the details of the eempromise 
it will probably be necessary to wait 
for Mr. Balfour's promised speech. 

Inasmuch as Prime Minister Balfour 
will open the great fight at Sheffield 
and will be quickly followed by Mr. 
Chamberlain at Glasgow such further 
meetings can only be regarded as con- 
tinuation of the session of next Monday. 
It is reasonabie to suppose that these 
men will be divided ihto at least two 
parties, who in a fortnight will be con- 
tending against one another with the 
British electorate as judge and jury. 
October and November will be months 
of speeches. 

. Not since the fateful days when the 
cabinet framed an answer to I’resident 
Kruger’s ultimatum had such crowds 
gathered around Downing _ street. 
Irom early morning loiterers assem- 


| bled there in the hope of catching a 


glimpse of the political leaders, 

Mr. Balfour, who arrived in London 
from Scotland, went to Downing street 
early. There a number of treasury of- 
ficials were closeted with Balfour's 
secretaries, going over the statistics on 
which the cabinet is supposed to base 
its decision for or against free trade. 
Mr. Chamberlain, who was the central 
figure in the proceedings, came from 
Birmingham. 

Upon the arrival of Chamberlain at 
Downing street he was loudly hooted. 
A crowd of laborers employed on the 
new government buildings in course of 
erection nearby joined in this unusual 
demonstration against the colonial sec- 
retary. Mr. Chamberlain showed his 
customary indifference to this recep- 
tion. The police eventually were 
obliged to form double lines from Bal- 
four’s house to the foreign office, so as 
to enable the cabinet ministers to en- 
ter the latter place. 


Palma’s Triumphal Tour 

Havana, Sept. 15.—President Palma 
received an enthusiastic send-off from 
Havana on his departure on a tour of 
eastern Cuba. The inhabitants of the 
smaller villages onthe railroad as- 
sembled at the station and cheered as 
the beflagged locomotive and hand- 
some train passed through. At the 
larger towns the rural guards were 
drawn up and saluted, bands played and 
the officials paid their formal respects 
to the president. 


Permanent Receivers For Rallroad 
Jersey City, Sept. 15.—Vice Chancel- 
lor Pitney has made permanent the ap- 
pointment of Messrs. Hardenberg and 
Rose as receivers for the Cohila and 
Pacific Railroad company, operating 
between Saltillo and Terreon, Mex. 
The bill of complaint says the road is 
without funds to operate. 


Court Officials Were In Peril 

St. Johns, Sept. 15.—Steamer E. N. 
Graham, with Newfoundland supreme 
circuit court aboard, ran on the rocks 
near Little Bay. The judges and court 
officials were rescued from their peril- 
wis position by boats from the shore. 
he vessel was afterward brought into 
harbor here for repairs.

mbre Joke on Warden Bussinger 

of Eastern Penitentiary 

Washington, Sept. 15—Just one 
glint of humor lights the sombre char- 
acter of the news about the discovers of 
a successful coin-counterfeiting plant 
run by the convicts in the eastern state 
penitentiary of Penmsylvania. ‘Two 
years ago, when the secret service was 
still running down trails in the famous 
Lancaster counterfeiting conspiracy, 
and had locked up, two of its victims, 
Taylor and Bredell, in Moyamensinyg 
prison to await sentence, it made the 
startling discovery that these experts 
were actually manufacturing bogus 
notes in their cells, with an apparatus 
smuggled in to them and occupying no 
more space than a cigar box. 

Warden Motherwell was much 
chagvined at finding that such a thing 
could go on for any time undetected 
under his very nose, but he couid get no 
sympathy from Warden Bussinger of 
the eastern penitentiary, who could not 
understand how that sort of thing 
could possibly exist in an institution 
properly conducted. It is now appar- 
ently his turn to look elsewhere for 
consideration. 


More Croockedn:ss Unearthed 

Philadelphia, Sept. 15.—Following 
closely in the sensational discovery of 
a counterfeiting plant inside the walls 
of the eastern penitentiary, it {s learned 
that a shortage of 300,000 stockings 
has been discovered in the stocking de- 
partment. They disappeared since the 
first of the year. 


Swindling Nobleman Caught 

Rochester, Sept. 15.—A clever arrest 
Was made here by Detective Maguire 
inthe person of one Jules De Agreneff, 
known as the “count.” Maguire spot- 
ted the fellow from a description sent 
out by the Omaha police stating that 
he was wanted in Nebraska for for- 
gery. He is supposed to be a Russian 
nobleman. He speaks several languages 
fluently and documents with him vouch- 
ing for his rank as a Russian nobleman.

‘The men met at the appointed 
hour and place arid both weapons were 
discharged at the same instant and both 
men fell dead, one with a bullet through 
his brain and the otker with a bullet 
through his heart. 


Preparing For Tillman Trial 

Spartansburg, S. C. Sept. 15.—At/ 
torneys representing tne state in the 
case of James H. Tillman, charged 
with the murder of Editor Gonzales, 
have asked for the revocation of the 
order appointing Judge Townsend to 
preside at the coming trial. ‘The objec- 
tions are on technicalities.

The ship's 
steering gear broke and she floated at 
will, finally breaking into three pieces. 
The captain and mates and 14 of the 
crew were saved.

Numerous Charges Against Indian

Washington, Sept. 15.—Charles J. 
Bonaparte of Baltimore, with whom 
Secretary Hitchcock has been in nego- 
tiation during the last week, has con- 
sented to undertake the investigation 
of the charges affecting the administra- 
tion of Indian Territory. 

Mr. Bonaparte was, and still is, one 
of the special counsel retained by the

He is simply given 
charge of the whole business, with an 
absolutely free band, and his wishes 
will be consulted as to any staff of as- 
sistants he may need in his work. leis 
to organize his campaign on any lines 
he chooses, carry it out in his own way, 
and take as long or short a time as 
he deems for the best interest of the 
government. He will simply he looked 
to for results, without having to ac- 
count for his-metbods. 

It has been from the start Secretary 
Hitchcock’s desire to find a man who 
will rot hesitate to take a scamp by the 
neck and drag him out wherever found, 
rgardless of the “influence” behind him. 
Mr. Bonaparte’s career as a civil ser- 
vice reformer has proved that he hasa 
keen scent for rascality, absolute fear- 
lessness, and no squeamishness about 
calling a spade a spade when it comes 
to facing a lawbreaker or when it comes 
to making a report. He is a member of 
the Indian Rights association, of the 
board of Indian commissioners and of 
the executive committee of the National 
Civil Service Reform league. 

There are numerots reports and 
charges against officials on file in the 
department which will be taken up in 
the course of the it.vestigation, but they 
have not been given to the public, and 
in several Instances the existence of the 
papers has been denied. It is Secre- 
tary Hitchcock’s manifest purpose to 
shape and control the investigation 
without regard to public opinion, and 
he does not intend to allow newspaper 
publications to give any sudden or sur- 
prising turns to the work which he has 
decided to intrust to the special in- 
vestigator. 

The experience of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne during the past summer has 
established wu permanent warning, 
which Mr. Hitchcock has been prompt 
to appreciate. However, without this 
experience of Mr. Payne's, the secre- 
tary would have pursued, no doubf, the 
same course, as it Is in line with his 
lifelong rule of administrative action. 
Whether the scope of the investigation 
will be such as to require the pre- 
sentation of evidenee before any grand 
jury and the prosecution of any person 
because of the gigantic robberies that 
have been in progress against the In- 
dians, is not made the subject of pre- 
diction among interior department of- 
ficials. 

Nor is there any disposition to Indi- 
eate whether there will be included in 
the scope of the investigation the mat- 
ter of leases of coal and oil lands, 
which has been conducted in a manner 
to segregate nearly all these properties 
in one control. At best, it is expected 
that the investigation will not conclude 
the whole subject of complaint, and 
that eventually there will be an investi- 
gation authorized by congress, prob- 
bly by the house of representatives,

Cider Apple Sauce. 

Clder apple sauce is an old tims 
dainty which deserves better than to 
be forgotten. It differs from apple 
butter, as the quartered apples are not 
boiled to pulp, but preserved in the 
clear sirup of the condensed cider. 
Boil sweet cider down to one-fourth or 
one-fifth its quantity and add solid 
subacid apples, pared, cored and quar- 
tered, with one-fourth their weight in 
sugar. Boil them very slowly till they 
look lucid without losing their shape, 

take out carefully with a wooden skim- 

mer without breaking and boil the 
sirup till it is thick, then pour it over 
the apples. No spice goes into this to 
impair the high flavored apples of 
which it should be made. It should 
be a light amber preserve, thick as 
honey.

Bulgaria also declines all 
responsibility for the events at Adrime 
ple, which, it & clainied, ave due to the 
persecution of the Bulgarian popula- 
tion. Finally, Bulgaria states that the 
Turkish government is prolonging a 
situation filled with perils to the princi- 
pality and points out that there is dan- 
ger of a catastrophe disastrous to both 
countries. 

No important step is likely to be 
taken at the present critica! juncture, 
pending the return to the capital of 
Prince Ferdinand and a reply from the 
powers or some intimation from them 
in response to Bulgaria’s note. 

The air here is filled with rumors of 
mobilization. It is alleged that the 
first three divisions of the army hay- 
ing their centres at Sofia, Phillippopo- 
lis and Slivno have been called out. In 
official quarters, however, it Is declared 
that the only step actually decided up- 
on is the summoning to the colors of 
the men of the first three divisions 
who retired from the army during the 
last three years. ‘This will give a force 
of some 10,000 men, who will be chiefly 
employed in strengthening the troops 
along the frontier. 

It is expected that a week will suflice 
to enable the ministry to judge of the 
extent to wldéch its final appeal to 
the powers is likely to prove success- 
ful. Doubts are expressed in diplo- 
matic circles whether the Bulgarian 
note will bring any decisive results, but 
there is every disposition to recognize 
the sincerity of the ministry's attitude 
and its complete justification for issu- 
ing such a document in view of the 
immense forces that Turkey is gather- 
ing in threatening proximity to the 
Bulgarian frontier. 

It is stated that the porte has pro- 
tested to Austria against Austrian and 
Hungarian firms being allowed to fur- 
nish the Bulgarian government with 
cartridges at the present time.

Learn That They Cannot Insult 
American Flag 
San Juan, P. R., Sept. 16—Eduardo 


Looked Upon With Disfavor| Conde and Leonidas Guillot, two So- 


by Secretary Moody 


DID NOT EXERCISE DUE CARE 


In Directing Target Practice on the 
Massachusetts, With the Result That 
Nine Lives Were Sacrificed—Nation 
Expects Much of Naval Officers 


Washington, Sept. i6—Secretary 
Moody bas disapproved the findings in 
the case of Ensign Ward IF. Wortman, 
U. S. N., who was tried by court 
martial and acquitted of the charge of 


culpable inefficiency in the performance 
of duty. Wortman, on Jan. 15 last, of 
San Juan, was in charge of the third 
gun division on the Massachusetts, in- 
cluding the two 8-iInch guns in the 
starboard after turret, when one of 
them, during target practice, exploded, 
injuring nine enlisted men, al] of whom 
afterward died. 

The court of inquiry found Wortman 
guilty of error of judgment in giving 
an order to open the breech of the 
gun for the purpose of returning to the 
electrical firing while the gun was 
loaded and the lanyard was led out 
and hooked to the trigger. The court 
recommended that no further proceed- 
ings be had in the matter. The secre- 
tary, however, ordered a court martial 
on the basis of the finding. Wortman 
was acquitted by this court. 

Secretary Moody differs from the 
court’s finding that there was insuf- 
ficient evidence to prove that the Icn- 
yard led out and was hooked when the 
order to open the breech was given. 

In his review the secretary says: 
“The case can be stated in a few 
words. Being under orders to fire by 
electricity and seeing No. 5 (of the 
crew) had cocked the lock and thus 
broken the circuit, the accused ordered 
the breech to be opened with the gun 
loaded, the lanyard led out and hooked 
to the trigger of the lock. 

“After a careful review of all the 
evidence I aim of the opinion that the 
accused failed to exercise the care 
which was required of him; that in 
giving the order to open the breech 
of the gun under the circumstances 
which the evidence , Proves /}he was 
negligent; that the death of nine en- 
listed men resulted from his negligence, 
and that in what he did and failed to 
do in the premises he was guilty of 
culpable inefficiency in the perform- 
ance of duty. 

“Officers in the naval service are se- 
lected with great care; they are trained 
and educated by the nation and re- 
quired to meet a standard of mental 
and physical excellence which is beyond 
the reach of the average man. Much 
is expected of them and, happily, the 
expectatiog.Jjs not often disappointed. 
They are piaced in charge of compli- 
cated mechanism; they deal with the 
most dangerous forces known to man- 
kind; they command men whose duty 
it is to obey withvut questions. In the 
exercise of these high functions there 
is rightfully demanded of them knowl- 
edge, discretion, prudence and a care 
and foresight proportionate to the con- 
sequences which may follow any de- 
fault. Ensign Wortman failed to ex- 
ercise the care and skill and foresight 
which the United States hus the right 
to expect from one who holds its com- 
mission as an officer of the navy.” 

The action of the secretary does not 
affect the court’s finding. 


Death of Ex-Senator Kelly 

Washington, Sept. 16.--James K. 
Kelly, formerly United States senator 
from Oregon, died at his residence here, 
aged 84. He was a native of Penn- 
sylvania. In 1870 he was elected to the 
United States senate, where ke served 
one term and on his retirement was 
appointed chief justice of the supreme 
court of Oregon, which position he held 
until 1882. 


Bill Devery Turned Down

Marie, Mich., Sept. 16.—A fire which 
originated in Klosser’s candy store 
here, and which is still burning, has 
‘pstroyed an entire block of stores in 
the heart of the business district. The 
damage already done aniounts to about 
$700,000. - 


Creditors Mourn His Departure 

New York, Sept. 16—The World 
says: Benjamin J. Ogden, mayor and 
leading lawyer of Keyport, N. J., has 
disappeared, leaving debts of $100,000 
and small assets. He had in his hands 


pumerous large trust estates for set- 
Uement, 
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clalists, who spoke in a recent meeting 
of the American Federation of Labor, 


were put on trial for insulting the 
American flag and threatening the life 
of Governor Hf&nt. Their speeches 
teemed with abuse of the governnient. 
One of the pfisoners was accused of 
advising the workmen, upon the return 
of Governor Hunt on Oct. 4 from the 
United States, to parade, carrying 
black flags, and then to make demands 
upon the government. If these demands 
were refused, the speaker added, the 
alternative of killing Governor Hunt 
remained. The other orator was said to 
have declared that the American flag 
was a rag fit only to cover rascals and 
criminals. The accused denied the 
charges, 

They were tried before Justice Kopel, 
convicted of anarchistic conduct and 
sentenced to six months in prison. Jus- 
tice Kopel says the flag is higher than 
the law and anarchists need never ex- 
pect any mercy in his court. 

The case has established a precedent 
as a Porto Rican official warning that 
attacks on the flag and government 
must stop. The Americans and loyal 
Porto Ricans are jubilant, while the 
Socialists are angry at the decision. 
The convicted men will appeal from 
the judgment. 


Florida Storm Wrought Havoc 

Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 16.—Fur- 
ther news of the storm continues to ar- 
rive, though a large part of the storm 
swept area has not been beard from. 
Wires are still down and it is im- 
possible to get trains through on ac- 
count of washouts. Three negroes 
were killed by falling timbers near 
Gainesville. A dwelling and several 
cottages were wrecked. At Mulberry 
the phosphate plants are reported as 
greatly damaged. At Bartow the roof 
was blown from the Bartow house and 
from the residence of the president of 
the south Florida mill college. A nom- 
ber of mules were killed by the falling 
of a shed at Phospharin. From all 
parts of the state great damage to the 
turpentine industry is reported. 


Subsisted Twenty Days on Grapes 

Pascoag, R. I., Sept. 16—Weak and 
emaciated, William Corey of Kingston 
was found in an unused outbnilding at 
the farm of William Eddy, near this 
place. The man’s cries for help were 
overheard by a passing fisherman, who 
rendered the much needed assistance. 
Corey says that he fell ill 20 days ago 
while wood-chopping. No help was 
near, so he dragged himself to the out- 
building and waited patiently for the 
appearance of a possible pusserby. His 
only food supply for a period of nearly 
three weeks was the green grapes 
which grew abundantly near the out- 
house, and which he managed to obtain 
after much exertion. Cory will recover 
from his experience, 


Serlous Result of Fight 

Lynn, Mass., Sept. 16.—Th* police 
last night discovered ‘Tony Melus, a 
Polander, lying unconscious and bleed- 
ing on the sidewalk on Elmwood street, 
suffering from a bullet wound in the 
abdomen. Later Melus regained con- 
sciousness long enough to charge John 
Raulen with having shot him as the 
result of a fight a few days ago. The 
police are looking for Raulen. Melus 
may not recover. 


Benque Declared Insane 

New York, Sept. 16—Francls V. 
Benque, who was arrested on the charge 
of having written threatening letters to 
Secretary of State Hay, was brought 
before Justice Clarke in the supreme 
court and committed by him to the Man- 
hattan state asylum. Doctors who had 
examined Benque submitted a certifi- 
cate setting out that he was not in full 
possession of his faculties. 


Bark Abandoned at Sea 

Halifax, Sept. 16.—Schooner Blanche 
M. Rose has arrived at St. Pierre, Miq., 
with the captain and crew of the 
Norwegian bark Charles Ba}, aban- 
doned at Sea on Sept. 5, ina sinking 
condition. All the men were in an ex- 
hausted condition when taken off the 
bark, having pumped incessantly for 
several dys in an effort to keep the 
vessel afloat. 


Suit Against Labor Union 

New York, Sept. 16.—The Morse Iron 
Works and Dry Pock company of 
South Brooklyn and the Burlee Dry 
Dock company of Port Richmond, Ss. 
I, have instituted two suits for sums 
aggregating $40,000 against Brooklyn 
branches of the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists for damages al- 
leged to have been caused by recent 
strikes.

Berkshire Officers Apparently Think 
He Has a Bad Record

R. F. Outcault, whom Hunter repre- 
sented as the president of the Press 
Artists’ league in which he was _in- 
terested, has issued a statement re- 
pudiating Hunter and any knowledge 
of the man. 


SALVATION ARMY. 


Desirous of Raising Funds for a 
New Hall in This City. 


The Salvation Army bas for many 
years maintained a work amongst the 
Scandinavian speaking people in this 
city in a ball at No. 5 Franklin street. 
A good work has been accemplished 
amongst the ever increasing masses of 
people who do not atten@any of the 
regular places of worship, and many a 
young mun and woman has been res- 
cued from a life of sin and carelessness. 

The good work is still going on, but 
Capt. Stromgren says we find that

& more suitable place, so we have de- 
cided to build a hall of our own.

Negroes Want Free Libraries 

Chattanooga, Sept. 16.—Andrew Car- 
negle is to be asked to establish free 
libraries in Chattanooga and several 
other southern citigg for the exclusive 
use of negroes. Infiuential negroes 
have already sent a memorial to Mr 
Carnegie suggesting the idea and a 
delegation will call upon him. It Is 
pointed out that the negroes of south- 
ern cities in which Carnegie is estab- 
lishing libraries will be barred from 
the privileges of the institutions. Mr. 
Carnegie’s recent donation to Tuskegee 
institute showed that he is interested in 
the colored people of the south. 


Burrage Hospital. 


The Burrage hospital for crippled 
children on Bumkin island, which 
opened Jure 18, has closed. During 
the summer 203 children have beeu 
treated there, the largest number in 
one day having been 135. The season 
bas been very successfal, and a number 
of operations for hernia, appendicitis, 
etc., have been performed, and the 
patients have made a good recovery. 
The majority of all the patients have 
been crippled children, who have seemed 
to be greatly helped by the treatment, 
the good air and the healthful surround- 
ings. The superintendent has been Dr. 
J. Morris Strong and the matron Miss 
Bertha Carvel. 


Nation’s Contribution Available 
Washington, Sept. 16—The commit- 
tee appointed by the secretary of the 
treasury to examine the youchers and 
verify the accounts of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition company have re- 
ported that the youchers are in proper 
form and show, as claimed, an ex- 
penditure on the part of the company 
of $10,037,049.

The usual happy results have attended 
the excursions of this year, and no 
accident has occurred to mar the 
pleasure of the little ones. 


Fire Followed Explosion 

New York, Sept. 16.—The Broadway 
National bank building at 237 Broad- 
way, coruer of Park place, was gutted 
by fire this morning. There was an ex- 
plosion in the basement from some un- 
known cause and the fire immediately 
followed the elevator shaft to the roof. 
The whole interior of the seven-story 
building was soon ablaze.

Providence, Sept. 16—Overweighted 
with waters which had flowed through 
great seams in her hull, the old brig D. 
A. Small, which had been lying here 
since Jast April, made a _ spectacular 
dive to the bottom of the harbor. The 
craft had been leaking badly siiuce she 
returned from her last trip to Brava, 
Cc. V. I. The Small bad seen service in 
the Arctic and Antarctic oceans asa 
whaler. 


The Cuban “Uprising” 

Santiago de Cuba, Sept. 16.—An addi- 
tional force of rural guards has been 
sent to arrest the alleged outlaws who 
kave appeared at Sevilla. Several 
armed countrymen have been arrested, 
but protest their innocence.

The Crayen ran down the harbor and 
eruised about, awaiting theattack. The 
Adder followed an hour later. As soon 
as Fort Adams was cleared the Adder 
plunged beneath the surface ana re- 
mained for 45 minutes, during which 
time officers and crew enjoyed lunch. 
On getting outside the harbor the Adder 
Was once more sent to the surface, but 
only her conning tower was exposed. 
The Craven was sighted a short dis- 
tance outside the lightship. 

The Adder again plunged and when 
within 300 yards of the Craven a 
wooden torpedo in the shape and size 
of a regular projectile was fired. The 
shot w2s a good one and the torpedo 
struck the Graven amidships with con- 
siderable force, sufficient to perceptibly 
jar the boat. The crew of the Craven 
was taken totally unawares, and was 
unable to man the guns or the torpedo 
tube in time to fire a shot before the 
torpedo struck them.

Boston, Sept. 16.—Registration for 
the state primary election in Boston on 
Sept. 22 closed last night at the office 
of the election commissioners with a 
grand total of 105,367 names on the 
voting list, which beats all previous 
records of registration for state cau- 
cuses.

Qutlined In Pampkiet by Pre- 


mier Balfour 


SAYS HE IS A FREE TRADER 


As Far as Contemporary Circumstan- 


ces Will Permit—Chamberlain’s Pro- 
posals Not Referred to, Causing 
Speculation as to His Attitude 


London, Sept. 16.—Premier , Balfour 


last night issued the advance sheets of 
a pamphlet on the subject of “Insular 


Free Trade,” in which he presents at 


length arguments in favor of a change 


in Great Britain's fiscal policy. In 


introducing the pamphlet Balfour says 


his purpose in issuing it is beause it 
would be impossible to put all the im- 


portant points of this question within 
limits of a single speech and, therefore, 


the pamphlet may be a titting pre- 
liminary to the speech which he will 
shortly make. This undoubtedly refers 
to the speech he will make at Sheffield 
Oct. 1. 

Mr. Balfour says he approaches the 


subject from tl® standpoint of a free 


trader as far as contemporary cireum- 
stances will permit. He continues: 

“I am a free trader, but not of the 
pattern which holds that the doctrine 


of free trade is so universal in its ap- 


plication and so capable of an exact ex- 
pression that every conclusion to which 
it logically leads must be accepted with- 


out hesitation and without reserve.” 


The premier points out that as a re- 
sult of England's policy of retaining a 


fiscal policy made for a free trade 


country in a world of free traders, ot 
for a free country in a world of protec- 
tionists, the rate of her export trade 
has not increased and, in fact, has se- 
riously diminished. Compared with 
past years some departments show no 
increase, while others show symptoms 
The premier usserts that 


ment. Meanwhile Germany, America, 
France, Russia and even Great Britain’s 
self-governing colonies continue to build 
up a protected interest within their 
borders. 

Mr. Balfour says the mistakes made 
by the free traders balf a century ago 
have left Great Britain bearing all the 
burdens and enjoying only half the ad- 
yantages which should attach to the 
empire. He devotes considerable space 
to the effect of protection upon combi- 
nations in countries in which protec- 
tion exists. This, the premler points 
out, is to the disadvantage of the 
British manufacturer, who is unable 
to compete with the manufacturer who 
is able to sell abroad at a lower price 
than he charges for the same article 
at home. He gives an instance of Ger- 
man steel in this particular, saying that 
it is selling cheaper in England than 
the English manufacturer can pos- 
sibly produce it. 

Mr. Balfour declares that the opti- 
mists who advocate a continuance of the 
free trade policy in place of the injury 
worked by protection on Great Britain's 
interests are foolish and their argu- 
ments little short of reckless. ‘The only 
possible hope of a mitigation of the 
evil is through negotiation which, he 
says, can only appeal to self interest in 
foreign protected countries and, in the 
ease of the colonies, to self-interest 
coupled with sentiment. 

Mr. Balfour concludes: “Were I 
proved to be wrong, my opinion on the 
fundamental question would remain un- 
changed. Where we fail others mzy 
succeed. It cannot be right for 2 ccwn- 
try with free trade ideals to enter-into 
competitioa with protectionist rivals, 
self-deprived of the only instrument 
whereby their policy can conceivably 
be modified. The most essential object 
of our national efforts should he to get 
rid of the bonds in which we have 
gratuitously entangled ourselves. The 
precise manner in which we should use 
our regained liberty is important. yet 
after all, only a secondary issue.” 

The publication of the pamphlet im- 
mediately after the momentous cab- 
{net council indicates that it embodies 
a statement of policy accepted or 
acquiesced in by the majority of the 
cabinet. If this assumption {s correct 
it means the abandonment of the idea 
of a preferential tariff with the colonies 
and the taxation of food in favor of a 
system of retaliatory duties, Even 
this, however, is tentntive. Mr Bal- 
four in his speech Oct. 1 is expected to 
elaborate and explain his case and then 
the cabinet wiii closely watch ita re- 
ception by the conservative delegates. 

What wiki be Colonial Secretary 
CHamberlain’s attitude is the burning 
question of the moment. The most 
striking feature of Balfour’s pamphlet 
is that from the beginning to the end 
it does no® refer to Chamberlain's 
proposals. There is not a word about 
the threatened breaking up of the em- 
pire or preferential tariffs and the 
colonies are scarcely mentioned. On 
the contrary, the whole line of Balfour's 
reasening is opposed to tariffs for 
purely protectionist purposes. Hence, 
Chamberlain is faced with the alterna- 
tive of either abandoning preferential 
tariffs or prosecuting his campaign un- 
supported by Balfour.

AUTUMN OUTING DRESS. 


The Fancy For Spotted Borders to 
Plain Materials. 

The jaunty costume illustrated, while 
designed as appropriate for yachting, 
will be equally useful for seaside 
wear, mountain and country use in its 
general features, as little is demanded 
for these purposes beyond a short cut 
skirt and any neat blouse or coat ar- 
rangement. 

One of the taking developments of 
the present season, where decoration 
is concerned, is the fancy for spotted 
borders to plain materials. On all 
sides we have seen, and are destined to 
see, this form of ornamentation, and 
very charming is it in its simplicity, 
especially so after the almost bewilder- 
ing mass of tucks and insertion, braids 
and buttons, which has been prone to 
crowd into the first place. 

The design is well adapted for serge 
—for instance, blue with a blue or red 
and white spotted border. 

The skirt is one of the new box 
plaited designs. The box plaits are ar- 
ranged at intervals all round, one 
straight down the front and one either 
side of the back, where they touch, the 
placket hole being placed between 
them and securely fastened with hooks 
and eyes. Gere is no reason, however, 
why this necessary but sometimes 
treacherous adjunct should not be more 
conveniently arranged beneath the first 
box plait on the left side. 

The seams in every case are directly 
underneath a plait and are thus per- 
fectly invisible in the finished skirt, 
while they most skillfully fit the figure 
from the hips to the waist without the 
aid of darts. The plaits, after they 
are presséd down, are finally stitched 
at the edges. 

The border, which is simply a strip 
cut on the cross four inches wide, is 
laid on, run or stitched at the bottom, 
turned up and lightly run down by 
hand at the top, the edge here being 
afterward finished by a coarse feather- 
stitch in either purse silk or flax thread, 
as desired. 

The pretty bodice is also laid in box 
plaits, one down the center and one

either side of the front, while at the 
back one is arranged each side in such 
a way that they slope inward toward 
the waist, the back being perfectly 
tight fitting. The sailor collar is a 
separate affair and really finishes the 
little coat bodice; but a plain vest and 
collar may be adopted instead. 

The bodice is worn outside the skirt, 
coat fashion, and is mounted at the 
waist into its band. 


Fruit Pastes, 

The purest fruit pastes are simply 
the juice of fruits boiled to a solid, 
curdlike jelly, with only sugar enough 
to correct the acid developed by heat.

Set the julce over a quick fire till it 
boils fast, then draw to the back of 
the stove, lower the fire and let it sim- 
mer for hours, finishing in a closed 
dish in the oven.

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HOME BUILDING. 


The Cost of the Average House Per 
Square Foot. 

Taking the country as a whole, are 
the conditions favorable just now for 
home building? This question was 
asked of a number of architects and 
builders in different sections. 

It is as good a time to build as it is 
likely to be is the opinion of the men 
Interviewed. The price of material is 
rather high, but wood, which of course 
in house building is generally the prin- 
cipal material, is “up” to stay, and 
plumbing and masonry are probably 
on a fair basis. 

The early fall is a good time to be- 
gin house building in the northern lati- 
tudes. The foundations may then be 
put in = favorable conditions, the 
work well advanced before frost and 
the structure closed in before snow 
files, while the interior may be finished 
to advantage during the winter, when 
the artificial heating gives a dry air 
and an even temperature. This ena- 
bles the flooring and other finish to be 
fitted nicely and the varnish and paint 
to dry in. 

A house begun in September could 
very well be finished by February or 
March, five or six months being suf- 
ficient time for the average work to be 
carried out to advantage. This is, on 
the whole, rather less expensive than 
to build in the spring, as there is less 
delay on inside work. 

Experience shows that the average 
two and a half story howse with the 
usual fittings can be built for $3 or $4 
per square foot of ground covered, ac- 
cording to the quality of finish desired. 
The advance in the cost of building has 
been from 20 to 30 per cent in the past 
ten years. 

Many architects urge their clients, 
where they can afford it, to build of 
brick rather than wood. The cost of 
brick is relatively less today than it 
used to be. Wood shrinks and swells 
and burns. Wood has to be painted 
and grows shabby with time. Brick 
takes on a better tone and texture with 
time, does not shrink and swell and 
won't burn. Vines will grow on the 
brick wall. Repairs are less; insurance 
rates are less. The brick house is 
cooler in summer and much more eco- 
nomically heated in winter, and, built 
with a hollow wall, it is entirely free 
from dampness. The cost of a brick 
over a wooden house is 10 to 15 per 
cent as a general thing, but the differ- 
ence is made up in smaller bills for 
coal and paint. 

The tendency now is toward fewer 
and larger rooms; to have at least one 
large living room in the house; in the 
smaller house to make the hall a re- 
ception hall, doing away with the re- 
ception room or parlor. The kitchen 
is being more carefully planned, as 
people realize the importance in the 
daily comfort and economy of the con- 
venient and well planned kitchen.

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STORM OF GREAT FURY 


Causes Extensive Damage on 
Land and Sea 


WIND OF HURRICANE FORCE 


Swept the Coast From New Jersey 
Up 
Buildings, Telegraph and Trolley 


Into New England—Shipping 


Lines Suffer—Crops Damaged 
New York, Sept. 17.—Greater New 
York and its environs for several miles 
the

in all directiéus were visited by 
fiercest wind and rainstorm 
bereabouts in years. The day began 
with rain, which increased as the wiad, 
blowing from the east, grew stronger, 
and for two hours the combined fury 
of the elements wrought damage on 


land and water amounting in the ag- 


gregate to many thousands of dollars 
The gale culminated in a wind velocity 
of 54 miles an hour and the yuages at 
the weather bureat® registerul 1.30 
inches precipitation in two hours 
Then the storm subsided. 

Several persons were injuced by be- 
ing blown off fire «scapes and wagons, 
er by being forced against walls by the 
onslaught of the storm, and not a few 
of them are in hospitals, nursing 
bruises and cuts. 

The gale was especially 
sea, causing havoc to the 
down the bay, where many 
were sunk or wrecked. The worst of 
the Qumage was reported from Staten 
Island. ‘The eutire fleet of the Staten 
Island Yacht ciub at anchor was either 
sunk or wrecked. The pilot bout Her- 
mit was driven ashore and there was 
a collision between a schooner and a 
barkentine. Tugboat James Kay was 
wrecked in Hell Gate. The captain 
and crew swam ashore. 

The hurricane burst on the centre 
of the city, loosening the 250-foot spire 
of St. Bartholomew's Protestant Epis- 
copal church. The steeple of the South 
Congregational chureh was also 
loosened. ‘The steeple of First Place 
Methodist Episcopal chureh was vlown 
off. 

Trees were torn up and _ telegraph 
and telephone wires were torn down and 
broken in all parts of the metropolitan 
district. 

The storm in the upper bay was the 
worst experienced in many years. The 
wind blew with terrific force, attaining 
a velocity of nearly GQ miles aw hour. 
At the Narrows fierce squalls raised a 
mountainous sea and much damage re- 
stulied to craft and wharves along the 
Staten Island sbores. 

Scores of plate glass windows along 
Broadway were broken, the vicinity of 
the “flatiron” building at Twenty-Third 
etreet suffering severely in this respect. 
In the “flatiron” itself 40 windows 
were smashed. Occupants of the build- 
ing say they felt the huge structure 
sway in the gale. Many were so badly 
scared that they lefi the building. 

Gustay Wickman was ) instantly 
killed during the heavy part of the 
storm by being struck by a_ broken 
trolley wire. 

Mrs. Hander Sonntag of Carlstadt, 
N. J., while crossing a street in that 
town, was struck on the hand by a 
live trolley wire that had been blown 
down by the wind. Death occurred 
instantly. 

At Jamaica, L. I., the storm wrecked 
balf of the new extension to the grand 
stnnd at the Acqueduct race track. A 
workman was badly hurt by the falling 
timbers. 

According to Weather Forecaster 
Emery, the storm was altogether unex- 
pected. It generated somewhere out in 
the Atlantic and swooped down on the 
New Jersey coast. This storm, Emery 
said, had no connection withever with 
the tempest that a day or two ago 
devastated the coast of Florida.

Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 17.-The 
tropical storm which struck the New 
Jersey coast was one of the seyerest 
experienced for a long time. The wind, 
while it lasted, kept up a speed of 70 
miles an hour. The storm was terrify- 
ing to a degree, but the damage was 
not as great as at first was believed. 
A conservative guess places the entire 
damage at $25,000 to $30,000. The tele- 
graph and telephone lines leading out 
of the city are down and the fact that 
the city was cut off from connection 
with the outside world started wild 
rumors that the great resort had been

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Quincy Captain 
and Crew Lost. 
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The Storm In Connecticut 

New Haven, Sept. 17.—Southwest- 
ern Connecticut came within the 
radius of the storm which swept up tha 
Atlantic coast and the fury of the 
elements did greater damage than 
any disturbance of a like character in 
the month of September for a great 
many years. In this city the high wind 
ripped up and mutilated the elms on 
the city streets to an extent that was 
eurprising. Lawrence O'Neil was 
blown overboard from a harbor craft 
and drowned. At Bridgeport the fall- 
ing trees carried down telegraph and 
telephone poles and put ouf of com- 
mission the street lighting service and 
compelled Gessation of many lines of 
trolley cars. Here also was the centre 
of trouble for the telegraph aud tele- 
lines running 
westward being jost, especially trunk 
lines routed through that city. ‘This 
resulted in cutting off New Haven and 
other places east of Bridgeport with 
New York city. At many places small 
craft were dashed to pieces on the 
shore. The crop damage has been con- 
siderable, to add to the disheartening 
experiences of the farmers this year. 


New England Shipping Safe 

Boston, Sept. 17.--The centre of the 
vigorous _ atmospheric disturbance 
which caused such havoc in New York 
and down the Jersey coast passed 
across western New England in a north- 
easterly direction last night. The 
storm, while causing considerable dam- 
age in the interior, had little eect up- 
or the shipping along the coast. It 
was accompanied by very heavy rain 
squalls and before midnight a number of 
sma!] washouats had been reported from 
various points. No wrecks were re- 
ported along the coast, although a large 
fleet left Vineyard Haven during the 
day, bound round Cape Cod. 


Worcester County Caught It 

Woresster, Mase, Sept. 17.—Ths 
storm that passed over Worcester 
county was the worst that has been 
experienced in'several years. The wind 
did considerable damage in Leicester, 
the electrie light plant and srvice be- 
ing crippled. Crops were levelled to 
the ground, with considerable damage, 
and in Gardner there was much damage 
by the wind. In this city signs were 
blown down, wires were badly tangled 
and several small frame structures 
were wrecked. 


Hartford Boy Killed 

Hartford, Sept. 17.—The storm 
blocked trolley traffic and crippled the 
electric light service here. Richard 
O’Brien, 9 years old, avhile walking on 
Canton street, was struck by an elec- 
tric light wire, which was carried down 
by a falling tree, and he was Instantly 
killed. Much damage was done to the 
electric light wires. 


President’s Strenuous Day 
New York, Sept. 17.—President Roos- 
velt rested on his train last night after 
a day of varied experiences. While 
en route from Oyster Bay to New 
York on the naval yacht Sylph he passed 
through a terrifying wind and rain- 


-torm, during which the yessel was in 


imminent danger. Subsequently he 
visited the immigration station on 
Ellis Island, and made an inspection of 
the institution. After dining on the 
Sylph last night he went on the 
revenue tug Chamberlain to Jersey 
City, where he boarded a special train 
which is to convey him to the battle- 
field of Antietam, where will occur the 
ceremonies -incident to the dedication 
of the monument erected to the memory 
of New Jersey soldiers who fell in the 
Civil war. in

New York, Sept. 17.—The large num- 
ber of passengers on the steamer 
Oceanic, from Liverpool and Queens- 
town, had a very disagreeable voyage 
as far as weather was concerned.

GIVEN ACOLD SHOULDER 


Bulgaria Need Not Expect Any 
Help From the Powers 


BLOODY MACEDONIA DRAMA 


Will Be Enacted Unless Order Is 
Speedily Restored—Turkish Army 
Rapidly Mobilizing—Further Massa- 


cres by Sultan’s Soldiers 


Sofia, Sept. 17.—Although no formal 
replies have been received to the Bul- 
garian government's note it is stated 
that the representatives of three greut 
powers have instructed their counsels 
to Bulgaria fjo remain quiet, as in the 
event of a war with Turkey Bulgaria 
need not expect any help in. foreign 
quarters, It is further reported tbat 
the same diplomats visited 
Petroff and endeavored to persuade 
him to postpone the mobilization of 
Bulgarian forces, but the premier de- 
clined. 

One of the ministerial organs, in an 
editorial on the government's note, 
says it hopes it will be the last time 
that the Bulgarian government will 
issue a note. If the powers do not in- 
tervene to restore order in Macedonia, 
Buigaria will undertake with the 
feeble forces she possesses to do what 
Is expected of her and give Europe the 
pleasure of witnessing a bloody drama 
in Macedonia. 

A telegram from Burgas reports that 
ea general massacre is beginning 
throughout the district of Losengrad. 
Turkish troops and Bashi-Bazouks at- 
tacked a Greek village near 
grad, killed 25 peasants and destroyed 
the church, schools and many houses. 
The Turks attacked the village of 
Paoulevo and killed everybody they 
found on the streets. A fight is re- 
ported from Petchonitza between a 
band of 100 insurgents and 300 Turks. 
The insurgents, who occupied a strong 
position, fired on the attacking Turks, 
killing 25. 

A telegram from Uskub says the 
mobilization of the Turkish army is 
proceeding rapidly, while dispatches 
from Constantinople asser€ that the 
military party is urging the sultan to 
order his troops to cross the Bulgarian 
frontier without a declaration of war, 
which the party regards as unneces- 
sary, inasmuch as Bulgaria is a vassal 
state of Turkey. The sultan is said to 
be still hesitating.

By Way of London 

London, Sept. 17.—The efforts of the 
powers, according to the latest tele- 
grams, are directed both at Constanti- 
nople and Sofia toward an endeavor to 
avert war. It is stated taht a1! the am- 
basadors at Constantinople have drawn 
the porte’s attention to the danger of 
permitting a continuation of the ex- 
cesses in Macedonia by the Turkish 
troops and irregulars. 

The Daily Chronicle says it under- 
stands that Great Britain has decided 
on a still stronger step in the dispatch 
of a British squadron in support of her 
diplomatic endeavors at Constanti- 
nople to put an end to the massacres, It 
is impossible, however, to confirm or 
deny Phe Daily Chronicle's statement. 

Most of the special correspondents in 
the near east consider war inevitable, 
but think it may yet be delayed. neither 
the Bulgarians nor the Turks being 
1really prepared for it. The former are 
not sufficiently armed, while ‘Turkey 
does not feel safe until her lines of 
communication are less at the mercy of 
Bulgarian insurgent bands. 

A Vienna paper asserts that Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria has sent a 
trusted agent to King Peter, inviting 
Servian co-operation against Turkey. 

The correspondent of The Daily Tele- 
graph at Sofia says Bulgaria’s reply to 
the porte’s protest against the con- 
tinual crossing of the frontier by bands 
and the smuggling of arms and am- 
munition from Bulgaria was couched 
in most uncompromising language, 
leaving no prospect whatever of aun 
amicable arrangement. 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Sofia says Prince Ferdinand will grant 
an audience to John B. Jackson, the 
United States agent at Sofia. 


Turks Report Victories 

Constantinople, Sept.  17.--Official 
dispatches report that in an eacounter 
which took place between the Turks and 
a large body of insurgents at the vyil- 
lage of Kermon, near Lake P#lepe, 
the insurgents’ were routed and had 
over 100 killed and a great number 
wounded. In the same vilayet the in- 
surgents set fire to the village of Kachin. 
One hundred and fifty houses were 
burned and six women perished in the 
flames. 

Salonica, Sept. 17.—An_ insurgent 
band of 450 men was annihilated by 
the Turks Sept. 14 between Istib and 
Kratova. Another band which at- 
‘tacked the railroad near Demirbissar 
was repulsed with loss.

Of Monument to the New 
Jersey Fighters.

Victory by Force of 
Arms. 


And Victory in Civil Life Were His} 
Subject. 


Sharpsburg, Md., Sept. i8S.—The dedi- 
cation of the monument erected on the 
battlefield of Antietam by the state of 
New Jersey was rendered notable by | 
the participation in the ceremonies of | 
the President of the United States and 
of Governor Murphy, the chief execu- 
tive of the state which was honoring 
its hero2s. 

During a 2%-hour drive following 
the ceremonies_a singular fact was de- 
yeloped by the discussion of the battle. 
It was that throughout the ceremonies | 
of the day, actively participated in en- 
tirely by citizens of New Jersey, with 
the exception of the president, the 
name of the commander of the Union 
troops in the great engagement, Gen- 
eral George B. McClellan, a citizen and 
efterward a governor of the state of 
New Jersey, was not mentioned once. 
Governor Murphy himself recalled this 
curious, although quite unintentional, | 
lapse and was concerned deeply about } 
the matter, lest the omission might be | 
misconstrued. 

President Roosevelt made the 
speech of the day, as follows: 

I thank you of New Jersey for the 
monument to the troops of New Jersey 
who fought at Antietam, and on behalf 
of the nation I accept the gift. We 
meet today upon one of the great bat- 
tlefields of the Civil war. No other 
battle of the Civil war lasting but one 
day shows as great a percentage of loss 
as that which occured here upon the 
day on which Antietam was fought. 
Moreover, in its ultimate effects this 
battle was of momentous and even de- 
cisive importance, for when it had end- 
ed and Lee had retreated south of the 
Potomac, Lincoln forwith published 
that immortal paper, the preliminary 
declaration of emancipation; the paper 
which decided that the Civil war, be- 
sides being a war for the preservation 
of the Union, should be a war for the 
emancipation for the slave, so that 
from that time onward the causes of 
union and of freedom, of national great- 
ness and individual liberty, were one 
and the same. 

If the issue of Antietam had heen 
other than it, was, it) is probable that 
at least two great European powers 
would haye recognized the #ddepen- 
dence of the Confederacy; so that you 
who fought here 41 years ago have the 
profound satisfaction of feeling that 
you played well your part in one of the 
crises big with the fate of all mankind. 
You men of the Grand Army by your 
victory not only rendered all Amerl- 
cans your debtors for evermore, but 
you rendered all humanity your debt- 
ors. If the union had been dissolved, 
if the great edifice built with blood and 
aweat and tears by mighty Washington 
and his compeers had gone down in 
wreck and ruin, the result would have 
been an incalculable calamity for all 
mankind. The great American Re- 
public would have become a memory 
of derision; and the failure of the ex- 
periment of self-government by a great 
people on a great scale would have de- 
lighted the heart of every foe of re- 
publican institutions. Our country, 
now so great and so wonderful, would 
bave been split into little jangling rival 
nationalities, each with a history both 
bloody and gontemptible. 

I confidently predict that when the 
final judgment of history is recorded it 
will be said that in no other war of 
which we have written record was it 
more vitally essential for the welfare of 
mankind that victory should rest where 
it finally rested. There have been 
other wars for individual freedom. 
There have been other wars for na- 
tional greatness. But there has never 
been another war in which the issues 
at stake were so large, looked at from 
either standpoint. We take just pride 
in the great deeds of the men of 1776, 
but we must keep in mind that the 
Revolutionary war would have been 
shorn of well-nigh all its results had

each case the all-important factor was 
and is the character of the individual 
man. _Good laws in the state, iike a 
good organization in an army, are the 
expressions of national  charaéter. 
Leaders will be developed In military 
and in civil life alike: and weapons 
and tactics change from generation to 
generation, as methods of achieving 
good government change in civic af- 
fairs; but the fundamental sjualities 
which make for good citizenship do not 
change any more than the fundamental 
qualities which make good soldiers. 

In the long run in the Civil war the 
thing that counted for more than aught 
else was the fact that the average’ 
American had the figbting edge; had 
within him the spirit which spurred 
him on through toil and danger, fa 
tigue and hardship, to the goal of the 
splendid ultimate triumph. So in 
achieving good governnent the fundn- 
mental factor must be the character 
of the average citizen; that average 
citizen's power of hatred for what is 
mean and base and unlovely; his fear- 
less scorn of cowardice and his deter- 
mination to war unyielding against 
the dark and sordid forces of evil. 

As you did not win in a month ora 


year, but only after leng years of hard 
and dangerous work, so the fight for 
governmental honesty and efficiency 
can be won only by the display of 
similar patience and similar resolution 
and power of endurance. We need the 
same type of character now that was 
needed by the men whe with Washing- 
ton first inaugurated the system of 
free popular government, the system 
of combined liberty and order here on 
this continent; that was needed hy the 
men who under Lincoln perpetuated 
the government which had thus been 
inaugurated in the days of Wash- 
ington. 

The qualities essential to good citizen 
ship and to good public service Low 
are in their essentials exactly the same 
as in the days when. the first con- 
gresses met to provide for the estab- 
lishment of the union; as in the days, 
70 years later, when tie congrcsses 
met which had to provide for its 
salvation. 

There are many qualities which we 
need alike in private citizen and in 


public man, but three above all—three 
for the lack of which no brilliancy 
and no genius can atone—and those 


three are courage, honesty, and com 
mon ses.

Torpedo Boat Destroyer 


Lawrence in a Storm. 


Battled with, Hurricane 
for Bight Hours, 


Regarded As 
Miraculous. 


Escape Almost 


A dispatch of Thursday from Nor- 
folk, Va., to the Globe, tells of the 
seaworthiness of the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Lawrence, built at the Fore 
River Ship and Engine Co. plant and 
its miraculous escape from a hurricane. 

After battling eight hours with a 
hurricane that sent many much larger 
and stancher craft to the bottom the 
torpedo boat destroyer Lawrence poked 
her crumpled nose into Norfolk, Thurs- 
day afternoon, with a foot of water in 
her aft engine room and the quarters 
of the officers. 

The Lawrence, in command of Lieut. 
A. M. Proctor, ran head first into the 
hurricane a little south of Atlantic City 
on her way to this naval station. 

The plates on her port bow are badly 
buckled and smashed, several seams 
are opened, allowing a liberal leakage, 
her bridge is carried away, and all over 
she is badly scarred. 

That the boat weathered the gale at 
all is regarded as being a great victory 
for the seaworthiness of the craft of 
her class, and that none of her crew 
was lost is regarded at .the navy yard 
as nothing short of miraculous. 

The Lawrence was carried many 
miles to the north. She was off Atlan- 
tic City when she finally began to 
make headway on her original course.

Why Friends of Ireland Will Cele- 
brate on Sunday. 


It will be 100 years ago Sunday that 
Robert Emmett, at the young age of 
23, lost bis life on the scaffold in the 
cause of Irish national liberty, and all 
over this country societies of Irish- 
Americans will formally celebrate that 
anniversary. Although history has 
crowned with undying fame, patriots 
who in all ages and in all countries 
have suffered martyrdom for the cause 
of national liberty and humanity, yet 
none other so ygung ever entered the 
“white army of heroes.’’ 

His memory has been ensbrined in 
many ways—in the lyricsand oratory of 
his passionate admirers and the ardent 
tribute to his memory and his cause 
will be only limited by the lack of 
buman speech to convey adequately, 
the intense love, loyalty and devotion 
permeating the entire Irish people. 

Insepatably linked with his fate in 
the love of nation are the two 
women, widely separated in social 
rank, who became a part of his memo- 
rable history—Miss Curran, his sweet- 
heart, and Anne Devlin, the sturdy and 
faithful Irish woman, who refused to 
betray his place of hiding when sought 
by the English authorities, and pre- 
ferred to go to prison rather than reveal 
it.

Dynamite That Did Explode. 


Clarence D. Hopper and Roy Boucher, 
switchmen of the Michigan Central 
railroad, were instantly killed by an 
explosion of dynamite in a car in the 
yards at West Bay city, Mich., on Sun- 
day. Robert Roblip, engineer, William 
Noble, fireman, and Jobn Crackle, con- 
ductor, were injured, the latter so 
severely that he may die. All the 
trainmen were residents of Bay city. 

The explosion occurred as a switch 
locomotive was making up a train. 
The locomotive backed down to several 
cars, the first containing 1000 pounds 
of dynamite, a consignment of rifles 
and a quantity of reduced charge shells 
for indoor rifle practice, and it is said 
that the force with which it struck the 
explosive-laden car exploded the dyna- 
mite. 

Another report has it that one of the 
shells exploded and set off the dyna- 
mite. 

Hopper’s body was badly cut by fly- 
ing stee! and Boucher was decapitated, 
his body being terribly mangled. 

A big hole was torn in the ground by 
the explosion, a score of freight cars, 
many loaded, were demolished, and 
nearly 300 houses in the vicinity 
suffered broken widows, and several 
were so badly wrecked as to be unin- 
habitable.

BRITISH CABINET BREAKS

London, Sept. 18—The British cab- 
inet is broken up, the long expected 
split over Chamberlain’s protection 
policy having come. Three members 


They 
are Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of 
the colonies; C. T. Ritchie, chancellor 
of the exchequer, and Lord George 
Hamilton, secretary for India.

Across the Continent In Auto 

New York, Sept. 18.—Another trans- 
continental party of automobile tourists 
has arrived in New York.  E. 'T. Elum- 
mond and L. L. Whitman were the 
tourists and the machine that carried 
them was a gasolenc runabount, of 
five horse power and 800 pounds in 
weight. The journey of nearly 1000 
miles from San Francisco was made in 
78 days elapsed time, and 57-days in 
which ruus were made. F'rom Omaha 
the trip to New York was made in 
11% days, which establishes a record 
between those points.

Baltimore, Sept. 18—The Republi- 
can state convention of Maryland nomi- 
nated Stevenson A. Williams for gov- 
ernor, George Whitelock for attorney 
general ard L. P. Dennis for state 
comptroller.

Kansas City, Sept. 18.—Detectives 
have arrived in Kansas City with 
Carey Snyder, whom they had arrested 
in a small town near Billings, Mont., 
thus ending a chase that was com- 
enced in May, 1902, and extended 
ever a great part of the United States. 
Snyder is charged with holding up and 
robbing O. H. Stevens and his wife on 
the night of May 1, when it is alleged 
be secured jewels valued about 
$6500. 


Close Guard Upon Queen 

Copenhagen, Sept. 18.—Extraordinary 
precautions will be taken during the 
visit of the Dowager Queen Margherita 
of Italy, who is to arrive at Copen- 
hagen on Saturday, on her way to 
Sweden.

A TIP FROM GERMANY 


Bulgaria Will Have No Assist- 
ance From the Powers 


GREAT MASSAORE REPORTED 


Great Concern Over News of Descent 


Upon Kastoria, a City of Ten Thous- 


and Population—Burning of Vil- 
lages In Macedonia Continues 


Sofia, Sept. 18—Th2 German repre- 
sentative here has addressed a note to 
the Bulgarian government, in accord- 
ance with the declarations of Russia 
and Austria, saying that Bulgaria can- 
hot expect assistance from any power 
in the event of war with Turkey and 
that the Austro-Russian reform plan 
will be applied. 


The Austrian representative, in in- 
sisting on the necessity for Bulgaria 
remaining calm, declared that it the 
principality was powerless to prevent 
the passage of insurgent bards into 
Macedonia, Austria aud Russia would 
take note of her powerlessness and 
charge Turkey to exercise her rights, 
defend her territory against foreign 
incursions and maintain order in the 
interior. 

The report of a massacre at Kastoria 
comes from sources admitting of little 
doubt, though the details are lacking. 
It was received with the gravest con- 
cern by the officials here. The popula- 
tion of Kastoria numbers about 10,000 
persons and the massacre of such a 
number in one place, if the report is 
true, exceeds anything which has yet 
occurred in Macedonia. At the present 
critical moment, when popular feeling 
is intense, the effect of the report of 
such stupendous slaughter may be most 
serious. 

Kastoria is situated om the west side 
of a small lake. Its population num- 
bers 10,000, of whom 4200 were Ser- 
vians. The remainder were Mobam- 
inedan Greeks, Zingars and Jews. 

Dispatches from Uskub announce 
that since the calling out of the 'Turk- 
ish reserves the situation in the vilayet 
The Austrian and 
Russiaa consuls are reported to have 
asked their ambassadors at Constantl- 
nople to demand that the purte dis- 
band the reserves or maintain disci- 
pline among them. Since the reserves 
were mustered pillaging and murders 
have been reported daily. The con- 
suls are powerless. ‘Che Turicisl au- 
thorities receive their complaints and 
eppoint investigating commissions, 
which never convict. 

Reports from Monastir of the burn- 
ing of villages and the massacre of 
their inhabitants continue. The Au- 
tonomye publishes the names of 13 
villages in the vyilayet of Monastir 
which w recently destroyed by 
regular troops and Bashi-Bazouks and 
also announces that the monastery of 
the Holy of Holies near Okride (23 
miles from Monastir) has been de- 
stroyed. At the monastery Turkish 
eoldiers killed an entire family, the 
Bulgarian priest, his children and his 
grandchildren, 35 persons {n all. 

Trains entering Turkey from Bul- 
garia are stopped at Moustapha Pasha 
and the passengers’ baggage ts rigor- 
ously searched and forwarded by an- 
other train. The passengers are de- 
tained all night and are then sent back 
to Bulgaria. E 

The press is assuming a _ bellicose 
tone. The Dnevnik complains that 
the government's partial mobilization 
of three divisions is utterly inadequate 
and urges the immediate mobilization 
of the whols Bulgarian army, pointing 
out that the experience of other na- 
tions—Franceg, the United States and 
Austria—has proved that it is always 
necessary to display strength when 
dealing with Turkey. The paper 
advises the government to act now, “at 
a favorable moment, when the people 
of Europe are evidencing encourage: 
ment of Bulgaria.” 

The government, while steadily pro- 
ceeding with the partial mobilization 
plans, is endeavoring to avoid un- 
necessarily exciting the people and, 
consequently, has resolved not to 
mobilize any part of the Sofia gar- 
rison. 

According to a telegram from Con- 
stantinople, the Greek patriarch’ has 
complained to the porte that the Bul- 
garian exarch is helping the revolution 
in Ma7vedoria and has asked the porte 
to limit the exarch’s authority, keep 
him under supervision and give the 
Greek patriarch authority over the 
Christians in Macedonia. 

A letter from Adrianople says 1500 
refugees, mostly women and children, 
have arrived in that city, having es- 
caped from the general burning and 
massacre in the three villages by the 
Turkish troops. Many of the children 
were horribly mutilated. ‘rhe in- 
surgents have cut the telegraph line be- 
tween Voden and Ber, in Albania.

Counterfeit halt 
dollars have been circulated periodically 
in Gardner for a long time, and Smith 
has been Zound passing some of them, 
which he said must have been passed 
to him by some one, he did not know 
who. A year ago a house in which 
Smith had lived was moved, and under it 
was found a quantity of counterfeit 
half dollars. The tools and metals 
found yesterday were in the cellar of the 
house where Smith now lives. 

Bad temper and drink are responsible 
for Smfth's betrayal. Urged by his 
fear of Smith, Carl Asora reportedl that 
Smith, with whom he boarded, had 
asked him to go into a deal to make 
counterfeits.

Worcester, Mass., Sept. 18.—While 
great cnthusiasm marked the entire 
state Prohibition conventon here the 
real life and energy developed late in 
the afternoon when considerable strife 
came up as to whether or not clauses 
should be allowed in the platform en- 
dorsing an income tax and govern- 
ment ownership. After heated de- 
bate the clause concerning the income 
tax was killed, but the one pertaining 
to government ownership prevailed. 

Dr. Oliver W. Cobb of Eastbamp- 
ton was nominated for governor. ‘The 
rest of the ticket named is: W. F. 
Merrill, Mariboro, lieutenant governor, 
A. L. Cutting, Weston, secretary of 
state; N. P. Johnson, Milford, treasurer 
and receiver general; A. E. Steele, 
Northampton, auditor; H. M. Dean, 
Hyde Park, attorney general.

Fears That Several Persons Have 
Perished In Narragansett Bay—Be- 
latea News of Casualties Along the 
South Atlantic Coast

Boston, Sept. 18.—The lively storm 
which wrought such hayoe along the 
Atlantic coast from Norfolk to New 
Haven, and then, striking into the in- 
terior, raced up the Connecticut river 
and gave the interior of New England 
a severe thrashing, reached well a 
fol- 
lowed within a few hours by another 
disturbance from the west. Nearly all

which lasted fully a day and a halt. 

A majority of the coastwise shipping 
hung close to sheltered barbors, but the 
blow, however, caught a number of 
sinall craft off the coast, with the result 
that numerous wrecks Were reported, 
tbe saddest of which was the destruc- 
tion of two small fishing yessel on the 
grim rocks off Pemaquid point, in 
Maine, and the drowning of 15 fisher- 
men, 14 of whom sailed out of Glouces- 
ter not many days ago. 

It is reported that a body has come 
ashore in upper Narragansett bay and 
there are indications that several lives 
have been lost in that vicinity. Other 
casualties are reported from various 
points, and as usual there were a nuin- 
ber of thrilling rescues. 

In the interior the destruction by 
both storms was limited to the blowiny 
down of what crops remained unhar- 
vested and the shaking off of fruit 
from the apple trees. 

Old weather sharps look upon the 
continued gales as the so-called equl- 
noxial storm, and, while such appela- 
tion is discredited by modern experts, 
the disturbance nevertheless will al- 
ways be regarded as a_ particularly 
memorable and destructive one, and it 
will probably be many days before the 
record of the less in lives and property 
is complete.

Both wrecks resulted from the sall- 
ing masters miscalculating their posi- 
tions in the thick weather. Captain 
Poole thought he was making Pooth 
Ray harbor, while Captain Harding 
believed his course was leading him into 
the Kennebec river, nearly 46 miles 
from Pemaquid. When the vessels 
went on the ledges they were less than 
200 yards apart. 

The wrecks of the Edmunds and the 
Sadie and Lillie were pounded to picces 
by the waves and their timbers were 
strewn along hundreds of yards of 
shore line. ‘The search for bodies met 
with little success during the early 
part of the day. Of tha 15 dead only 
three bodies have beeu washed ashore.

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FOUR LIVES SAVE. 


On the Maiden Trip of the 
Nauhaught 


Rescued Men from Gap- 
sized Sloop. 


Nauhaught Had Other Excitement 
on Trip to Portland. 


The maiden trip of the naptha yacht 
Nauhaught proved her a seaworthy 
boat, and besides resulted in the rescue 
of four men who were upset from their 
sailboat in the lower harbor in the gale 
Thursday while on a fishing trip. 

The Globe reports the trip and rescue 
as follows: 

The yacht is a 94-foot launch of 250- 
horse power, built recently in Quincy 
for Isaac G. Lombard of Chicago. Mr. 
Lombard invited four friends to accom- 
pany him and his son, Ernest B., on 
the first trip of the yacht. His com- 
panions were H. E. Haass, John C. 
Neeley and Frank H. Barker of Chica- 
go and John E. Mayo of Colorado 
Springs. With them were Capt. Law- 
son in charge of the yacht, a cook and 
an engineer. 

The party left Quincy on Tuesday for 
Rockland, Me., bat on account of the 
weather did not go far beyond Portland, 
Wednesday they made Portsmouth, 
where they remained for the night. Yes- 
terday morning about § o’clock they 
started back for Boston. They had 
several narrow escapes in the fog and 
storm, but the real exciting incident of 
the trip took place yesterday afternoon 
as they were about to enter the harbor. 

Just inside Boston light they saw a 
small sloop with mainsail;reefed, tossed 
about by the heavy seas, and as they 
came near to her she suddenly keeled 
over and sank. Four men kad been 
seen on the deck of the sloop, and Mr. 
Lombard ordered Capt. Lawson to make 
all speed to save them. He did so, and 
the yacht was got as near as safety 
allowed to the men who were clinging 
to the shrouds and mast head of the 
fishing boat. 

They were shouting for help and 
struggling to retain their insecure hold 
while the seas swept over them and 
threatened to tear them from the mast. 
All hands on-board the yacht joined in 
dragging the men on board at the risk 
of going into the boiling sea them- 
selves. Three of the men were got on 
board after a long fight when the sail- 
boat disappeared altogether under the 
keel of the yacht. 

The fourth man, who still clung to 
the mast, was given up for lost, but 
svas heard an instant later shouting for 
help on the other side of the Nauhaught. 
He had been carried clear under the 
yacht, but managed to keep his hold on 
the mast. He was rescued by the tug 
Wawenoc of Philadelphia, which had 
come up while the men on the yacht 
were rescuing the others and stood by 
to give assistance if necessary. 

The rescued men were taken into the 
cabin of the yacht and given dry cloth- 
ing and medical attention. They said 
they were a party of carpenters, and 
having a day off.thought to pass it in 
fishing. When they left Dorchester bay 
the day was comparatively calm, but 
the storm came suddenly on them, and 
they had tried to weather it by reefing 
sail. The waves rolled into the boat 
and had nearly swamped it before the 
wind overturned it. 

They gave their names as John Sund- 
berg and John Carlson of Roxbury and 
Fred Olsen of Dorchester. Their com- 
panion, who was rescued by the tug, 
they said, was Matt Soderlin. The 
men were taken to Quincy on the 
yacht, and then sent home. Soderlin 
was brought to Boston on the tugboat. 

While coming up the harbor the 
party saw a three masted schooner 
ashore on Hardings ledge, but did not 
get near enough to see her name. 

Later in the day the police boat 
Guardian picked up a sloop bottom up, 
near Sand Point light, and towed it to 
the foot f Hanover street, Boston.

Pain is sometimes powerless to make 
him confess, even at the point of death. 
This obstinacy is due in part to the 
high idea he has of his dignity. His 
pride forbids him a_ confession, be- 
cause the avowal of his lying is in- 
finitely humiliating in his eyes. The 
fear of losing ‘face’ is all powerful in 
him. To recognize a fault is more 
shameful than to have committed it. 
Hence the peculiar obstinacy of the 
native in denying, even when it would 
be to his interest to confess, an ob- 
stinacy not manifested in other ways.” 
—Journal of American Folk Lore.

Unique Build of Vehicle Design- 
ed For Night and Day Use. 


EASILY TURNED INTO PARLOR OAE 


Head of a Boston Railway Syndicat« 
Believes That Two Years Will Se« 
Service Between the Hub and New 
York—The Run Will Be Made Ix 
About Ten Hours. 


A through electric service betweer 
New York and Boston, in parlor, din 
ing and sleeping cars, will be in opera: 
tion within two years. This is the con 
fident prediction of James F. Shaw 
president of the Boston and Worceste1 
Electric railway, says the New York 
Herald. 

Tracks on land owned by a railway 
corporation are now being built from 
Worcester to Hartford, a distance of 
sixty miles. From Hartford this line 
will be continued to New Haven, forty 
miles farther. From City Hall square, 
in New York, a four track line is to 
run to Port Chester. The line between 
Port Chester and New Haven will com- 
plete the system that will give Boston 
through service to Gotham. 

With the completion of this line it is 
stated that residents of New York and 
Boston will be able to take the trip 
between the two cities in only twice 
the running time of the present steam 
railroads at half the expense and in 
modern sleeping and parlor cars. 

Finishing touches have already been 
put by a Boston syndicate on the first 
two trolley sleepers ever built, which 
are to make theie first trips during the 
present month between Indianapolis, 
Ind., and Columbus, O. Twenty-four 
more of these cars are in process of 
construction. 

Over the Boston and New York line 
will’ run magnificent cars not unlike 
those that are to be put in operation 
in the west. The cars are being built 
by a car company in Indiana which 
will own and operate these just as the 
Pullman company owns and operates 
its cars over the steam roads. 

The smallest of the sleeping cars will 
contain twenty berths. The compart- 
ments for each pair of berths are made 
by dropping mahogany shutters similar 
to those used in roll top desks. These 
are drawn out of the sides and floor 
and dovetail into each other when up, 
making a perfectly rigid and firm wall 
with a doorway. The upper berth is 
let down from the ceiling on the same 
principle as is used in the Pullman. 

Comfortable upholstered chairs, used 
in the day parlor car, will be combined 
to make the lower berth bed. Two of 
these chairs are put face to fave. By 
pressing a spring the arms spread out, 
the chairs then becoming one box 
spring mattress bed, four feet wide 
and seven feet long. Every modern 
convenience is to be provided for the 
passengers, even electric hair curlers 
for women and electric cigar lighters 
for men. Each compartment will be 
ventilated separately, and windows 
will be raised and lowered by pressing 
a button. 

When the night’s ride is over the 
framework of the compartments will 
be rolled into the walls and into the 
floor, the beds will be folded into 
chairs, and the car will be transformed 
into a vestibuled coach within half an 
hour. 

The combination sleeping and dining 
ears will have a ten foot apartment 
added between the berths and the rear 
dressing room. Temporary tables will 
be placed between chairs. It is claim- 
ed for the sleepers that the sleeping 
conveniences will be superior to those 
used in the ordinary Pullman. The 
cost of riding will be far less than the 
rates charged in the others. During a 
night’s run from Boston to New York 
it will be possible to obtain an entire 
compartment for $2. Single berths 
will cost $2, but two travelers occu- 
pying the same compartment can get 
it for $1. 

Owing to the fact that there will be 
no cinders and dust will be obviated, 
the car windows of the sleeper may be 
left open all night. Over the Boston 
and New York electric line the cars 
will be run at about half the speed at- 
tained by the steam roads. 

Each car will be fifty to sixty-five 
feet long and will cost $21,000. It will 
be about two-thirds as heavy as the 
regulation Pullman sleeper. The power 
under these sleepers will be four mo- 
tors, one to each axle, generating 600 
horse power and capable of an ordl- 
nary rate of sixty miles an hour. 

This new development of the trolley 
is only a natural step in the wonderful 
progress of electric transportation, and, 
in fact, has been foreshadowed by ex- 
periments in both this country and 
abroad. Few persons realize that it 
is only sixteen years since the first 
“broomstick” car was given a trial. 


An Educator’s Exploring Trip. 

President Harper of the University 
of Chicago has succeeded in securing 
from the sultan the right to explore 
the ruins of ancient Babylon. The uni- 
versity has now obtained permission to, 
excavate in Tel Ibrahim. Application 
was made to the sultan for permission 
to explore the ruins of Babylon and its 
neighborhood in 1900, and after long 
delays it was granted. But further de- 
lays occurred, and the irade was not 
issued. Then it was discovered that 
the Germans had received permission 
to explore the same territory. It is be-

The committee of the United States 
senate which has been looking into the 
legislative Alaska this sum 
mer has heard a great deal on this 
particular subject, and its recommen 
dation on this point will be received 
with great interest. The senators have 
traveled many thousand miles in the 
interior and along the coast and have 
had an exceptional opportunity § t 
learn public sentiment and to examine 
the facts at first hand. 

Meanwhile the merry war between 
the boomers and the let well enough 
alone party goes briskly on. The terri- 
torialists had a field day at the trans 
mississippi congress which was recent- 
ly held in Seattle. Poor Governor Bra- 
dy had no one to back him up, while a 
dozen or more men identified with 
Alaska went in hammer and tongs for 
the change of government. 

A. P. Swineford, ex-governor of the 
district, pointed out some of the abuses 
of having the laws all made in Wash- 
ington. “Why,” he said, “a woman 
dressmaker has got to pay a license of 
$20 a year.

“We feel that we know what laws 
are best for us and are capable of 
making them. We don’t want to be 
saddled any longer with the laws of 
Oregon, which now govern us.

Don Fletcher of Seattle told how a 
miner in the interior was attacked with 
malaria and after much trouble man 
aged to get a bottle of whisky. He 
paid $5 for it. Information of this com- 
ing to a government official, he laid 
complaint, and the camp of miners 
which had sold the stuff had to take 
out a liquor license and to forfeit its 
whole outfit. 

It was further pointed out that Alas- 
ka now produced $25,000,000 a year ir 
metals, fish, furs, ete., while it con- 
sumed an equal amount of goods from 
the parent country. If the district were 
allowed to collect its own revenues of, 
say, $200,000 a year, half would suffice 
for expenses and the rest could be used 
in the internal improvements which 
were so much needed. . 

Governor Brady of course believes 

that Alaska needs more money, but he 
thinks congress should appropriate it 
He pointed out at the Seattle gathering 
that by the census of 1900 the popula- 
tion was only 63,592, of whom only 
80,507 were white. These were scatter 
ed over 600,000 square miles. Most of 
them were in a measure sojourners, as 
the total number of families was hacd- 
ly more than 500 or 600. 
“The only gain,” the governor went 
on, “would be a delegate in congress. 
The expense would be much greater, 
and Alaska is not yet prepared to meet 
it. Besides, the territorial form of gov- 
ernment is unsatisfactory to many of 
those who live under it.” 

It must be said that there is consid. 
erable support for Mr. Brady among 
business men. One of them, who has 
been in Sitka many years, said: 

“Of course we should like a delegate 
at Washington. He would have ne 
vote, but we should feel that we were 
a little more a part of the country if 
there were some one entitled to express 
our needs and wishes. Sut this we 
might have without becoming a ter- 
ritory. The merchants generally want 
to have things continue as at present 
We believe that in a few years Alaska 
will have grown so in people and 
Wealth that congress will gladly ta&e 
us into statehood without making us 
pass through the purgatory of terri- 
torial government. Some would be pol- 
iticians are anxious to get offices, and 
they want the change. 

“Just see how difficult it would be tc 
get representative men to go to the leg 
islature. Some of them would have tc 
fravel thousands of miles to the capt 
tal.

“A few months ago a great discovery 
of diamonds took piace in the Trans- 
vaal on the farm Elandsfontein, but all 
notice of this discovery has been en- 
tirely suppressed by the capitalistic 
press in South Africa. The press of 
this country, which has, for unknown 
reasons, constituted itself the cham- 
pions of the monopolists. has also re- 
mained silent, and the value of the dis- 
covery has been kept a profound 
cret. 

“A diamond mine containing, approx- 
imately, 2000 claims, a few months ago 
was proved by a private syndicate on 
the farm Elandsfontein, and under the 
law of the late Boer government the 
syndicate, as owners of the farm, are 
entitled after proclamation one- 
tenth of the claims (that is, 200), the 
balance of 1800 claims being open to 
the general public to peg and work. 

“The syndicate owning the property 
is known as the Premier company. and 
they have, by sinking numerous shafts 
to a depth of 70 feet, proved soft bine 
ground, this being the same depth as 
the blue ground proved at Kimberley. 
The surface, or yellow ground, has so 
far yielded 2% carats per load, and the 
cost of washing this ground could not 
have exceeded 2s. per load. Diamonds, 
owing te the De Beers monopoly, are 
worth 45s. to 50s. per carat, so that a 
huge profit was assured to the syndi- 
eate. The Kimberley mines, owing to 
their great depth, cannot be worked un- 
der a cost of &s. to 10s. a load, and the 
Yield is considerably less than one 
carat per !oad. 

“By the bill introduced into the legis- 
lative council by the governnient this 
great discovery will be dealt with in the 
following mmmnner: 

“First—One-tenth of the claims is to 
go to the prospectcr. 

“Second—Four-tenths to the owners 
of the property. 

“Third—Five-tenths is supposed to 
remain the property of the government. 

“As the prospectors and owners are 
the same parties, the syndicate will, 
therefore, he allotted one-half of the 
mine, or 1000 claims. 

“It is clear that the terms of the bill 
have been pre-arranzed, and that, in- 
stead of this great diamond mine being 
worked for the public good, it will by 
the force of cireumséinces drift into the 
hands of the De Beers company, and 
will be worked for the especial benefit 
of the monopolists. Under the late Boer 
government pauper or millionaire had 
an equal right to peg claims and work 
the same; but Lord Milner's affection 
for the monopolists, and the fear that 
the De Beers monopoly would be broken, 
if the ground was thrown open to the 
public, has no doubt caused him to re- 
flect that the press of South Africa 
(which is owned and controlled by 
these same monopolists) would at once 
have led an agitation against hiru, and 
exposed the absolute failure and 
farcical proceedings of bis administra- 
tion. Lord Milner, it will be seen, has 
increased the privileges of the mine 
owners by no less than 40 percent, and 
this at the expense of the general com- 
munity. 

“All criticism against Lord Milner’s 
action is impossible in the Transvaal, 
for under a law he has himself enacted 
he has the power to give three days’ 
notice to any one in the Transvaal who 
is objectionable to him to clear out of 
the couatry, and if the person objects 
he is put into prison without trial. and 
then at once deported over the border 
without any right of appeal to the high 
court.”

SULTAN IS S80 INFORMED 


Situation Regarded as Distinctly Bet

cated Tales of Terrible Atrocites 
Sofia, Sept. 19.—A distinctly opti- 
mistic tone now pervades government 
and diplomatic circles here and hopes 
are again expressed that war may 
after all be averted. From 
and Constantinople encouraging news 
bas been received. From London it is 
reported that the British government 
will send a fleet to ‘Turkish waters, 
while reports from Constantinople 
state that Great Britain, France and 
Italy have intervened to prevent the 
continuance of in Mace-| 
donia. 

It is said that yesterday the repre- 
sentatives of these powers notified the 
sultan of their dissatisfaction with the 
methods of suppressing the outbreak 
and declared that the massacres must 
be stopped. Itis stated that they made 
special reference to the excesses com- 
initted by the Turkish troops in* the 
vilayet of Uskub, where the revolution- 
ary outbreak is insignificant and affords 
ho excuse to the soldiers for pilluging | 
and burning the villages and killing | 
the inhabitants. 

The porte is said to have replied | 
that Turkey is simply carrying out the | 
wishes expressed by the powers, which 
urge the sultan’s government to adopt | 
energetic measures to suppress the revo- 
lution as speedily as possible. 

The report that these powers have | 
taken such action has been received 
with great satisfaction by the Bul- 
| garian ministry. The diplomatic corps 
| here also appears to be more relieved

the present moment the whole situation 
is regarded as being distinctly better | 
than at any time for some weeks past. 

A special dispatch from Rila says 
reveral Bulgarian bands under Cap- 
tain Scoyanoff attacked Melnik, 65 
miles northeast of Salonica. Two 
regiments of infantry, with cavalry and 
artillery in support, were sent from 
Djoumaia to relieve the garrison and 
they forced the insurgents to retire to 
the mountains, where they are being 
pursued by the troops. 

Desperate fighting is reported to be 
proceeding in a defile of the valiey of 
the Struma between Turkish troops and 
bands under Genera] Zontcheff. Rein- 
forcements of troops have been sent 
from Seres. 

Nazir Pasha, the Turkish commander 
at Monastir, is reported to have de- 
clared to the consuls there: “We have 
had one insurrection. It will be the | 
last in this territory.” H 

The Young Men's Christian union

A 
battalion of Redifs attacked the 
Christian gendarmes at Mitrovitza an 
several of the latter were killed and} 
wounded. The rest of the gendarmes 
took refuge at the Russian consulate, 


Great Demand For Weapons 

London, Sept. 19.—A dispatch from) 
€amakoy to The Times says the num-} 
ber of Macedonian emigrants and refu- 
gees along the frontier is daily in- 
creasing and it is calculated that there} 
are now 20,000 in the various uc 
villages and border districts from 
Burgas to Kostendil, all eagerly look- 
ing forward to the day of re¢ koning} 
wih the Turks. Many are compelled 
to remain inactive through the insuf- 
ficient supply of arms and ammuni- 
tion.

Good Afternoon 


The Boston Democrats, who for po- 
litical reasons are inclined to criticise 
State appropriations for which Demo- 
cratic legislators must share the re- 
sponsibility, should not forget that it 
was the Republicans who defeated a 
$447,000 loan order in the Boston 
common council on Thursday evening. 
Every Democrat voted for the loan. 


The general public should know why 
there has been a delay in the enlarge- 
ment of the much over-crowded High 
school building. There are now 591 
High school pupils but the building 
was only designed for 350, The old 
High building which was not large 
enough for 100 pupils is again in use 
but then both buildings are inadequate. 
Pupils occupy small rooms and corri- 
dors, some in the attic, and the school 
is working to a great disadvantage. 

The delay seems to be caused by the 
minority on the committee of tbe 
Council who have been shown too much 
courtesy by the majority. The majority 
favor the plans of Aaron H. Gould 
which were early submitted with com- 
plete specifications, but the minority 
have favorities. By request of the 
School Committee the Gould plans 
were very promptly changed in some 
particulars, but one thing and another 
has caused delay. 

Some have discredited the architect, 
but the city of Everett has accepted 
plans of the same architect for a brick 
schoolhouse and proposals have been 
asked which will be opened Sept. 26. 
They are highly recommended. 

One of the reasons advanced for the 
delay was that there was not sufficient 
margin within the city debt limit, but 
if that was the case at the beginning of 
the year it has not been for several 
weeks. 

The Gould plans will give Quincy a 
grand High school building at small 
cost, and there should be no further 
delay.

BEGINNING OF THE INSURRECTION 


Constantine D. Phassoularides Says 
ReHance on Russia Is Responsible 
For the Revolution and That Mac- 
edonians Are Satisfied With Turk- 
ish Rule—Greek Population and In- 
terests Far Exceed Bulgarian. 


“The New York newspapers do not 


seem to understand the Macedonian | 


situation,” said Constantine D. Phas- 
soularides, the editor of Thermopyle, 
the Greek newspaper, recently to a 
reporter of the New York Commercial 
Advertiser. 

“The trouble in Macedonia began 
about two years ago, when the Bul- 
garian revolutionary committee of 
Its object was 
to expel the Greeks from Macedonia. 
To carry on the conflict they obtained 
from wealthy Greeks, by force and 
blackmail, revolutionary funds. To 
quote from a pamphlet issued last May 


| by the Society of Hellenism of Athens, 


‘From December, 1901, to the end of 
1902 the Bulgarian committee assas- 
sinated about 600 Greek merchants and 
other wealthy Greeks of Macedonia, 
and from others by threat and black- 
mail they raised from £50 to £1,000 
($250 to $5,000) each.’ 

“By the latest statistics which the 
Greek government sent to the powers 
about the racial population of Mace- 
donia, as reported in the Nea Hemera 
of Triest, Austria, on Aug. 29, the 
total population in the vilayet of Mon- 
astir, which consists of the districts 
of Koriza, Dibra, Seres and Elbasan, 
is 859,109, of whom there are 309,782 
Greeks, 174,011 Bulgarians, 14,600 Ser- 
vians, 12,000 Roumanians, 344,766 
Mussulmans and 4,950 Jews. 

“The vilayet of Salonika, whith con- 
sists of the districts of Serra and 
Drame, has a population of 1,040,220, 


|of which number there are 348,050 


Greeks, 205,886 Bulgarians, 225,514 
Mussulmans and 60,770 of other na- 
tionalities, of which number there are 
51,000 Jews. Thus it is seen that al- 
though the Bulgarians lay claim to 
Macedonia they are decidedly in the 
minority. 

“According to the statistics of the 
Bulgarian exarchate itself, there are 
55,633 Greek pupils attending the 
schools in Macedonia and 19,344 Bul- 
garians. According to the statistics of 
the Turkish government, fifty-three 
Greeks to one Bulgarian pay taxes. 

“The Greek population is not only 
the largest, but the most progressive. 
The British consul in Salonika, writ- 
ing to his government, said: ‘Generally 
the Greek population in Macedonia is 
higher in number and education than 
the Bulgarians. They also surpass the 
Bulgarians in business and commerce. 
The Greeks, however, are quiet and 
avoid trouble, hoping that they will 
get bgnefit by peace, while the Bul- 
garians are always ready to commit 
any crime for their own benefit. 

“Of the Bulgarians fighting in Mace 
donia today not one has been born in 
Macedonia. They all make inroads 
from over the frontier. The people 
generally are peacefully inclined and 
prefer to‘ remain under the Turkisb 
protection rather than under the crim- 
{nal rule of the Bulgarians. 

“‘Of course behind Bulgaria is Rus- 
sia, who wants to grab everything,’ to 


| quote from an article written by Prince 


Mestsersky in the Graschdaum of St. 
Petersburg. ‘If there were not Rus- 


| Sian consuls in Macedonia there never 
| would have happened these 


pitiful 


things. I am very sure that the revo- 


| lutionary movement would never have 


risen so strong in the absence of Rus- 
sian consuls. We must not forget that 


| Macedonia, Albania and Bulgaria are 


using every means to force Russia to 
go to arms against Turkey. I am ask- 
ing our government, when things are 
in this condition, what is the use for 
us to have consuls in Macedonia. If I 
had the power in the government I 
would recall all our consuls from 
there.’ 

“When the actual revolution began 
about a month ago in Krushevo, ac- 
cording to the Acropolis of Athens and 
newspapers, 400 Greeks

“According to the papers published | 
in Philippopolis, none of the Greek | 
merchants there can easily escape the} 
blackmail of the Bulgarians who are | 
practicing the ‘money or your life’) 
Zame. 

“We find, then, that the Bulgarians | 
have no right to Macedonia by either 
numbers or commercial interest. The | 
real wealth of the country is with the 
Greeks,”

Premier Balfour 


POLITICAL SPECULATION 


Colonial Son 


Slated For Cabinet Position, Not- 


Former Secretary’s 


withstanding His Activity In Organ- 
izing Preferential Tariff Agitation 


London, Sept. 19.—The persistency 
with which it is rumored that Austen 
Chamberlain, the postmaster general, 
will succeed Ritchie as chancellor of 
the exchequer emphasizes the ex- 
traordinary nature of tke relations 
which Balfour still maintains towards 


his colleagues. The Liberal organs 


point out the fictitiousness of any sup- 


posed change on the part of a goyern- 
ment which includes Chamberlain's 
son, who has been almost as active as 
his father in organizing the preferential 
tariff agitation. Balfour's frank 


declaration in his letter accepting the 
colonial secratary’s resignation, 
he shared Chamberlain's ideas 


that 
of a 
closer fiscal union with the colonies, also 
creates doubt as to how even moderate 
free traders such as the Duke of 
Devonshire can remain under Balfour's 
guidance. 

The criticism of the small effect upon 
the government policy caused by Cham- 
berlain’s withdrawal and of the reten- 
tion of his son is not confined to the 
opposition. The St. James Gazette, 
which warmly supports Chamber- 
lain’s program, declares that the result 
is that the Unionist party will face 
the electors disunited and open to all 
the attacks of the free fooders, as it 
will be perfectly apparent to the elec- 
tors that the return of Balfour involves 
sooner or later the return of Cham- 
berlain and the triumph of his policy. 

Mr. Balfour has reiterated to his 
friends that bis letter to Chamber- 
lain (accepting his resignation and 
sying he shared the latter’s idea of a 
closer fiscal uaion with the colonies), 
was not a formal expression regard- 
ing Chamberlain’s policy, but that he 
meant what he said. On the face of 
it Chamberlain ard Balfour will con 
tinue to work together, but the former 
colonial secretary is free from gov- 
ernmenta! obligations and will be able 
to conduct his educational campaign 
along the iine that he has all along 
advocated. 


Chamberlain Invited to Chicago 

Chicago, Sept. 19.—The first notable 
publie address by Joseph Chamberlain, 
following his resignation from the 
British cabinet, may be given an inter- 
national character, Mr. Chamberlain 
coming to Chicago to deliver his views. 
An invitation to him to, do so has been 
forwarded through the department of 
state at Washington from the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association, which sent 
the following cable message last night: 

“Earnestly hope your freedom from 
public duties will assure your accept- 
ance of invitation of Mlinois Manufac- 
turers’ association.” 

The invitation referred to wns made 
public last nigt for the first time. It 
was extended on July 24, its text being 
as follows: 

“The Illinois Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation extends to you an invitation to 
be its guest and would respectfully ask 
that you address its members at Chi- 
cago at such time in this year as will 
be suitable to your convenience. 

“The presentation of your views in 
Chicago will attract world-wide atten- 
tion, cause wholesome discussion and 
result in a better understanding of the 
trade relationship between our respec- 
tive countries. 

“The meeting will be attended by the 
representative manufacturers of the 
United States. In accepting this invi- 
tation you will not only honor the mem- 
bers of the Illinois Mannfacturers’ as- 
sociation, but the progressive business 
men of all commercial pursuits on our 
side.” 


Bodies From Wrecked Yacht 
Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 19.—The 
yacht Red Dragon, which left here on 
Tuesday on a long fishing cruise, was 
wrecked in the storm. The bodies of 
Captain Clark of the Red Dragon and 
a sailor, Daniel Murdock, were found 
on the shore at Beach Haven and the 
hull of the Red Dragon went ashore at 
Harvey Cedars.

Most of the Leaders Are from the 
Rural Districts. 


Washington, Sept, 21—It is notable, 
as congress preparations draw near, 
how adequately the farmer and bis in- 
terists is represented in congress in 
spite of all populistic anxiety over the 
dominance of the capitalistic clisses. 
The great cities, where corporate power 
usually resides, furnish a distinally dis- 
proportionate number of the men who 
“do things.” 

The expectant sperker of the house 
is from a country district. Mr, Cannon, 
in fact, takes pride im his farmer 
phrases, and all his tilustrations and 
personal inerests sayor of a rural bring- 
ing up. He is the most powerful single 
personality in the popular branch of 
congress. The chairmanship whiclt Mr. 
Cannon resigns—perhaps the most im- 
portant of the house—that of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, falls to J. A. 
Hemenway, who comes from one of the 
most rural listricts in Indiana. 1t em- 
braces the famous county of Posey, also 
Pike, Gibson and Spencer. Hemenway 
bimself comes from the village of Bio 
ville. The house committee on foreign 
alfairs has long beea presided over by 
Robert R. Hitt of Mcunt Morris, lis, 
He is a native ofOgle county, and re - 
resents one of the richest farming dis- 
tricts in the Mississippi valley. 

Other"men whose names are familiar 
to the publie—and that is a fair test of 
influence in songress—are the following- 
named representatives of essentially 
country districts. Payne of Auburn, N. 
y., chairman of the ways and means 
committee, and floor leader of the party; 
Richardson of Tennessee, leader of the 
minority; Littlefield of Maine, Tawney 
of Winona, Minn., an independent spirit 
of the committee on ways and means, 
and Hepburn of Iowa, who is a potent 
influence. 

This iist might be greatly multiplied. 
Few of the more conspicuous figures in 
public life in this generation have come 
from the great metropolitan centres. 
McKinley, Blaine, Reed un@ Dingley 
were all sent by rural constituencies. 
The New York city delegation em- 
phasizes the story. Those in the lastcon- 
gress were:. Storm, Fitzgerald, Bris- 
tow, Lessler (of naval scandal fame), 
Creamer, Goldfogle, Swann, Suizer 
(better known). and McClellan.

‘The dele- 
gation from Chicago, with the excep- 
tior of Mann and Boutelle, is-notorious- 
ly weak.

There are exceptions, of course, to 
the rule that city member does not 
count.for much, but they are not over- 
powering. The farmer has no reason to 
complain of his share of representation 
in congress, either in genate or house, 
Country congressmen are much closer 
to their constituents. “A country dis- 
trict acquires a personality, like an old 
regiment, while a. city district is so 
many: blocks. marked off at each enui.- 
eration time; the city boss assigns his 
candidates to these squares of patch- 
work oftentimes when they haye little 
identification with district life. 

The country congressman sends out 
much more government “literature” to 
his district than is sent out by urban 
congressinen. Thousands of residents 
of the great cities donot know the num- 
ber of their district or who their con- 
gressnian is; in the country every farn- 
er has more or less of @ persona! ae- 
quaintance with his’ congressman, 
through the receipt of packages of seeds 
and tariff speeches. 

The country districts, as 4 result of 
this familiar acquaintance with their 
congréssman, keep him in Washington 
long enough for him to woik up toa 
position in the legislative organization 
where he has some power. The cities, 
passing around the honor asa reward to 
members of political “machines,” are 
practically not represented. No nian is 
allowed to remain long enough, even 
if he has ability, and it must be admit-

Regarded as the Washington of 
His Country. 


Hancock hall was crewded Sunday 
evouring on the centennial of the execu- 
tion of Robert Emmett, the Irish 
martyr, the anniversary being observed 
by the Emmett club and Divisions 5 
and 18, A. O. H. 

A picture of Emmeit was conspicu- 
ous on the platform in front of the desk 
and on either side was an American 
flag and a flag of Erin. 

On the platform beside the speakers 
were: Jolin M. O’Brien, president Div. 
4, A. O. H.; Peter J, Lane, president 
Div. 22. A. O, H.; Bartlett McLane, 
Div. 17, A. O. H.; James O’ Donovan, 
president Div, 5, A. O. H.; Patrick 
Ferguson, president Div. 18, A. O. H. ; 
Hugh P. Tracey, grand ranger, K. of 
C.; James F. Burke, past grand knight, 


K. of C.; William ‘T. Shea, grand 
knight, K. of C.; Rev. Fr. Coan, Rev. 
Fr, Cuffe, Rev. Fr. Casey, Representa- 
tive Peter T. Fallon, John Cavanagh, 
Daniel J. Reidy, Norfolk county presi- 
dent, A. O. H.; representatives of the 
press and others. 

Patrick J. Tanguey, president of the 
Emmett club, called the meeting to 
order and spoke briefly, declaring be- 
lief in the principles for which Emmett 
fought, and the hope ofan Irish repub- 
lic in Ireland soon. 

Mayor Charles M. Bryant was intro- 
duced as chairman, and ‘‘was glad to 
say Iam with you.’’ He was glad to 
be present and to preside. He liked 
to see people who have a principle and 
are ready to stand by it. As in the 
days of old there were patriots and 
heroes today. 

Thomas Clifford of Boston contributed 
asolu ‘‘The memory of the dead,’’ 
which was so well received that he re- 
sponded with ‘‘The Wearing of the 
Green.’’ 

Rev. Fr. Jobnson was intruduced as 
the first speaker, and told eloquently of 
the life and ambitions of Robert Em- 
mett. One hundred years ago -tonight 
he was executed for a cause he loved 
more than himself. He was an illus- 
trous martyr and Ireland’s idol. His 
life was metoric in splendor, but early 
quenched in a cold eclipse. He lived 
for liberty, fought for liberty, died for 
liberty. Liberty, however, cannot be 
crushed out; it is endowed with im- 
mortality. 

Emmett has been condemned as a rash 
enthusiast and arebel. His insurrec- 
tion was a failure; had it beea success- 
ful he would bave been called the sav- 
iour of Ireland, and would have stood 
with Washington. 

Emmett’s defeat was because of 
traitors. His plans were noble, grand, 
and the time was...opportune. The 
speaker reviewed the plans to over- 
throw Dublin castle and told of the 
work of traitors which frustrated it. 

Such an uprising for a high motive 
was notarebellion, but was for the 
freedom of thousands and justifiable. 
Emmett’s life was lived purely. He 
offered it as a sacrifice, and Ireland to-

Bulgaria Intends to Maintain 
Her Neutrality 


HAS MADE NO ULTIMATUM 


Last Note to Powers Appealed For 
Intervention Before It Should Be 
Too Late—First American Diplomat 
te Bulgaria Dined by Prince 


Sofia, Sept. 21—Some apprehension 
having apparently been cerated owing 
to a misunderstanding regarding the 
precise meaning of Bulgaria’s last 
note to the powers, explanations have 
been given to some diplomatic agents 
here that the memorandum was not in- 
tended as un ultimatum, but was rather 


in the nature of an appeal for the in- 
tervention of the great powers before 
that intervention should.be too late. 
The Bulgarian ministry, it was stated, 
was determined to maintain its atti- 
tude of neutrality up to the last mo- 
ment, but it felt the impossibility of 
standing by indefinitely while the Turks 
exterminated the Bulgarian element in 
Macedonia, . 

The government's position is ren- 
dered increasingly difficult by the atti- 
tude of the Macedonian population in 
Bulgaria, which, vigorously backed up 
by the revolutionary committees, is 
persistently endeavoring .to force the 
government's hand and provoke hostili- 
ties with Turkey. 

A special dispatch fromthe monastery 
of Rila, Bulgaria, says the condition of 
the Turkish garrison of Melnik, 65 
miles northeast of Salonica, is believed 
to be extremely critical. It is be- 
sieged by bands of insurgerts under the 
leadership of four former Bulgarian 
officers. ‘The insurgents number 1500, 
while the garrison is betieved to con- 
sist of only one battalion. Melnik isa 
very importunt strategic point in the 
mountains, commanding the read be- 
tween Demirhissar and Razlog. ‘The 
Turks have withdrawn nearly all their 
forces from the districts of Danoumaia 
and Razlog to send them to/the relief 
of Melnik. As a consequence unusuitl 
tranquility prevails throughout the dis- 
trict of Razlog, where the autirorities, 
lacking the support of the troops, have 
ceased their policy of persecution and 
the beys are even furnishing bands 
with food. The Turkish population is 
described as being in a state of great 
consternation. 

A company of Turkish soldiers and 
Bashi-Bazouks recently found the hid- 
ing place of 100 families of refugees 
from the villages of Dupeni and Echla, 
near Resen. They captured the party, 
violated tha women and committed 
other atrocities. 

Prince Ferdinand gaye a dinner party 
at the palace in honor of J. B. Jackson, 
who had presented his ercdentials as 
the first American diplomatic agent to 
Bulgaria. The guests inchided F. R. R. 
Pliiot, the British diplomatic agent, and 
the Bulgarian ministers and high of- 
ficials. Prince Ferdinand proposed the 
health of President Roosevelt, speak- 
ing in English, and the court band 
played a selection of American airs. 

Great satisfaction is expressed not 
only in official, but also commercial 
circles, at America’s action in estab- 
lishing diplomatic relations with Bul- 
garia. The belief prevails that a great 
opportunity exists for developing a 
profitable export and import trade 
with the United States. 


Sultan’s Customary Regret 

Boston, Sept. 21.—A largeiy attended 
meeting of the Greeks of Boston made 
strong protests against the Bulgarian 
incursions into Macedonia. The Bul- 
garians were charged by the speakers 
with stirring up insurrection and 
thereby causing the slaughter of 
Greeks in order that ultimately Bul- 
garia might annex Macedonia. A con- 
tribution of fearly $1000 was raised to 


assist persecuted Greeks in Mace- 
donia. 
Cotton Reports Peace at Beirut - 
Washington, Sept. 21—Rear <Ad- 


mirai Cotton reports that the situation 
at Beirut continues quiet.” There has 
been a delay. in the filing of the gov- 
ernor of Beirut’s report on the case of 
the American vice consul, but Admiral 
Cotton says he expects it will be forth- 
coming in the next few days. 


Protest From Boston Greeks i 
Constantinople, Sept. 21.—In an audi- 
ence with M. Zinovieff, the Russian 
ambassador, the sultan expressed his 
Tegret at the excesses committed by 
the Turkish troops in the yilayets of 
Morastir and Adrianople. He said 
that orders had been sent to the au- 
thorities concerned to prevent their 
repetition. The German ambassador 
also had an audience with the sultan, 
who declared that the insurrection was 
drawing to a close. 


Each Side Claims Victories 

London, Sept. 21—The Balkan sit- 
uation presents few new features this 
morning. The German emperor's influ- 
ence at Vienna is said to have been 
thrown in favor of allowing the sul- 
tan the utmost freedom in suppressing 
the insurrection. Béth “Irurks atid 
Macedonians claim the victories in the 
daily encounters. 


Leopold Rejects Arbitration 
Brussels, Sept. 21—King Leopold’s 
reply to the note of the powers con- 
cerning the Congo state contends that 
the alleged cruelties are based on un- 
trustworthy testimony ‘and repudiates 
the idea of arbitration as incom-

court delivered @ strong charge to the 
grand jury which is considering the 
criminal work of the county courts. 
After reciting the details of the imur- 
der on June 15 of Helen Bishop by 
George White and the subsequent 
lynching of White by a mob, Justice 
Lore suid: 

“The crime of Geerge White and his 
punishment are not before us. Upon 
his body human vengeance has done its 
work. If the matter concerned George 
White alone,-there would be nothing 
left for our consideration. But for the 
first time, the lawless and revolting 
crime of Jynching bas invaded this 
state. 

“We have heard of lynching asa 
punishment for horse stealing in the 
south and west, sand for homicides, 
rapes and other crimes elsewhere; but 
we flattered ourselves that such 
scenes could not occur in our con- 
munity, composed, as it is largely, of 
that good old English stock whose 
obedience to law has been one of the 
secrets of our civilization and of the 
safety of our people. We are tow 
confronted, however, with this crime, 
and must meet it. Shall we invite its 
visitation in the future by acquiescence 
to its perpetration, or make such crime 
hereafter improbable, if not impossible, 
by dealing out adequate punishment? 

“No good citizen, we are persuaded, 
can regard the lynching of George 
White in any other light than as a 
brutal crime and as a flagrant viola- 
tion of laws. 

“In this country we make the laws: 
they are our will formally expressed. 
It is the duty of every good man to 
obey the law himself and to see that 
it is obeyed by others as far as he 
may. Lynching is a crime against the 
law of both God and man. Every 
wilful participant in such an actisa 
murderer. No man has a right to com- 
mit that crime because he believes or 
fears that some other person who is 
entrusted with the execution of the law 
will fail, or has failed, in the per- 
formance of his duty. 

“Under the law we know what our 
rights are, and, in the main, we find 
that they are fairly attained and en- 
forced. No human laws or luman in- 
stitutions are perfect. This no reason- 
able man will expect. 

“Lynching and mob law, their pro- 
moters and encouragers, whether they 
be_of high or low degree, should re- 
ceive no faver at the hands of thougbt- 
ful and patriotic men. There must 
be government or ro gevernment. ‘The 
line of cleavage is clear. All history 
teaches that the prevalence of mob law 
is the end of free government. Obedi- 
ence to law is the life breath of our 
republic. 

“In obedience to the oath you have 
taken and to your duty to your state, 
we ask you to so act that the crime 
of lynching may be suppressed in this 
state, so far as by your action that end 
may be attained, and that the perpetra- 
tors of this crime and the authors of 
the disgrace that has come upon us 


through their crime shall be dealt with | 


according to their just merits. 

“To you the people look for the faith- 
ful, fearless and honest discharge of 
your duty. They ask nothing more 
and expect nothing less.”

Good Afternoon 


Our Mayor and the chairman of the 
Board of Trustees of the Thomas Crane 
public library have taken a prominent 
part in the Robert Emmett centennial, 
to which no one objects, but attention 
has been called to a centennial which 
comes nearer to our city and the chair- 
man of the Library board, and there is 
a surprising indifference. We refer to 
the centennial birthday of a benefactor 
of Quincy, who gave us the Thumas 
Crane memorial hall for our public 
library, and whose family continue to 
show great interest in Quincy. The 
birthday anniversary of the late Thomas 
Crane comes October 18, 1903, three 
weeks from Sunday, and we know it 
would be pleasing to the family to 
have the date observed. 


Although Mayor Bryant has not an- 
nounced his candidacy for a renomina- 
tion, it is generally believed that he 
desires once more to be the Republican 
candidate for Mayor. All efforts up to 
a recent date to get a man to’ stand 
against him have been unsuccessful, 
but now ex-Councilman Arthur W. 
Newcomb of Ward Two has announced 
Lis candidacy, and informs the Ledger 
that he will make an aggressive cam- 
paign. 

Few gentlemen in the city have 
served longer in the City Council than 
Mr. Newcomb, who has five years to 
his credit —1898 to’ 1902 inclusive. For 
two years he was chairman of the Street 
committee, and for two years“on the 
Finance committee. He also was on 
the License committee three years, two 
of which he was chairman, and three 
years on the Sewer committee. No one 
ever gave more faithful attention to 
public duties than did Councilman 
Newcomb, and he is well posted on 
city affairs.

BOGUS CHECK FRAUDS 


Appear to Be Far Below the Amounts 
First Estimated 

Boston, Sept. 22.—The courts have 
become the po‘nt of interest in the 
transfer check frauds which have been 
perpetrated upon the Boston and North- 
ern Street Railway company. In the 
municipal court Clarence Mitchell, 
Frank E. Collins, George HI. Morse, 
Fred A. Morse and Joba E. Maxwell 
were arraigned and held in $1000 cach. 

In the Lynn court Herbert BE. Sher- 
man, the janitor of the railway office 
in Lynn, who was arrested on a charge 
of stealing $4000 worth of uncancelled 
§ cent transfer checks, was arraigned 
and held in $3000. Herbert Morris, a 
conductor, charged with receiving 
stolen checks to the amount of $267, 
was also arraigned and was held in 
$500. Both pleaded not guilty to the 
charges. 

It is claimed that the discoveries 
made by the detectives in Boston and 
the arrests in Lynn have caused much 
disquietude among the conductors of 
the divisions in and about Lynn, and 
that some of them have failed to report 
for further duty. It is stated that at 
least four conductors have left town 
for parts unknown. 

In an interview President Sullivan 
of the Boston and Northern road said 


that the loss of the road from the 
check frauds has been yery much 
over-estimated. He said that he 


thought that $10,000 would be 
estimate of the total loss.

The board 
of directors has recommended the ap- 
pointment of Judga@ Hall as general 
counsel for the company, and request- 
ed him to accept a vaéation of six 
months for rest. 


Palatia’s Tedious Voyage 

New York, Sept. 23—Steamer Pa- 
latia bas arrived from Hamburg and 
Boulogne after a yoyage of nearly 18 
days. The Palatia broke the tail shaft 
of her starboard engine on Sept. 9, 
Shortly after leaving the English 
channel. Captain Magin decided to 
proceed to his destination, using the 
port engine. There was no excitement 
among the passengers, beyond im- 
patience at the delay. 


Flour Mills to Be Idle 

Minneapolis, Sept. 23.—Certainty of a 
general strike in the Minueapolis flour 
mills was established when the millers 
issued a statement severely criticising 
the flour ioaders for making unjust and 
unreasonable demands and pressing 
the determination of the millers to close 
their mills rather than grant the eight- 
hour day at a 10-hour wage scale de- 
manded by the flour loaders. 


American Miners Blocked 

Port of Spain, Sept. 23.—Advices 
from Caracas state that a government 
decree has suspended the operation of 
the mining code for an indefinite pe- 
riod. This decree will render new 
acquisitions of mines in Venezuela 
impossible and will cause detriment to 
the American mining parties who are 
now engaged in surveying several min- 
ing claims. 


Thirty-Five Lives Probably Lost 

Norfolk, Sept. 23.—Advice from Cape 
Charles is to the effect that there jg 
no foundation for the report that the 
fishing steamer Beatrice has made Dela- 
ware breakwater with a loss of two 
men. This practically extinguishes the 
last spark of hope for the steamer and 
her crew of 35 men. 


Nothing New In Stern Case 

Toronto, Sept. 23.—Leopold J. Stern, 
wanted in Washington in connection 
with the postal frauds, was again be- 
fore Judge Winchester, but nothing 
was done save the arranging of the 
formalities of the procedure, The 
merits of the case will be investigated 
next week.

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THE DEATH OF DUNTON 


Will Cause Barnes to Answer 
to Charge of Murder 


FIGHT PRECEDING ASSAULT 


Arose From Murder Suspect’s Alleged 
lll-Treatment of Wife, Who Was 
Defended by Aged Boarder—Pocket- 
book and $1000 Said to Be Missing 


Keene, N. H., Sept. 23.—The terrible 
assault on Ashael Dunton Mrs. 
Malachi Barnes at East Sullivan on 
Saturday night last developed into a 
murder last night in the death of Dun- 
ton just before midnight. 
farmer did not regain 
after haying his brains well nigh bat- 
tered out by the blows of the assassin, 
and he died without giving any clue to 
the perpetrator of the deed. 

The police, after waitng nearly two 
days in the hope that the brief and 
somewhat contradictory statement of 
Mrs. Burnes might be mi: ide sufliciently 
clear through a short ‘period of con- 
sciousness on the part of Dunton as to 
lead to the identity of the. assailant, 
gave up such hope yesterday and turned 
their attention to a rigid examination 
of such facts and clues as have already 
been collected. 

A brother and sister of Dunton 
visited the hospital and the brother 
added a new feature to the cuse when he 
insisted that at the time of the assault 
Dunton had been robbed of a pocket- 
book containing $1000. He says that 
he knows that his brother possessed 
between $3000 and $4000; that he car- 
ried two pocketbooks, one of which 
contained 10 $100 bills. This pocket- 
book has not been recovered, though a 
search of the premises was made by 
Sheriff Tuttle. 

Much of importance bearing on the 
ease has been learned, however, by the 
sherif. The neighbors agree that quar- 
rels between Barnes, his wife and the 
boarder, Dunton, had been frequent. 
In these Dunton has figured as taking 
sides with the woman, who was often 
the victim of Barnes’ ill temper. Satur- 
day afternoon, it is said, Dunton came 
home and found Barnes and his wife 
digging potatoes. The woman was 
doing the harder part of the work. 
Dunton interfered, persuaded Mrs. 
Barnes to go to the house and took 
her place beside the husband. The two 
men worked together until night and 
while they worked Dunton roundly 
scored his companion for compelling 
Mrs. Barnes to work as he did. The 
quarrel continued as the men went to 
supper. An hour later the assault in 
which Mrs. Barnes was terribly beaten 
and Dunton pounded into sensibility 
took place. 

Little had been known of Dunton’s 
relatives until the brother and sister, 
George O. Dunton, a farmer of Fitz- 
william, and Mrs. Mary Boyce of 
Winchendon, Mass., called at the hos- 
pital. From them it was learned that 
Dunton had another sister, Mrs. Lucy 
Tl. Derby of New Holland, Mich., and 
two children. He has-a son Herbert, a 
soldier in the regular army stationed 
in the Philippines, and a daughter. who 
is the wife of Dr. A. Perkins of Ogden, 
Utah. Dr. Perkins formerly penaeee 
in Boston. 

The physicians of Elliott hospital 
gaid last night that Dunton gradually 
sank all day and that it was surprising 
that he lived so long. At no tiie since 
the assault did be regain conscious- 
ness, even momentarily. 

Barnes, who is confined at the county 
jail, still refuses to talk of the case. He 
has retained an attorney to defend him. 
He was held only on suspicion, but 
will now be charged with murder.

IS NEARING A SOLUTION 


Macedonian Problem Is Dis- 


cussed by Diplomats 
a 


THE BULGARIAN PROPOSALS 


Ask Porte to Grant General Amnesty, 


Stop Persecution and Inaugurate 


Reforms—Turkey Said to Have Ac- 
cepted In Principle, but Proofs of 
Good Faith Will Be Required 


Sofia, Sept. 23.—Within 48 hours the 
question of peace or war will probably 
be settled, according to authoritative 
opinions here. Premier Petroif nad an 
interview with Ali Bey, at 
which the whole of the situation in 
Macedonia was discussed. As a re- 
sult of this conference a much better 
feeling prevails and confident hopes 
are expressed thata satisfactory adjust- 
ment will be reached. This view is 
strengthened by a report from Con- 
stantinople that the council of minis- 
ters, after several days of discussion, 
are within mensurable distance of an 
agreement on the chief points ut issue. 

The premier complained to the Turk- 
ish diplomatic agent of the situation 
created by the arrival at Burgas of 
thousands of destitute and starving 
refugees from the district of Losen- 
grad. After a discussion an under- 
standing was practically reached that 
Turkey should guarantee the safe pro- 
tection of the refugees and take steps 
to reinstate them in their homes. 

The general effct of these confer: 
ences in Constantinople and Sofia has 
induced a much more hopeful feeling 
here, although in Balkan affairs it is 
always possible that the next day's 
happenings may change the entire sit- 
nation. 

The following is the position of the 
Turko-Bulgarian negotiations: The 
porte recently manifested a disposition 
to consider proposals for a direct un- 
derstanding and Bulgaria advanced the 
following conditions: First, the port: 
to grant a general amnesty and stop 
the persecution of the Rulgarians in 
Macedonia; second, a@ mixed cotumis- 
sion to be formed, the Bulgarian mem- 


bers of which sheuld be nominated by 
the Bulgarian exarch and never be ina 
minority on the commission, to elabor- 
nte administrative referms, arrange

for an extension of local admiuistra- 
tive autonomy, insure the safety of the 
highways and the equality of Chris- 
tians and Mussulmans. before the 
courts, reform the taxation and gend- 
armerie and provide for personal se 
curity. 

After the accomplishment of these 
tasks the commission, which would 
probably sit at Salonica, would become 
the council of the inspector general and 


would depute one of its Bulgarian 


| members to report to the sultan on the 


progress of affairs. 

Bulgaria also ssked that the burned 
villages be rebuilt with government as- 
sistance, the refugees repatriated, an 
especial ordinance issued providing for 
the organization and administration ef 
the Bulgarian schools and chureles. 

These proposals seem to have been 
accepted in principle, although nothing 
definite has yet been decided. Even in 
the event of an agreement being ar- 
rived at proofs of good faith would be 
required as a guarantee of the execu- 
tion of the reforms and if not forth- 
coming the Macedonians would con- 
tinue their agitation. 

A list compiled from official sources 
is published giving the names of and de- 
tails regarding 48 villages which have 
been the scene of pillage, murder and 
outrages by Turkish troops. 


The war ministry has taken steps to 
strengthen the Bulgarian frontier 
forces and it is reported that troops 
Will occupy all the commanding posi- 
tions, thus making it almost impossible 
for bands to cross the frontier. Some 
regiments have been ordered to Adrian- 
ople frontier, where the Turks have 
massed strong! bodies of troops. 

Revolutionary bands are reported to 
be active in the district of Raslog, 
province of Seres, where thé¢y hold all 
the mountain passes.

LABOR THREAT. 


Not As Formidable As At; 
| First Appears. 


| 
‘The Vote Cannot be 
Concentrated. 


Not Over One-Tenth of Vote Is in 
Trade Unions. - 


Washington, Sept. 24.--The discus- 
cussion precipitated by 
the Central Labor union of this city 
in the Miller case, 
labor unions would better ma‘e a con- 
certed movement to defeat President 
Roosevelt, raises an important ques- 
tion as to their actuai strangth in 
case they all “got together’ 
able to “stay together.” 
to the best available information in 
this city the membership of the labor 
unions now reaches about 2,000,900, 
while the wage-working population is 
something more than 18,000,000. The 
larger figure necessarily includes farm 
laborers, who so far as known are 
almost never organized, and women 
wage-workers who have carried labor 
organizations by no means so far as 
the men. 

But after making allowance for these 
varying factors, it seems reasonable to 
suppose of the 80,000,000 people in the 
United States, not more than one- 
tenth, or 8,000,000, are in trade union 
families, or owe their support to 
trades unionists. This does not make 
the labor threat in the Miller case 
quite so formidable as at first sight ap- 
pears. 

Certain trades are organized up to 
90 percent of their members. The 
building trades, many of the textile 
workers, most railroad men, and now 
the miners are pretty well unionized, 
although there is a great difference in 
their unions. The railroad brother- 
hoods, for example, are exceedingly 
conservative, and are usually regarded 
by their employers as a valuable aad 
helpful influence in maintaining discl- 
pline and preventing disagreements. 
They would not go out against the ad- 
ministration in such a case as the 
present one. Many Isbor organizations 
are not affiliated with the American 
Federation, and between that organiza- 
tion and the Knights of Labor hos- 
tility has long been pronounced. It is 
perhaps fair to estimate Knights of 
Labor membership at 100,000. 

This order has many times 
barked in political experiments. Some 
months before the presidential cam- 
paign of 1896, J. R. Sovereign, master- 
workman, issued an order requesting 
his followers not to take national bank 
notes. His boycott against that form of 
money was intended asa means of stril:- 
ing at the powerofthe banks. Even 
this attempt to override the powers of 
government might have amounted to 
more had not the times been so lard 
that the boycotting of any kind of 
money was not exactly a popular issue. 
The truth is that labor unionists are 
cut up in politics just like everybody 
else, and on a national! contest it is 
practically impossible to get them to 
regard loyalty to labor organization as 
paramount. Their strength also varies 
greatly with. the times. During pe- 
riods of prosperity the membership of 
labor unians runs up rapidly; they 
seem to enjoy a speculative boom like 
everything else, only to go down in 
periods of depression. 

In the opinion of many observers 
here the great combinations, common- 
ly called the trusts, will act as such 
a steadying force in the future that we 
shall have fewer panics, and those of 
less severity. Already panics have 
been growing shorter with the progress 
of modern business methods. In for- 
mer centuries it was not ancommon 
for a period of depression to last for 
50 years, just as the old wars were 
elmost interminable. But now panics 
lest only long enough to serve as safety 
valves. The difference between a pe- 
riod of industrial depression and one of 
prosperity is much sinaller than peo- 
ple generally suppose. The greater

Will Exercise Veto Power It 
Selections Do Not Suit Him

Must Be Handled by a Cabinet Which

ence at Balmoral lias given rise to much 


surmise and comment, but it can he 
stated definitely that it is due to the 
hing’s determination not to assent to 
the formation of a new cabinet until 
thoroughly satisfied that its personnel 
and combination is such as to ensure 
the efficient carrying on of the affairs of 
the empire pending the resumption of 
parliament. For years previous, cab- 
inets were formed or ministerial ya- 
eancies filled with the mere formal 
presentation to the sovereign of the 
names of the new ministers. King 
Edward has done away with this tradi- 
tion. He has spent the last few days 
in constant discussion with Mr. Balfour 
as to the advisability of the latter's 
suggested appointments. Ministers 
now holding office and those nominated 
for office have been summoned to 
Balmoral to join in these conferences 
and all have been subjected to a degree 
of interrogation such as has surprised 
even those who knew King Bdward 
intimately as Prince of Wales. 

To. such an extent is King Edward 
holding his power of veto in reserve 
that now he is almost regarded by the 
inner circles as more the cabinet maker 
than Mr. Balfour himself. Though, 
with his usual tact, the king has re- 
frained from expressing any political 
views or infringing the initiative be- 
longing to the ministers, this has not 
prevented him from expressing his de- 
sire, amounting almost to a commund, 
that steps be taken to remedy the 
scandals in the army administration 
revealed by the report of the South 
Africans war commission and insisting 
thet the new cabinet shall be one 
adapted to deal with that question, 

After the long conversations he has 
had during the last few days at Bal- 
moral with military authorities the 
king is said to have expressed the opin- 
ion that Lord Lansdowne’s record as 
war secretary was due more to the had- 
ness of the system then in vogue thon 
to any defect in Lansdowne’s own judg- 
ment. King Edward has not shared the 
keen public indignation against Lans- 
downe, aroused by the report of the 
South African war commission, and he 
is understood to have consented to 
Lansdowne continuing as foreign min- 
ister. ‘Lis decision has not prevented 
the king from frankly telling the min- 
isters that he wanted something done 
to improve the military muddle and 
that he hoped some man would be ap- 
pointed who, with the commussion’s re- 
port as a basis, would be capable of 
changing the system which rendereé in- 
efficiency unavoidable. 

The question of having some gen- 
eral, notably Lord Kitchener, as head 
of the war office has been keenly dis- 
cussed at Balmoral between the king 
and the ministers, but it is understood 
that the consensus of opinion was that 
such an appointment would be inter- 
preted as a modified form of military 
dictatorship which the publie would 
never sanction,

communicate that their governments, in 
agreement with the other great pow- 
ers, are resolved never to depart from 


the published program of reforms in | 


Macedonia and that Pulgaria must not 
count on any support for any other pur- 
pose. ‘The agents further announced 
that the same declaration would be 
made at Constantirople. 

The Russian official note reiterates 
that the attitute of the powers in re- 
gard to the Austro-Russian reform 
scheme for Macedonia is unchanged, 
and that, consequently, neither Turkey 
nor Bulgaria can expect support from 
any quarter_in the event of open or 
secret resistance to that scheme. 

The imperial Ottoman commissioner 
has informed the Bulgarian govern- 
ment that the sultan has promulgated 
an irade sanctioning the program of re- 
form which is to be carried out by a 
mixed commission and that he deputed 
Hilmi Pasha to superintend the execu- 
tion of the platform with orders to sus- 
pend the persecution of the Bulgarians. 
As no indication is given concerning 
the constitution of the proposed mixed 
commission or as to an amnesty of po- 
litical offenders demanded by Bulgaria 
there is no disposition here to believe 
that the negotiations will he effective. 

When the Turkish diplomatic agent 
communicated the sultan’s irade to 
Premier Petroff, the Jatter is reported 
to have answered that so long as Tur- 
key does not withdraw her troops from 
the frontier and does not fulfill all her 
promises, Bulgaria is justified in  be- 
lieving that Turkey is talking merely 
for talking’s sake. The Sofia press re- 
fers to the irade in similar terms and 
declines to consider it seriously. 

It is a fact that all hope of good re- 
sults from the Turkish promises of re- 
form has long disappeared and the feel- 
ing is steadily growing that war is the 
sole solution to the Macedonian prob- 
lem, the only question being whether it 
will come this eutumn or be postponed 
until spring. 

The preparations for the mobiliza- 
tion of the Bulgarian army have been 
earried out with singular completeness 
as to detail and a declaration of war 
will find the Bulgarians sufficiently pre- 
pared. The equipment for the soldiers 
is ready, large quantities of ammuni- 
tion are on hand and the stocks of gen- 
eral suppiies are remarkably compre- 
hensive. 

The details of the atrocities by the 
Turkish troops in Monastir daily reach- 
ing the Bulgarian government equal 
and even exceed those already pub- 
lished. 

The insurgent general staff in the 
Monastir vilayet has compiled san 
elaborate report of events in the district 
of Kastoria between Aug. 2 and Sept. 
12. It comprises a list of 24 villages 
which were plundered. A great num- 
ber of houses were burned and 572 vil- 
lagers killed. ‘The report gives the 
names, ages and manner of death of the 
victims. According to information re- 
ceived from other competent sources 
the report is not exaggerated and fairly 
represents the situation.

COURT MARTIAL ARRAIGNED 


For Inadequate Punisbment of Officer 
Who Attacked German Consul 

Washington, Sept. 25.—At the navy 
department the fact is learned that the 
“aged civilian” whom Assistant “Pay- 
imaster Richworth Nicholson recently 
attacked at a public ball at Chefoo, 
China, was the German consul at that 
place. Nicholson, who was said to be 
drunk at the time, was convicted by 
court martial and sentenced to a re- 
duction of five numbers in grade. 

tear Admiral Evans, commanding 
the Asiatic station, in his review of the 
findings severely arraigned the court 
for the inadequate sentenced imposed. 
It appears that the German consul did 
not formally report the matter to his 
government, supposing Nicholson 
would be properly punished by the 
American court. : 

It is reported that the officers who 
composed the court will protest to the 
navy department against Admiral 
Evans’ arraignment of their conduct. 
No suck protest has reached the de- 
partment, but it can be stated or high 
authority that the conduct of Nichol- 
son is a source of mortification to the 
navy department officials and that the 
action of Admiral Evans In arralgning 
the court for what is considered the in- 
adequate sentence is heartily ap- 
proved, 


European Diplomatic Deal 

Berlin, Sept. 25—An international 
arrangement is likely to be reached 
whereby France will support the Sul- 
tan of Moroceo in suppressing the 
troubles within his dominions and will 
assume a protectorate over the coun- 
try; Italy will give up any claims she 
may have in Morocco in return for a 
free hand in Tripoli; Great Britain’s 
possession of Egypt will be recognized; 
Germany will receive satisfuction in the 
shape of the open door in these terri- 
tories, while Spain wi'! be compensated 
for exclusion from future expansion in 
Morocco by France.

There 
he gathered about him hundreds of dis- 
ciples to whom he taught the simple 
rules of life which he himself followed. | 
Whese comprised abstinence from all} 
unwholesome foods, especially meats, 
for Pythagoras considered the slaugh- 
ter of animals as sacrilege. There were 
no slaughter houses or butcher shops | 
in Crotona. No roasts, spareribs, beef- | 
steaks or corpses of any kind ever ap- 
peared upon the table of a Pythagorian. 
Temperance in all things, an active, 
out of door life, simple dress, purity | 
and uprightness in conduct were strict- 
ly enjoined by this prophet of a ce 
truth, for the decadence of Greece bad 
already begun. Unfortunately the doc- 
trines of Pythagoras were little appre- 
ciated. The members of his health col- 
ony were massacred by their ignorant | 
and degenerate countrymen, but his no- 
ble philosophy survived. >

church fathers accepted and actively | 
promulgated the teachings of Pythag: |

Japan is composed of a number of: 
islands which stretch in a crescent 
shape along the northeastern coast of 
Asia from Kamchatka to Korea. 
Their area is about 160,000 square 
miles. In location and climate. the 
islands of Japan resemble Great Brit- 
ain. The climate is temperate, the soil 
fertile, the air healthful and food 
abundant. Flowers and fruits abound, 
and the skies are beautiful and clear. 

The Japanese people are kindly im- 
pressible, quick to observe and {-_itate, 
ready to adopt whatever may seem to 
promote their present good, imagina- 
tive, fond of changes, yet withal loyal 
to their government and traditions. 
The people are divided into two general 
classes—the samurai, including the 
military and literary classes, and the 
hei-min, or agriculturists, merchants and 
artisans. The Japanese are intellectu- 
ally of a high order, but of a low moral 
standard. Truth, purity, temperance, 
unselfish devotion, self denial, are all 
sadly .wanting, which demonstrates 
their need of the gospel of Christ. 
Shintoism, Buddhism and Confucian- 
ism are the principal religions of 
Japan. 

Catholic missionaries under Francis 
Xavier went to Japan in 1549. By 
making the transition to papal Christi- 
anity very easy, merely the substitu- 
tion of one superstition for another, 
many converts were soon won. But 
the political intrigues of the Jesuits 
soon aroused opposition, the Catholics 
were exterminated, Christianity and 
foreigners forbidden an entrance into 
Japan and the island empire became 
shut off from the world until won over 
to a different policy by our own Com- 
modore Perry in 1854. 

The Christian church soon took ad- 
vantage of the opening of the Japanese 
ports. Missionaries were at once sent 
in, and after years of faithful labor 
results were produced. The church of 
Japan was born in prayer. In Janu- 
ary, 1872, the English speaking resi- 
dents of all denominations united in 
observing the week of prayer. The re- 
sults were tremendous. Past suspicion 
and prejudice passed away and for the 
first time the Japanese were on their 
knees in a Christian prayer meeting, 
plaading to God for His spirit. From 
that time on the work has been suc- 
cessful. In 1877 a number of mission- 
ary agencies combined their efforts. 
There are now seven denominations in 
this union, which is called “the church 
of Christ in Japan.” They include the 
Reformed and Presbyterian denomina- 
tions of the United States, and this 


union is one of the strongest bodies 
of Christians in the empire. 


Recent events have made Cbristiant- 
ty more powerful than ever in Japan. 
The empire has come closer to the 
great Christian nations of England and 
the United States. Many Japanese 
students are being educated in these 
countries. Unlike China and India, in 
Japan the educated and cultured class- 
es have beén favorably disposed to the 
gospel. A great revival has within 
recent years been in progress in the 
island and thousands have been won 
for Christ. Let us earnestly pray for 
a continuance of this revival spirit 
until the entire land shall have be- 
come Immanuel’s Jand. May the Sun 
of Righteousness come indeed to the 
empire of the Rising Sun and with 
healing in His wings.

London, Sept. 26.—Premier Balfour, 
in a lengthy letter to the archbishop 
of Canterbury, Dr. Davidson, dis- 
cusses the Macedonian situation. The 
letter is a reply to the archbishop’s ac- 
tion in drawing attention to the grow- 
ing uneasiness among churchmen at 
the apparent apathy of the powers 
“while unspeakable atrocities are per- 
petuated in Macedoniz.” 

Mr. Balfour says he is in entire sym- 
patby with the feelings of horror and 
indignation and fully understands the 
desire to give expression in public 
ingetings to the sentiments of reproba- 
tion which revent events have justi- 
fied. Mr. Balfour then proceeds to 
anaiyze the situation. He says: 

“We have not now to deal with a 
simple case of misgovernment or op- 
pression by Turkish officials, but with 
a problem complicated by the fact that 
the Christian population of Macedonia 
is rent in fragments by differences of 
race, aggravuted by differences of re- 
ligion, and, in addition to the ills in- 
flicted by a corrupt and incapable ad- 
ministration and by an ill-paid and un- 
disciplined soldiery and by a detestable 
system of taxation, we have to reckon 
with all the ills which, in a population 
not inibued with western ideas of hu- 
manity, rival nationalities and sects do 
not scruple to inflict on one another.” 

“It was a matter of congratulation 
when Russia and Austria, acting with 
| the authority of Europe, proposed to 
; press the scheme of reforms which 
| would, if more earnestly pressed by the 
| porte and more frankly accepted by the 
| Macedonian population, have spared the 
| world the horrors it wit- 

nessed.

W. Sheperd, munager of the American

It is understood, however, that re- 
garding the charge of having brought 
laborers to this country in violation of 
the alien contract labor law Sheperd 
will contend that whereas laborers for- 
merly iniported by him were at first 
detained by the immigration authori- 
ties and later released ard allowed to 
enter his employ a precedent was estab- 
lished which applies to the cases now un- 
der investigation by the cuthorities. 

As a matter of fact 38 lace makers 
from France and England have been 
employed in the works of the American 
Textile company for some time with- 
out interference. ‘The first trouble 
arose 30 weeks ago when these em- 
ployes went out on strike and an at- 
tempt was made to fill 


with other foreigners. It is alleged 


that the strikers furnished immigra- | 
gration authorities with the informa- | 


tion that led to the arrest of the three 
men among the few still in the employ 
of the company. 

‘Lhe specitic charges upon which the 
prosecution against Sheperd will be 
based are: First—Bringing laborers to 
the United. States to take the place of 
striking textile workers, in violation of 
the alien contract labor law; second, of 
resisting government officers in the 
discharge of their duties; third, bringing 
accusation against immigration oft!i- 
cers to the effect that they are bribe 
takers. 

On Sept. 9 the representatives of the 
New Yark commission of labor visited 
the works of the American Textile 
company and made an inspection of 
the plant. A week later Adolph Du- 
quoncy, who came from France, land- 
ing in New York Aug. 14, was arrested | 
at the instigation of the immigration 
officials and taken to Ellis Island, New 
York. Last Tuesday Samuel H. Rob- 
erts and James Dunlow, lace makers 
fron: Derbyshire, Erg., who reached 
New York July 7, were arrested. They 
were also taken to New York. The 
three are held pending deportation pro- 
ceedings. 

The American Textile company was 
incorporated in 1899 for the manufac- 
ture of fine silk and cotton lace. Pre- 
vious to that time Sheperd was for sev- 
eral years United States consul at 
Calais, France. During his service 
there he conceived the idea of estab- 
lishing here a lace industry, then un- 
known in this country. At that time, 
it being impossible to secure lace 
makers outside the great centres of this 
jndustry, he imported from Calais, 
France, and Derbyshire, Eng., 16 ex- 
perts. His idea then was that once the 
manufacture of fine laces was under 
way the foreigners would teach the 
trade to Americans. 
his’ plan a second mill was built 
July, 1900, and more foreizners 
ported until 88 experts 
brought over by him. 

At this time several lace makers 
brought over by him were detained at 
Ellis Island. Mr. Sheperd immediately 
raised the point that as he had estab- 
lished an entirely new industry in this 
country it was impossible to secure 
native labor competent to do the work 
required. After some delay the men 
were released and allowed to enter his 
employ. The introduction of Amer- 
fcan halp has not been altogether sat- 
isfactory, as the work requires a pe- 
culiar temperament and is of such a 
delicate nature. 

Several months’ friction between the 
management and employes crippled the 
works. Later five of the strikers re- 
turned and other help not being so suc- 
cessful the plant was being badly 
hampered. Mr. Sheperd’s contention 
appears to be that the action against 
him is instigated by the strikers and 
is retaliatory and that the grounds up- 
on which the strikers were originally 
permitted to enter the country applies 
with equal force to foreigners since

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Conditions Generaily Favorable I 
Comparison With Other Years 

New York, Sept. 26—R. G. Dun © 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Notwithstanding several unsatisfactory 
features, the volume of trade continues 
large and the distribution of mer- 
chandise taxes shipping facilities. 
Enforced idleness in the iron and steel 
industry is more than offset by re- 
sumption of spindles at cotton mills 
and there is great activity at footwear 
factories, although the margin of profit 
is narrow. Lower prices_for the lead- 
ing agricultural staples indicate a gen- 
eral belief in in:proved crop prospects. 
Jobbing trade is still making good com- 
parisons with previous years and, 
while the zenith has been passed in fall 
drygoods, it is still a satisfactory 
Season. 

Aside from special religious holiday 
interruptions, the drygoods murket has 
remained unchanged. Quotations are 
without change in ary standard line of 
textiles, but the tone is slightly easier 
in the division embracing heavy- 
weight brown cottons for export. As 
to woolens, the best business is noted 
in dress goods, while men’s wear 
fabrics are still very quiet. There is no 
improvement in worsteds, prices ruling 
very irregular, 

Footwear manufacturers are busy on 
fall contracts, plants running full time 
as a rule. 

Conflicting reports continue to mili- 
tate agaiust stability in the markets 
for the great farm products, and on the 
whole the events of the past week have 
resulted in a lower level of quotations, 
The most important effect of lower 
prices was a better export movement.

President Leaves His Summer 
Home at Oyster Bay 


MITCHELL TO VISIT HIM 


Labor Leader Will Havea Talk About 
the Miller Case, but President Will 
Stand by Principle Already Enun- 
clated Regarding It 


Oyster Bay, Sept. 28.—President } 
Roosevelt passed the last day of his 
summer vacation quietly at Sagamore 
Hill. President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
and their children now at home, Ethel, 
Archie and Quentin, Secretary and Mrs. 
Loeb and the members of the executive 
staff left this morning at 8:30 o'clock 
for Washington. A meeting’ of the 
cabinet will be held tomorrow fore- 
noon, but nothing of special importance 
is likely to be developed at the meeting. 

In the afternoon the president will 
have as a guest at luncheon John} 
Mitchell, president of the United Mine | 
Workers of America. Several months 
ago the president invited Mitchell to | 
take luncheon or dine with him when he 
next came to Washington. ‘rhe mine} 
workers’ president isin Washington 
now and will be there until tomorrow 
evening. 

It is announced that the arrangement 
for the luncheon was made prior to the 
latest developments in the case of W. 
A. Miller, the foreman bookbinder in 
the government printing office, and 
that no special significance is to be at- 
tached to the fact that the president and 
Mitchell meet at this ime. It is quite 
probable, however, that the Miller case, 
among other matters, will be discussed. 

In view of statements recently pub- 
lished that the president, on his return 
to Washington, would hold a confer- 
ence on the Miller case with prominent 
officials representing organized labor, 
it is announced that the president has 
no intention of conferring with anybody 
regarding that case. His position, it is 
pointed out, was defined clearly in his 
published letters to Secretary Cortel- 
you. The principle enunciated in those 
letters was framed in accordance with 
the statutes of the United States and 
on it the president expects to sand. If 
a hearing on the merits of the Millercase 
is desired by those who are endeavoring 
to have the man dismissed from the 
government service the president may 
grant it precisely as he might a hearing 
to any other body of citizens on a ques- 
tion of public interest or importance, 
but it is not the president’s purpose to 
enter upon a discussion of the principle 
already laid down.

STONING TO DEATH 


Bade Yair ts Became Fate of Twa 
Men but For Arrival of Police 

Boston, Sept. 28.—Two atheistic Jews 
narrowly escaped being stoned to death 
by orthodox brethren here and were 
saved only by the timely arrival of the 
police. There are a number of Jewish 
anarchists in the city who term thenm- 
selves friedanker or freethinkers, and 
who annually, on Yom Kippur, the most 
solemn and religious day in the Hebrew 
calendar, celebrate the event with an 
entertainment and ball. 

This year’s event consists of a lec- 
ture, entertainment and ball, and when 
two young men passing the announce- 
ment cards entered Brighton street, in 
the heart of the orthodox Jewish sec- 


tion, trouble was precipitated. In the 
height of the argument an aged 


patriarch shouted that atheisin was a 
crime punishable by stoning to death, 
according to the Mosaic law. This was 
a signal for a shower of stones, which 
had evidently been prepared. rhe 
young men were knocked down several 
times, and, bruised and bleeding, es- 
caped only when a squad of policemen 
were observed coming up the street. 


Laredo’s Yellow Fever Scare 
Laredo, Tex., Sept. 28—Two deaths 
and 12 new cases of yellow fever are re- 
ported here. This city now presents a 
dead appearance, all those who could 
get away having departed. It is esti- 
mated that nearly 4000 people have fled 
from here since the beginning of 1hé 
yellow fever scare and the later de- 
velopment of the disease. The city is 
now quarantined in all directions of 
the state and no person can get beyond 
the limits of Webb county, other Texas 
counties having established a shotgun 
quarantine and turning back all those 

who are endeavoring to get away. 


Made Dangerous Counterfeits 

Marinette, Wis., Sept. 28.—Officers 
near Koss, Mich., confiscated one of 
the Jargest and most complete counter- 
feiting money making outfits ever taken 
in the country. They also captured the 
leader. ‘The den of the counterfeiters 
Was a small Shanty on an isolated rond. 
Their outfit Consisted of dies for the 
manufacture of silver from 10 cents up 
to a dollar and gold from $5 to $20. 
The gang posed as trappers. ‘The coin 
was well made and hard to detect, hoth 
silver and gold being used in the compo- 
sition. 


Bishop Turner on Race Problem 

Atlanta, Sept. 28.—In an address be- 
fore a mass meeting of negroes in this 
city, Bishop Turner of the Afriean- 
Methodist Episcopal church declared 
that the separation of the races was 
the only solution to the race problem. 
He urged that opportunities should be 
offered to negroes to settle in Africa, 
stating that “this nation or its aggre- 
gated people will either have to opena 
highway to Africa for the discontented 
black man or the nezro question will 
flounder this government.” 


Sheriff Disagrees With Engineer 

Woonsocket, R. E., Sept. 28.—Deputy 
Sheriff Bacon of Uxbridge, who was 
employed by the Worcester division of

be ANSWER FOR HANNA 


iTo Clarke’s Request For Joint 
Debate With Him 


SENATOR A “STAND PATTER” 


Number of Questions Propounded to 
Aspirant For Seuatorial Honors as 
to His Attitude Toward Subjects 
on Which His Party Is Divided 


Columbus, O., Sept. 28.—The reply of 
Chairman Dick of the Republican 
state committee to Chairman Salem of 
the Democratic state committee de- 
clining the challenge of John H. Clarke, 
Democratic nominee for United States 
senator, to a joint debate with Senator 
Hanna, was given out last night. 
Chairman Dick says in part: 

“I regret that candor compels me to 


say that I find some rather scrious 
objections to the conditions of your 
Proposal. There ought to be some such 
quality as mutuality in a joint discus- 
tion. 1 fear you have overlooked that 
phase of the case. Let me _ particu- 
larize. Mr. Hanna’s party has a vast 
assortment of principles, sounding the 
entire gamut from doctrine to dogma 
—Democratic, Populistic, agrarian aud 
Socialistic. 

“There is a tariff. How does Mr. 
Clarke stand on that issue. His party 
stands all over it. In New England it 
is for free raw material and for pro- 
tected finished products; in Texas it is 
for protected raw material and for free 
finished products. 

“Does Mr. Clarke favor a tariff for 
revenue only? Is he a Gorman tariff 
Democrat, or a Johnson no-tariff Demo- 
cat? If he favors any kind of a tariff 
let him debate with Mr. Johnson, who 
is an absolute free trader and would 
repeal every tariff and internal revenue 
law and sell all the custom houses. 

“Mr. Clarke has all these strings to 
his bow and more too. What chance 
does Mr. Hanna, who has only one 
string to his bow, have in disputation 
with such a man? Mr. Hanna stands 
pat. When Mr. Clarke joins a party 
that stands pat on anything, Mr. 
Hanna will talk with him. 

“Then there is the coinage question. 
How does Mr. Clarke stand on that? 
The absolution of Mr. Bryan gave him 
would argue that he is not a stand 
patter. Indeed, Mr. Bryan says he is 
not. Then, if Mr. Clarke is really on 
the Kansas City platform and is bound 
to have debate with somebody, let him 
hunt up the Palmer and Bucknex plat- 
form and debate with that. If, on the 
other hand, he is still a gold bug, he 
ha no quarrel with Mr. Hanna on that 
score—ex-Senator “harles A. Towne is 
the man he is looking for, or John J. 
Lentz might do in a pinch. If Mr. 
Clarke were elected to the senate would 
he vote on the currency question with 
the gold Democrats or with free  sil- 
ver Democrats? 

“The Republican state platform de- 
clares that every one of the war 
amendments is binding in honor upon 
every American citizen. Why did Mr. 
Clarke say in his Akron speech that 
that platform ‘winds up with the 
declaration that amounts to a nuilifica- 
tion of the 15th amendment.’ 

“Where does Mr. Clarke stand on 
the ‘waramendnients? Does he believe 
in them or will he favor their repeal? 
Does he favor the white supremacy 
plank lately adopted by the Maryland 
Democratic state convention with its 
poorly concealed threat to entirely sup- 
press the colored yote? Is he in har- 
mony with Senator Tillman, who has 
boasted that whenever_colored voters 
attempt to air the elective franchise in 
South Carolina he will meet the at- 
tempt with a shotgun? If elected to 
the senate will Mr. Clarke join his 
colleagues from ‘Tennessee, Mr. Car- 
mack, and vote for his resolution to re- 
peal the 15th amendment? Is Mr. 
Clarke willing to explain his position on 
these vital questions? 

“Where does Mr. Clarke stand on the 
Philippine question? Does he stand 
with Mr. Bryan when he was lobbving

at the Capitol at Washington for the 
ratification of the treaty that ceded the 
islands to us? Or when later, in the 
campaign of 1900, he advoted an ‘Amer- 
ican protectorate?” Or, when stil! 
later, he declared for their ‘absolute in- 
dependence? Does Mr. Clarke stand 
for any one or all three of these propo- 
sitions? 

“Does Mr. Clarke side with the east- 
ern Democrats, the ‘reorganizers? 
Democracy today wears so many colors, 
appears under so many different shapes 
and forms, assumes so many disguises 
that I feel that it would be unfair to 
Senator Hanna to ask him to meet Mr. 
Clarke in a joint discussion until he is 
advised more fully as to Mr. Clarke's 
position on the subjects above alluded 
to; until he learns what particular 
brand of Democracy Mr. Clarke claims 
is his; until he knows whether he is 
expected to debate with Mr. Clarke, the 
corporation lawyer, or Mr. Clarke, the 
candidate for United States senator.”

He was instantly 
killed. 


Against Spitting In Church 

‘Norfolk, Sept. 28—Rev. J. J. 
Doherty, pastor of the largest Catholic 
church in Norfolk, created consterna- 
tion at mass when he denounced male 
members of the parish for spitting on 
the tloor of the church. He declared 
such men desecrated the house of God 
by their action and were not wanted 
in the church. “I will employ a detec- 
tive to attend services and report ex- 
pectorators to me,” he said. “I will 
cause the arrest of the guilty parties 
as violators of the city ordinance pro- 
hibiting spitting in public buildings.” 


Coupe Wrecked and Occupants Hurt 

Boston, Sept. 28.—Four men were 
seriously injured by being thrown 
from a coupe which was struck by an 
electric car on Columbia road. It is 
said that the coupe, which was com- 
pletely demolished by the collision, 
was swerved toward the car so suddenly 
that the motorman conld not avert the 
accident.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


By the explosion of a shotgun Frank 
Dow of Augusta, Me., had his right 
hand so badly shattered that it was 
necessary to amputate the fingers, and 
the lower part of his face was filled 
with shot. 

George C. Cannon broke two world's 
records for steam automobiles at Nar- 
ragansett park, succeeding in cutting 
the mile record of 1:02 4-5, making a 
mile in 1:01 flat, and made a new mark 
of 5:56 3-5 for five miles. 

After asking his wife and daughter 
to call for him later in the evening Ara 
8S. Tuttle of Haverhill, Mass., went to 
his room and committed suicide by 
shooting. No cause is assigned for the 
act. 

Between $40,000 and $50,000 worth of 
paintings and frames were destroyed 
by a fire in the studio of J. A. Prichard 
at Boston. 

George F. Nelson of Sabattus, Me., 
was drowned in the pond at that place.

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ENGLAND GIVES NOTICE 


That She Will Insist Upon 
Reforms In Macedonia 


A DEMONSTRATION AT SOFIA 


By Fifteen Thousand Macedonians 
and Sympathizers Carried Out With 
Pathetic Dignity and Peacefulness— 
Extermination Stories Confirmed 


Sofia, Sept. 28.—The cominunication 
made by the British diplomatic agent to 
the Bulgarian government states that 
ueither Turkey nor Bulgaria can count 
or Great Britain’s support in the event 
of their openly or secretly opposing the 
realization of the Austro-Russian pro- 
ject of reforms in Macedonia and adds 


that Great Britain is pressing Turkey 
for a more effective application of the 
reforms. The communication further 
states that Great Britain is consult- 
ing with the other powers as to tle pos- 
sibility of introducing more suitable 
remedial measures. 

Pathetic dignity and the utmost 
peacefulness characterized the Mace- 
donian demonstration here Sunday. 
After the celebration of a requiem in the 
eathedral, which was crowded, 15,000) 
Macedonians and their sympathizers 
joined in a procession which marched 
through the principal streets of the 
city. Bands played funeral marches and 
carried aloft were black flags and 
black-framed pictures, representing the 
dead leaders of the movement, burn- 
ing villages, etc. Outside the cathedral 
the president of the Macedonian or- 
ganizations addressed the demonstra- 
tion. Other speakers also urged the 
maintenance of peaceful conduct. <A 
committee of three was appointed asa 
delegation to call on the premier andask 
him whether the government would 
help the Macedonians. 

Prince Ferdinand, after going to 
church, did not return to the palace, but 
departed unexpectedly for his hunting 
box at Kostenotz. His departure is 
much commented on and is tliought not 
to be unconnected with rumors of an 
intention on the part of the proces- 
sionists to demonstrate in the garden 
of the palace. 

It is reported that the Turks are 
building forts aiong the entire frontier 
line commanding large areas: of Iul- 
garian territory. Fortifications have 
been constructed for artillery. Three 
thousand Turkish troops have arrived 
on the frontier at Maikoternovo. 

The personnel of the sultan’s new 
Macedonian commission i alleged here 
to be an indication of the insincerit} 
of the porte’s intentions. The Bul- 
garian representative, Nikola Robeff, a 
member of the court of justice at Mona- 
stir, is 80 years old and has been for many 
years an official of the Turkish govern- 
ment. With the exception of Hilml 
Pasha, the inspector general, who is 
president of the commission, none of 
the others has any prominence or in- 
finence. The fact that the Bulgarian 
population of Macedonia is given only 
one representative is held here to 
show that the porte has not accepted the 
demands made by the Sofia govern- 
ment. 

Negotiations between the porte and 
Sofia are reported to be still proceeding, 
but the situation appears to remain 
unchanged. In view of the fact, that 
the powers decided to answer the Bul- 
garian note it is doubtful if next week's 
meeting between the czar and Emperor 
Francis Joseph will cause any ma- 
terial change of policy. 


“4, Turks’ Extermination Policy 
London, Sept. 28.—A dispatch from 
Sofia to The Times says that a docu- 
ment, purloined from Hiimi Pasha’s 
archives and which has fallen into the 
hands of one of the consuls, gives con- 
firmation of the wholesle extermina- 
tion carried out in Macedonia. It re- 
cords that 93 villages have been de- 
stroyed in the vilayet of Monastir alone 
and that the total number destroyed 
reaches 111.

Promise of 
Lake Superior Co. Broken. 


Mob Attacks the Com- 
pany's Office. 


The Police, Firemen and the Militia 
Called Out. 


Sault Ste Marie, Mich., Sept. 29.—The 
situation in the Canadian Soo, which 
has been the scene of serious rioting 
of . the 


Consolidated Lake Superior company, 


by the discharged employes 


is very grave. ‘

company was held and its proceedings 


A meeting of the employers 


were of the most heated character. 
The particular grievance which seemed 
to have inflamed the men to acts of dis- 
order was the promises of pay yester- 
day, when the men who made the 
promises, the employes believe, knew 
they could not be fulfilled. Immie- 
diately after this meeting adjourned the 
men went in a body to the office of the 
company det*rmined to get their money 
or “get satffaction,” as they putit. 

The doors of the office were locked 
and guarded by the police and all the 
men got was a bulletin posted upon the 
door announcing that the president and 
directors in New York were unable to 
raise the money to pay the wages and 
salaries now due, but that it was ex- 
pected that the necessary money 
would be produced inside of 30 days. 

This notice, instead of allaying the 
excitement of the crowd, which by this 
time was estimated to number 1500, 
made them furious, and despite the ef- 
forts of the combined strength of the 
local police force and the company’s 
private police force, rocks and other 
missiles were directed at the windows 
of the office buildings. 

The assault was successful and a 
mass of frenzied rioters secured pos- 
session of the ground floor of the build- 
ing, destroying everything moveable 
that came in their path. A crowd of 
tbe office staff with drawn revolvers 
prevented their gaining access to the 
upper floors of the building. Every 
window aud door in the building is 
smashed. 

Some one then turned in an alarm of 
fire, with a view of using the fire hose 
upon the mob. ‘The firemen turned 
several streams on the crowd and drove 
them quite a distance from the build- 
ing. 

The arrival of the troops on the 
grounds armed with ball cartridges 
about 2 o’clock served to restore some 
semblance of order. The rioters then 
contented themselves with throwing 
stones at the building and hurling in- 
vectives at the soldiers, who estab- 
lished a “dead line” and prevented any 
approach toward the building by any 
of the rioters. 

The greatest number of the mob are 
ignorant Italians, Finns, Norwegians 
and Frenchmen, the latter perhaps the 
hardest of all to handle. All have been 
drinking more or les, although the 
bars obeyed an order to close up. The 
mob is one that cannot be reasoned with 
and the man they seem most anxious to 
get at is Assistant Mauager Coyne, 
who, in the absence of Mr. Shields, is 
ir charge of the works. Coyne has 
discreetly kept out of sight. 

Late yesterday afternoon the leaders 
of the mob held a-conference and de- 
manded that the company house the 
men in their hotel and boarding house 
fand feed them until the money for 
their wages is forthcoming. In order 
to appease the crowd the demand was 
granted and the men have taken pos- 
session of the “White House,” a large 
boarding house operated by the com- 
pany. Provisions are being sent there 
to feed them. 

The local police force is being 
strengthened by the addition of all the 
deputies who can be found, each man 
being given a badge and a revolver and 
ordered to use the latter whenever 
necessary. Considerable feeliug has 
been aroused over the shooting of two 
Frenchmen by. the police during the 
trouble. The rioters claim that the offi- 
cers used their revolvers when it ws-

unnecessary. Neither of the men ts fa- 
tally hurt, however.

The problem which these develop- 
ments have created is beyond the solu- 
tion of any of the company officials on 
the ground. Apparently their only 
hope is that the anger of the mob will 
spend itself and that the men will get 
out of town by degrees. 

An effort was made iust evening to 
get the body of the rioters to cross the 
river to the American side and put the 
power house and street railway out of 
commission, but it was not successful. 
On account of this rumor, the loca! com- 
pany of state troops was mobilized at 
the armory and some extra policemen 


were put on duty. A battalion of 
regulars from Toronto, the King’s 


grenidiers, are expected to arrive soon, 
and their coming is awaited with fever- 
ish impatieace. Another company of 
militta from Sudbury is expected,

Zentral have refused to send a traip 
for the more than 400 men who are 
in the lumber camps of the company. 
The men in the camps have been made 
awure of this decision by their friends 
in town and the whole body of men is 
how marching into town. The gravest 
fears are expressed for the outcome 
when this body of wen reaches the Soo. 
Naturally they are very angry that the 
company, which refuses to pay them 
wages, should refuse to even furnish 
them transportation back to civiliza- 
tion. This inflammable material, added 
to that already on hand, promises se- 
rious consequences to the town wiess 
the disorders are speedily. checked. 


Regulars Ordered Out

It is usual, however, to have a little 
cooler weather in September. Last year 
the lowest noon temperature in Septem- 
ber was 62, but in 1896 it was 52; in 
1897, 55; in 1898, 52; in 1899, 60; in 
1900, 58; and in 1901, 56. 

In October, Quincy usually gets a few 
days in the 40s, the lowest for seven 
years ranging between 41 and 48. Only 
once in seven years have we had noon 
temperature above 80 in October.

SALEN’S REPLY TO DICK 


Accuses Senatc? of Fattening Steam- 
ship Companies, Denying Home 
Rule to Citigs and Securing Fran- 
chise Privileges Wrongfully 


Cleveland, Sept. 29.—Charles PIP. 
Salen, chairman of the Ohio Deniocratic 
state executive commitice, has made 
the following reply to Chairman Dick's 
letter, sent ffem Columbus: 

Your two-column letter discussing 
every phase of polities, from the 
Penobscot to the Rio Grande, and con- 


cluding with the assertion that there is 
nothing to discuss, is noted in the pub- 
lic prints. Unless you have exhausted 
the subject yourself in your article your 
candidate mizht find something to dis- 
cuss of a political nature at the present 
time. But for your assertion of your 
own candor I would be inclined to 
doubt your sincerity. 

The paramount issue of the senatorial 
contest in this campaign is the public 
record of Senator M. A. Hunna and his 
unfitness, by reason thereof, to be re- 
turned to the United States senate. If 
you are not aware that John H. Clarke

Two hundred 
prisoners are suffering from tubercu- 
losis, the entire Indian population be- 
ing infected. 


Tried to Start Rebellion 

Manila, Sept. 29.—Domingo Gomez 
was sentenced to four years and two 
months’ imprisonment and fined $300. 
Bail was refused, pending an appeal. 
Gomez, who was a former Spanish offi- 
cer, was charged with founding the 
Union Obrera, an organization which 
was inciting the natives to rebellion.

Martin appeared at the farm in the 
town of Warren, 17 miles north of this 
yesterday and asked for 
something to eat. He was prouiptly 
recognized and an effort m: ide to detain 
him. He declined an invitation to sit 
down with the family at breakfast, but 
took some food in his hand and hurried 
away. While one member of the house- 
hold hurried to the nearest telephone 
station to notify the police at North- 
tield, others followed Martin down the 
road and attempted to engage him in 
conversation. He had little to say and 
in a few momeats abruptly entered the 
and disap- 
| peared. Officers who took up the trail 
later spent the day in fruitless search 
of the neighborbgoed. 

The way in Ww fich Martin has evaded 
occasionally stopping at 
and begging food, but 
always disappearing at the approach 
of any considerable number of men, and 
yet remaining always within a radius 
of 20 miles from the scene of his crime, 
is puzzling to the police and has re- 
sulted in terrorizing farmers’ families 
throughout this section, The man is 
| regarded practically as an outlaw, and 
that he is a dangerous character no 
cone doubts. Daily he appears at some 
| point where he is recognized, but never 
sufficient 


his pursuers, 


A large revolver protrudes from his 
hip poe ket and it is believed that he 
would not hesitate to use the same if 
necessary. 

Two hundred men armed with all 


| sorts of firearms and other weapons 


have continued the organized search for 
him. The men are divided into three 
posses, working under the direction of 
Deputy Sheriffs Fitzgerald, Gates and 
Moseley. They have operated in dif-

| is con tinued? and Jast night sentinels 
were posted at numerous points on all 
the roads leading out of this place and 
a system of signals has been arranged 
by which the Sentinels can communi- 
cate with one another promptly. 

Martin is in poor health, and for this 
cannot 
travel more than eight or ten miles a 
and that he is depending less up- 
on his ability to cover long distances 
than upon his wits to elude his pursuers 
when they are close upon him. 

Martin is supposed to be a lative of 
Calais, where his father now lives. 
His first appearance in Northfield was 
last winter, when he hired a hall here 
and caused advertising matter to be 
distributed that he would speak on his 
travels. His only audience at the time 
announced for the lecture consisted of 
two small boys, who were admitted as 
payment for having distributed his ad- 
vertising matter. 

In disgust he deserted the lecture 
| platform and later, it is said, announced 
himself as an agent for the Anti-Saloon 
league. Following this he appeared in 
the role of a private detective and also 
as an agent for farm machinery. He 
became acquainted with Mrs. Tromblee, 
whom he assaulted, through having her 
do his washing. 

The town officials are considering the 
advisability of offering a reward for 
the capture of Martin. A suspicion that 
the man is being secretly aided by 
friends has been confirmed and the in- 
vestigation is likely to take a sensa- 
tional turn if the fact can be estab- 
lished. 


Seen Near Berlin

GOOD WORK 


Of The United States Agri- 
cultural Department 


Lifts the Battle 


Rmbargo. 


Secretary Wilson Tells of Diffi- 
culties Encountered. 


Washington, Sept. 30.—Secretary 
Wilson says that the receipt through 
the state department of an ofticial no- 
tice that Great Britain has removed its 
embargo on cattle and sheep from the 
New England ports is the conclusion 
of the great work in which the depart- 
ment has been engaged since Dec. 1 

for the eradication of foot and mouth 
| disease from the New England states 
| and the restoration of the traffic to the 
condition it was before this outbreak 
occurred, The secretary regards this as 
one of the most important and yaluable 
pieces of work the department has 
done for American agriculture. 
“No country before,” he said, “has 
succeeded in stamping out such an ex- 
tensive outbreak of this disease. ‘The 
work was accomplished under great 
| difficulties. The weather in New Eng- 
land last December was very inclement 
and the inspectors and their assistants 
were obliged to work in the open coun- 
try with the thermometer far below 
zero. Some of the men had their ex- 
tremities frozen and were disabled. 

“Notwithstanding these obstacles the 
work went forward constantly and 
rapidly. It is difficult even at this time 
to understand how the pits were dug in 
the frozen ground for burying the 
carcasses and how the disinfectants 
were applied when almost everything 
of a liquid nature became frozen in a 
short time after it was exposed to the 
atmosphere. But the work was so thor- 
ough that not in a single case where 
the disinfection was conducted by the 
department's representatives did the 
disease reoccur when fresh Cattle were 
introduced. 

“During this work 8900 catile and 890 
hogs and sheep were slaughtered and 
paid for and over 200 premises were 
disinfected. The total cost of the work 
was less than $300,000. Since the last 
diseased herd was slaughtered all ani- 
mals in the infected district have been 
carefully examined three times with- 
out finding any traces of the disease. 

“Arrangements are now belng made 
for forwarding cattle and‘g@Leep for ex- 
port through the ports of Moston and 
Portland, and shipments will com- 
mence in a few days. The department 
has been working In connection with 
the state department since the first of 
July to secure favorable action from 
the British government, aud is much 


eS 
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gratitied that the trade can now be re- 
sumed.” 

Secretary Wilson gives much credit 
to Dr. Salmon, chief of the bureau of 
animal industry, and his assistants for 
the effectiveness of the work done. 


Grouvs Flirtation With Tammany 

New York, Sept. 30.—All doubt sur- 
rounding Comptroller Grout’s inten- 
tions in regard to bis acceptance of a 
possible nemination by Tammany has 
been removed by his declaration that 
he will certainly accept it. In a long 
statement he justiiies his course by de- 
claring that the issues of the campaign 
are purely local and that the campaign 
will be made on the record of the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Low, whose re- 
election he will continue to favor. 

“Down With the Czar” 

Vienna, Sept. 30.—A meeting of 2000 
Socialists was held last night to protest 
agaiust the visit of the Czar of Russia. 
Addresses of the most violent char- 
acter were made. One speaker re- 
marked: “The czar, whose only instru- 
ments of cultivation are the gallows, the 
prison and Siberia, comes like a thief, 
affected by the stigma of his crimes, 
between a cordon of troops.” ‘The 
meeting broke up with shouts of “Down 
with the czar.” 


Fisherman Hooked Dead Body 

Jamestown, N. Y., Sept. 30.—F. W. 
Hinckle, while fishing in Chatauqua 
lake, felt a tug on his line and upon pull- 
ing the hook to the surface was hor- 
rified to find the body of a man. It was 
identified as Aaron Spencer, 50 years 
old. Spencer left Lakewood Sunday in 
company with Fred Metcalfe. Metcalfo 
has not since been seen.

Pittsburg, Sept. 30.—Major Samuel 
W. Hay met instant deat last evening 
by falling from the fourth floor of the 
Arrott building through the elevator 
shaft to the basement, making a drop 
of six stories. Major Hay was a vet- 
eran of the Civil and Spanish-American 
wars,

labor, have done nothing toward estab- 
lishing better feeling between capital 
and labor, or toward settling the issues 
between them, for one of the most 
obstinate strikes occured in an estab- 
lishment which was a model of the 
kind alluded to.—Egbert P. Watson, in 
The Engineering Magazine for October. 


D@~Rather than declare his party 
affiliations, Judge Richardson of the 
superior court retired from the caucus 
without voting. The incident is 
peculiar, Apparently the judge was 
not familiar with the new law, or he 
would have known that he must state 
his political leanings and be classified 
in one party or another before he could 
participate ina caucus.

Miss Martha E. Maccarty was elected 
as director of physical culture to fil 
the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Miss Fish, 

Miss Maccarty was chosen from a list 
of eight or ten applicants, as she is a 
teacher of unusually good preparation 
and large experience. 

The superintendent was instructed to 
ascertain the cost of a course of cook- 
ing. 


Danger From Lightning. 


There is a new danger from the store- 
houses for powder and dynamite, and 
Quincy might not escape as did Acton.’ 
Lightning struek one of the powder 
mills in Acton, Sunday night, and 3,500 
pounds of powder was, blown up. The 
loss amounts to about $7,500. Such 
things are expected in Acton, and they 
are provided for, just as anything is 
that relates to ordinary business. An 
explosion once in about so often is 
taken into the calculations of the 
business, and if none of the help are 
injured it is counted as fortunate. 
There are no residences near the mills 
to be injured as was the case;near the 
cartridge works in Tewksbury, so the 
blowing up of a mill or two creates no 
excitement. 


FIGHTING CONTINUES 


No Evident Improvement of the Sit- 
uation In the Balkans 

Sofia, Sept. 30.—A telegram received 
here from the camp of General Zont- 
cheff, the commander-in-chief of the 
Macedonian insurgents, at Razlog (55 
miles from Sofia), announces that a 
general rising was proclaimed Sept. 27 
in five districts and that all the in- 
surgent bands in eastern Macedonia 
have received direct orders to begin 
operations. 

The chief hope of the revolutionary 
organization now centers in the out- 
break in eastern Macedonia, which is 
expected to assume considerable pro- 
portions, as the leaders there are all of- 
ficers of the Bulgarian reserve. This, 
the sympathizers with the Macedonian 
cause hope, will arouse a war feeling in 
the Bulgarian army and force the gov- 
ernment to espouse the Macedonian 
cause. 

Dispatches received here from 
various sources say General Zontcheff 
has been greeted everywhere with the 
greatest enthusiasm end that all the 
peasants are flocking to his banner. 

A dispatch from Rilo monastery says 
the town of Razlog has been in flames 
since Sunday night. 

‘The insurgents are attacking Butch- 
eyo and severe fighting is reported to 
be going on between the insurgent 
bands and the Turkish troops. The 
sound of artillery is plainly heard at 
Rilo. 

Another fight is reported to have 
taken place 28 miles from Monastir, in 
which 50 Turks were killed and many 
Were wounded. 

It is reported that all the intelligent 
Bulgarians of the town of Okhrida were 
recently arrested on suspicion of com- 
municating with the insurgent bands 
and were sent in chains to Monastir. 

A letter from Philippopolis, dated 
yesterday, says the authorities there 
have distri»uted rifies and ammuni- 
tion in all the frontier villages, for use 
in case of an attack being made by 
the Turks. 


Will Protect Non-Unionists 

Chicago, Sept. 80.—A federation of 
manufacturers and employers’ associa- 
tions, employing tens of thousands of 
skilled workmen, with a combined cap- 
ital of about $1,000,000,000, was formed 
here. Plans were made for a general 
ineeting of representatives of em- 
ployers’ associations and citizens’ al- 
liances the first week in November, 
when a National Employers’ associa- 
tion will be formed. The object of this 
federation will be to protect and pro- 
mote interests of the employers and the 
independent workmen of the country 
by all legitimate means.

Sault Ste Marie, Sept. 30—The ar- 

rest of nine wen charged with being 
implicated in the riot at the Canadian 
Soo of a mob of discharged employes 
of the Consolidated Lake Superior 
company and an attempt of a number of 
the men forcibly to resist detention by 
the concern at Wiide Station on the 
Algoma Central are among the develop- 
ments in the situation at the Soo, Nu- 
merous requests by employment 
agencies for the services of many of the 
large number of employes thrown out 
of work by the closing of the concern 
and its various affiliated companies, to 
which they are responding, and the 
absence of destitution have given the 
men hope, and with the exception of 
the incidents meptioned everything is 
again quiet. 

Mayor Plummer has, with the sanc- 
tion of the municipality, readily aided 
the needy, but he announced in a state- 
went last night that with the arrival 
of the militia all unemployed men of 
the company who have refused to ac- 
cept the offers of work elsewhere will 
be forced to leave. 


Frankenthal Appointed Receiver 

Grand Rapids, Mich., Sept. 80.—Upon 
application of the Central Trust com- 
pany of New York, holding a mortgage 
on the property of the Michigan Lake 
Superior Power company of Sault Ste 
Marie, one of the Clergue properties, 
for $2,400,060, Judge Wanty appointed 
a receiver for the corporation in the 
person of B. F. Frankenthal of Easton, 
Pa. The mortgage of $2,400,000 held 
by the Central Trust company is sub- 
ject to a first mortgage for $3,000,000. 
In all probability as soon as the default 
in the interest of the larger mortgage 
matures, its holders will ask that a re- 
ceiver De also appointed and Frank- 
enthal probably named. 


Delay Will Not Be Tolerated 

Washington, Sept. 30.—The navy de- 
partment has submitted to the Crescent 
Shipbuilding company of Elizabeth- 
port, N. J., the conditions on which the 
orders cancelling the contracts for the 
cruiser Chattanooga and the torpedo 
boats O’Brien and Nicholson will be re- 
voked. These conditions are of a con- 
tidential character, but involve the re- 
sumption of work on these vessels al- 
most immediately and its progress 
without interruption. The company 
has asked 10 days to consider the con- 
ditions, which has been granted by 
Chief Constructor Bowles. 


Arbitration In Milk Deadlock 

Boston, Sept. 30.—A feeling of de- 
cided optimism pervades the head- 
quarters of both the directors of the 
Milk Producers’ union and the Boston 
milk contractors and it is believed that 
a price of 38 cents a can at Boston will 
be agreed upon. Late last night the al- 
rectors were asked by the contractors 
if they would submit the entire maiter 
to arbitration. The immediate reply 
was favorable, and at a confererce to 
be held today plans for arbitration will 
be drawn up. 


Labrador Expedition a Failure 

St. Johns, Sept. 30.—Steamer Virginia 
Lake, from Labrador, brings the mem- 
bers of the Labrador exploring eapedi- 
tion organized by Colonel Glazier of 
New York, whose staying in Labrador 
was much briefer than was expected. 
The expedition was previously reported 
as having partly failed in its endeavor 
to reach the farthest point north in 
Labrador.

CHASE ABANOONED 


Posse Scoured Wide Territory In a 
Vain Search For Martin 
Northfield, Vt., Sept. 30.—Tersistently 
outwitted by the fugitive, the three 
| posses of citizens organized to aid the 
police in their search for Adelbert 
Martin, who is under indictment for 
assault upon Mrs. Stephen Tromblee,last 
night gave up in disgust and will ieave 
the further pursuit of the man to the 
offiters. Nearly 150 men engaged in 
the search, but not even so much as a 
sight of Martin was obtained by any of 
them. Until yesterday Martin has ap- 
peared at some farmhouse daily, but 
he has not yet been seen by an officer. 
Though his pursuers haye been ready 
to take drastic measures if necessary 
to effect his capture, they have not had 
&n opportunity to burn any powder. 
Sheriffs Fitzgerald, Gates and Mose- 
ley, assisted by three constables, will 
continue the search, though the offi- 


cers believe that Martin has left this 
locality. 


Demands of Silver Workers 

Meriden, Conn., Sept. 30.—A demand 
for a nine-hour day with 10 hours’ pay 
Was presented at all the factories of the 
International Silver company and it is 
understood that a similar demand has 
been made or will be made on every 
silver shop in the United States and 
Ganada. In addition to the 9-hour de- 
mand, an allowance of “time and a 
half” for over-tme work is asked for. 
It is propoced that the new schedule 
shall go into effect on Jan. 1, 1904, ard 
an answer to the demands before Oct. 
& is asked for. In this city the Interna- 
tional Silver company has between 
4000 and 5000 employes and large nu n- 
bers are employed in other towns of the 
state. 


Four Held For Grand Jury 

Boston, Sept. 80.—Detective Thomp- 
son was the principal witness in the 
municipal court against C. C. Mitchell, 
F. E. Collins, former employes of the 
Boston and Northern street railway, 
and G. E. H. Morse and F. A. Morse, 
owners of a printing oflice in this city, 
who are charged with printing and cir- 
culating bogus street car tickets. 
Maxwell's case was separate. After 
a protracted hearing F. A. Morse was 
discharged for lack of evidence, and 
the other four were held for the grand 
jury. 


Lynn-Nahant Railway Favored 

Nahant, Mass., Sept. 30.—-At a special 
town meeting last night, it was yoted to 
favor the proposed franchise for an 
electric railway between Lynn and this 
place.

Not Done With Jennings Case 

Rockland, Me., Sept. 830.—County offi- 
cers are continuing the investigation of 
the supposed murder of Edwatd Jen- 
nings, the Isle Au Haut fisherman who 
disappeared Aug. 20, and whose body 
was found three weeks later and in- 
terred after an incomplete autopsy. 
The body has been disinterred. A bul- 
let that evidently entered the breast 
was not found, but external evidences 
showed that the supposed murderer of 
Jennings weighted the body and sank it. 


Brought Back From Canada 

Portland, Me., Sept. 80.—Detective 
Hartneti and Deputy Marsha] Hanks of 
Augusta arrived here last night from 
Montreal with Joseph Lefabre, who is 
wanted for robbing Michael Burns of 
Augusta of $760 last March. Lefabre 
was brought here on requisition papers. 


Street Tragedy at ’Frisco 

San Francisco, Sept. 30.—Marie 
Jordan, a cloak saleswoman, was shot 
dead on the street here by Edward de 
la Brousse, who then fired a shot into 
his head, inflicting a wound which 
probably will prove fatal. The tragedy 
was the result of jealousy.

THE SHERMAN HOLDUP 


Described by Participant Who 
Was Captured 


SAYS HE PREVENTED DEATH 


By Refusing to Agree to Program For 
Killisg Paymaster to Secure Beoty 
—Got but $320 Out of Nearly 83000 
—Woula Get Full Share In Italy 


Woonsocket, R. L, Sept. 30.—Previous 
to his arraignment at Brooklyn Gui- 
seppi Mannino, who was arrested in 
that city as he was ebout to board a 
steamer for Sicily on the charge of com- 
plicity in the robbery of Vaymaster 


Sherman of the Saranac mills, who 
was held up in this city Sept. 19 by 
three men and compelled to hand over a 
bag containing nearly $3000, made a 
clean breast of the robbery and impll- 
cated Antonio Agrusa and Ferdinando 
Badalanenti, both Sicillans. Agrusa, 
the prisoner said, was the ringleader 
in the plot, and it was first planned to 
murder Sherman, but this part of the 
program was finally abandoned, be- 
cause of Mannino’s objections. 

The Mongay following the hold-up 
the men separated in Boston, agreeing 
to meet eventually in Palermo, Sicily, 
where an equal! division of the spoils 
was to be made. Mannino went to 
Brooklyn, where he was apprebended. 
At that time he had received only $320 
of the booty. Mannino was remanded 
to jail for 30 days as a fugitive from 
justice. 

Woonsocket officers will go to Albany 
and appear before Governor Odell with 
their requisition papers received from 
Governor Garvin. Paymaster Sher- 
man and Chief of Police Dodge of this 
city were present at the hearing of 
Mannino and Dodge sent word to this 
city last night that he expected to'be 
able to briag the prisoner here on 
Thursday. He also notified the local 
headquarters of Mannino’s detailed 
confession. He says that Mannino be- 
lieyes his two companions are biding 
in the Sicllian district of some eastern 
city, probably Boston. 

Mannino wus employed as a watch- 
ian at the cottage where strikebreak- 
ers employed at the Saranac mills of 
the American Woolen company during 
the recent strike were housed. Bada- 
lanenti was employed in the plush mill 
at Manville, at which place Mannino 
was also employed after leaving the 
Saranac mills. At that place they fell 
in with-Agrusa, who interested them in 
the plot to hold up Paymaster Sher- 
Inan as he was going front the bank to 
the mills on payday, when they knew 
he would have with him a large sum 
of money. 

When Sherman's carriage came in 
sight, Mannino said he grasped the 
horse by the head, Badalenenti seized 
a rein with one hand, holding aloft a 
knife in the other, while Agrusa 
pointed a revolver at Sherman's head 
and took the bag of money from him. 
After securing the booty, the men made 


for the woods, and gradually made 


their way to Worcester, where they ar- 
rived at nightfall. They spent the even- 
ing in the outskirts of the city and late 
at night boarded a passenger train for 
Boston, which they reached about 12:30 
Sunday morning. Later they succeeded 
in tinding a clothing store that was 
willing to do business on the Sabbath, 
and each bought a suit of clothes. 
While in the woods the money bag had 
been cut open with a razor, and Man- 
nino then received $320. While in Bos- 
ton Sunday they reached a decision to 
separate on the following day, with the 
understanding that they were to make 
their way as soon as possible to 
Palermo, at which time the booty was 
to be divided and Mannino receive the 
balance of his share. 


Roosevelt’s Candidacy Endorsed 

Denver, Sept. 30.—The Republican 
state convention adopted a resolution 
tendering Theodore Roosevelt a 
unanimous nomination for president in 
1904 and also pledging the electoral vote 
of Colorado for the Republican ticket. 
Only one office, that of justice of the 
supreme court, is to be filled this year, 
and for this Chief Justice Campbell 
was renominated by acclamation. 


Aged Sinner a Murderer 

Pittsburg, Sept. 30.—George W. Gar- 
wood, a wealthy coal broker, aged 65, 
shot and killed Hilda Vogel, aged 22, 
and then killed himself in the apart- 
ments occupied by the couple. Jealousy 
was the cause of the deed. Garwood 
had a wife and nine children living, but 
about two years ago he became in- 
fatuated with Hilda Vogel, who wasa 
waitress in a restaurant. 


City Buys Dickens’ Birthplace 

London, Sept. 30.—The birthplace of 
Charles Dickens, at Landport, near the 
Portsmouth dockyard, was sold at 
auction last night and bought in for 
$5625 by the mayor, representing the 
city of Portsmouth. A Dickens mu- 
seum will probably be established in 
the house.

Does Not Enter Into Presi- 
dent’s Administration 


REFUSES TO DISMISS MILLER 


Because of Being a Non-Union Man— 
Tells Labor Leaders That His De- 
cision Is Final and Gives the Rea- 


sons Governing His Conclusion 


Washington, Sept. 30.—An important 
conference took place at the White 
House last night between President 


Roosevelt and five members of the ex- 
ecutive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, including President 
Gompers and Mr. Mitchell, head of the 
Miners’ union, during which the case 
of Foreman Miller of the government 
printing office, who was dismissed be- 
cause he had been expelled from the 
local Bookbinders’ union and after- 
wards was reinstated by direction of 
the president, was the principal topic 
of discussion. , 
The conference was granted at the 
request of the labor leaders. The Miller 
ease was fully presented by the mem- 
bers of the executive council, at the 
close of which the president made a 
statement in which he announced that 
his decision not to dismiss Miller was 
fina] and that the question of his per- 
sonal fitness must be settled in the 
regular routine of administration. 

A statement given to the press at 
the White House says: 

“As regards the Miller case, I have 
little to add to what I have already 
said. In dealing with it I ask you to 
remember that I am dealing purely 
with the relation of the government to 
its employes. I must govern my action 
by the laws of the land, which I am 
sworn to administer, and which dif- 
ferentiate any case to which the gov 
ernment of the United States is a 
party from all other cases whatsoeve 
These laws are enacted for the benefit 
of the whole people, and can and must 
not be construed as permitting dis- 
crimination against some of the people. 
I am president of ali the people of the 
United States without regard to creed 
color, birthplace, occupation or social 
condition. My aim is to do equal and 
exact justice as among them all. In 
the employment and dismissal of men 
in the government service I can no 
more recognize the fact that a man 
does or does not belong to a union as 
being for or against him than [ can 
recognize the fact that he is a Prot- 
estant or a Catholic, a Jew or a Gentile, 
as being for or against him. 

“In the communications sent me by 
various labor organizations protesting 
against the retention of Miller in the 
government printing office, the grounds 
alleged are two-fold: 

“1—That he is a non-union man; 2— 
That he is not personally fit. The ques- 
tion of his personal fitness is one to be 
settled in the routine of administrative 
etail and cannot be allowed to conflict 
with or to complicate the larger ques- 
tion of governinental discrimination 
for or against him or any other man de- 
cause he is or is not a member of a 
union. This is the only question now 
before me for decision, and as to this 
my decision is final.” 

From the manner of the labor leaders 
as they came from the White House it 
was evident that they were not entirely 
satisfied with the result of their inter- 
view. They declined ' to be 
viewed. 

The council also brought to the at- 
tention of the president several mat- 
ters of legislation in which it is in- 
terested. Among these were the en- 
forcement of the eight-hour and anti- 
injunction bill which passed the house 
of representatives at the last session 
of congress. The president, Mr. 
Gompers said, expressed himself as 
favorable to the principles of the short- 
hour workday and his deep concern for 
the interest of the wage-earners of the 
country. 

The president also was asked by his 
visitors to take up the case of Ephriam 
W..Clark. who is confined in the

Thoinaston, Me., jail, under a sentente 
of life imprisonment for mutiny. ‘The 
president was asked to extend executive 
clemency in Clark’s case. 


Criticised by Iron Workers 

Kansas City, Sept. 30.—The iron 
workers’ convention adopted this reso- 
lution criticising President Roosevelt's 
“open shop” policy: “We are unualter- 
ably opposed to the open shop, and we 
will, so far as itis in our power, 
give our aid to any union to sustain 
their position. We do not concur with 
the action of the president in regard to 
the reinstatement of one Miller of the 
bookbinders, and we denounce his ac- 
tion as being unfriendly and unjust to 
trade unionism.” 


Chicago’s Centennial Parade 

Chicago, Sept. 30.—The great parade 
of the centennial celebration, which 
last night filed for three hours through 
the streets, was a wonderful success. 
A crowd estimated at 1,000,000 people 
lined the streets through which the 
procession passed and cheered its 
features. The parade was practically 
destitute of music because of the ban 
placed by the Musicians’ union. A few 
amateur bands were scattered through- 
out the parade and all of them were 
lustily cheered hy tbe crowd,

“Crop Report for Massachusetts. 


In its crop. report for September, 
twhich will appear on or about Oct. 1, 
i the Mass. Sfate Board or Agriculture 
| will include the following summary of 
crop conditions in Massachusetts, com- 
piled froma study of the reports of 
about 150 correspondents : 

The warm weather of the month 
brought Indian corn forward rapidly, 
but it is nevertheless one of the poorest 
crops ever secured, poorer even than 
that of 1902. There has been damage 
from frost in some localities, and even 
where the crop has escaped thus far it 
is not eared well and there are many 
imperfect ears. The stover is also 
poorly developed and many dairy farm- 
ers will not have enough to fill their 
silos. There it has escaped damage 
from the frost it should be of good 
nutritive value, both for stover and 
ensilage. Much of the crop remained 
to be cut at the time of making returns. 

Where the first crop of hay was cut 
early the rowen crop is phenomenally 
heavy, but many fields were cut so late 
that it is doubtful if more than an 
average crop is secured on the whole. 
The weather of the month has been 
very favorable for securing the crop 
and it is of excellent quality. Fall feed 
is in excellent condition in all sections, 
with the exception of Cape Cod and a 
few localities in Bristol and Plymouth 


is 
All farm work was delayed by the 
lateness of haying and at the time of 


making returns much less fall seeding 
than usual has been done. The work 
was progressing well with fair weather 
and probably as much as usual will 
finally be put in. That sown early 

made a good catch and was growing 
luxuriantly, but there were many re- 
ports that the later sown seed was lie- 
ing dormant in the ground awaiting 
rain to promote germination. 

Onions are a very poor crop in most 
localities. Giving the reports from the 
regions of principal production their 
proper weight it is probable that not 
over half a crop willbe secured. There 
was much complaint of blight, which 
shortened the crop in many localities, 
and also that those remaining green 
were dieing down very slowly, with 
small bottoms and an undue proportion 
of thick necks. The quality of the 
crop is therefore not expected to be up 
to the standard. 

Potatoes promised to be an unusually 
good crop and the yield would un- 
doubtedly have been larger but for the 
presence of rot, which was general 
throughout the State, though perbaps 
most severe in the western countries. 
Not more than a three-fourths crop has 
been secured on the whole and many 
fields have given total failures. The 
qualities of the tubers is generally 
excellent where unaffected by rot. 

Root crops are generally reported as 
promising weil, though somewhat late 
in most sections. Celery is also a good 
crop as far as reported. Other late 
market-garden crops generally give 
good promise, but are not especially 
forward and need further warm weather 
for best results. 

Apples were blown from the trees to 
a considerable extent by the high 
winds of the 16th and 17th, but still 
give a better crop than i common on 
an off year, although the fruit is not 
large or especially free from blemishes. 
Pears are a fair crop, though perhaps 
not as good as previously indicated. 
Very few peaches were secured. 
Grapes did not develope according to 
the promise of the earlier season and 
the crop proved nearly a failure. Cran- 
berries are a light crop in tbe sections 
of commercial production, probably 
even lighter than that of last year.
